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Letter  of  Transmittal 


To  His  Excellency,  Locke  Craig, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir  : — Tlie  Board  of  Directors  herewith  submit  the  Biennial  Report 
of  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh, 
for  period  ending  November  30,  1916. 

There  is  a  most  urgent  need  of  more  room  for  this  institution,  and 
it  is  necessary  to  have  it  in  order  to  take  care  of  those  who  are  entitled 
to  be  here.  There  are  already  nearly  250  awaiting  admission  into  the 
institution,  and  there  ought  to  be  provision  at  once  for  them.  We  must 
have  a  receiving  building  for  the  insane  men  to  accommodate  at  least 
100,  and  a  building  for  male  epileptics,  and  also  additional  buildings 
for  100  more  men  and  100  more  women. 

The  institution  cannot  further  afford  to  be  without  a  kitchen  suffi- 
ciently large  to  serve  the  patients,  with  suitable  equipment.  The  present 
kitchen  has  been  condemned.  We  must  have  a  kitchen  large  enough  to 
serve  from  1,500  to  2,000  patients  and  employees.  It  is  necessary  also 
to  have  two  congregated  dining-rooms,  one  for  males  and  one  for  females, 
and  an  amusement  hall. 

We  urge  that  provision  for  these  additions  be  made  immediately. 

The    Superintendent  has   given   only   a   list   of   those  buildings   and 

items  of  repair  and  equipment  which  we  must  have  to  carry  on  our  work 

with  economy  and  efficiency.      The  cost   of  each  has  been   accurately 

determined  by  competent  authority.

The  above  figures  for  the  Epileptic  Department  are  included  in  the 
statistical  summary  just  given. 

There  has  been  only  one  suicide  during  this  period.  The  name  and 
circumstances  have  been  reported  to  the  Board. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease. 

Regular  staff  meetings  have  been  held  daily,  at  which  reports  from 
the  Assistant  Physicians  and  the  Pathologist  are  received  as  to  new 
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cases  and  the  condition  of  the  sick.  A  paper  on  each  patient  admitted 
is  read  at  the  staff  meetings,  giving  the  personal  and  family  history,  as 
much  as  is  obtainable,  and  results  of  all  the  examinations  made,  namely, 
pathological,  physical,  mental,  and  neurological.  I  am  glad  to  report 
scientific  progress  in  the  work  of  the  staff  in  all  departments,  medical, 
pathological,  and  dental. 

Dr.  Coppedge  resigned  his  position  as  Third  Assistant  Physician  on 
March  23,  1915,  and  left  three  days  later,  March  26th,  stating  in  his 
last  daily  report  the  following:  "Wishing  you  success  and  happiness 
during  your  administration  and  thanking  you  for  numerous  kindnesses 
shown  me." 

Dr.  W.  W.  Stancell,  Second  Assistant  Physician,  wrote  me  ISTovember 
15,  1915,  as  follows:  "I  desire  to  resign  my  position  as  Assistant  Phy- 
sician, the  same  to  be  effective  at  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days.  I  wish 
to  thank  you  for  the  many  favors  shown  me  during  your  administration." 

Dr.  R.  K.  Adams  was  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  Dr.  Coppedge, 
and  assumed  his  duties  June  21,  1915.  After  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Stancell,  Dr.  Adams  was  advanced  to  the  position  of  second  assistant. 
Dr.  Adams  graduated  from  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  in  1912  and 
has  had  experience  and  training  at  the  Epileptic  Village  at  Skill- 
man,  ~N.  J. 

Dr.  L.  F.  Robinson  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  third  assistant 
and  reported  for  duty  January  1,  1916.  He  also  graduated  at  the  Jeffer- 
son Medical  College  and  had  about  the  same  time  at  the  Epileptic  Vil- 
lage at  Skillman,  IST.  J.,  as  Dr.  Adams. 

Our  dental  department  was  begun  in  August,  1915,  by  Dr.  E.  R. 
Warren,  and  after  three  months  service  he  was  offered  a  very  lucrative 
and  attractive  practice  in  Goldsboro  owing  to  the  retirement  of  one  of 
their  leading  dentists.  This  was  a  great  compliment  and  well  merited. 
Dr.  W.  L.  McRae  was  secured  as  our  dentist  after  a  lapse  in  our  work 
of  nearly  nine  months,  and  began  August  1,  1916.  This  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a  very  necessary  work,  as  it  greatly  adds  to  the  comfort  and 
health  of  those  who  cannot  leave  the  institution  for  treatment  on 
account  of  their  condition.  I  refer  you  to  Dr.  McRae's  report  of  all 
the  dental  work  done  by  Dr.  Warren  and  himself.

At  your  annual  meeting  in  1915  you  favored  a  recommendation  of 
your  Superintendent  for  conducting  a  Mental  Hygiene  Campaign  as 
far  as  possible  in  our  district  during  1916  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
information  to  the  people  on  how  to  prevent  insanity  and  how  to  recog- 
nize mental  disease  in  the  beginning  and  encourage  those  afflicted  to 
apply  early  for  the  proper  advice  from  the  profession.  This  campaign 
has  been  conducted  by  Dr.  Pendleton,  our  Pathologist,  and  I  refer  you 
to  his  report  as  to  his  work  in  this  field,  as  well  as  in  the  Laboratory. 

Our  experience  in  the  Mental  Hygiene  Campaign  has  brought  con- 
viction of  the  necessity  of  the  State  making  provision  for  a  class  of 
mental  defectives  called  morons,  and  for  that  large  class  of  young  men 
and  women  who  find  it  difficult  to  adjust  themselves  to  their  environ- 
ment on  account  of  instability  of  their  nervous  systems.  A  large  per- 
centage of  the  inmates  of  prisons  and  hospitals  for  the  insane  come  from 
this  class,  and  a  large  proportion  might  be  saved  by  proper  manage- 
ment. 

The  Training  School  for  Nurses  was  reorganized  in  March  of  this 
year,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  Bellevue  Hospital,  'New 
York  City,  by  which  the  nurses  are  sent  to  that  hospital  the  second  year 
of  their  training  to  receive  general  hospital  experience.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  year  at  Bellevue  Hospital  the  nurses  return  to  us  for  their 
third  and  last  year.  In  this  way  we  can  give  our  patients  skilled  nursing 
attention  with  no  added  expense,  and  at  the  same  time  qualify  our 
graduates  to  be  eligible  for  the  State  registration.  We  graduated  six 
young  ladies  in  our  class,  June,  1915,  and  all  but  one  have  continued 
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their  services  with  us.  In  June  of  this  year  we  secured  the  services  of 
two  young  physicians,  Dr.  R.  A.  Hale  and  W.  G.  Jenkins,  as  Medical 
Internes.  After  a  few  months  Dr.  Hale  received  a  nattering  offer  from 
the  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich.,  in  its  Psychopathic 
Department.  We  accepted  his  resignation  and  secured  Dr.  K.  A.  Car- 
roll for  his  place.  We  are  greatly  helped  by  additional  professional 
services.  We  can  give  more  professional  attention  to  our  patients  and 
add  largely  to  our  scientific  work  in  making  more  examinations  and 
preparing  records  of  patients,  thereby  making  a  file  system  of  great 
value  for  the  future. 

We  have  continued  our  custom  of  having  medical  societies  to  meet  at 
the  Hospital  from  time  to  time,  and  we  believe  this  is  of  mutual  ad- 
vantage. 

Out  of  our  receipt  account  we  have  built  the  Nurses'  Home,  with  a 
capacity  for  52  nurses,  and  equipped  this  and  our  Receiving  Building 
with  plumbing,  heating,  and  fixtures. 

The  old  closets  of  the  main  building  should  be  replaced  with  new 
ones,  such  as  were  put  in  the  new  buildings.  The  repairs  on  the  old 
closets  and  the  waste  water  from  defects  of  the  same  justify  an  imme- 
diate change.  We  will  have  the  cost  of  these  closets  during  January 
made  out  by  an  expert,  and  will  present  the  data  to  the  Legislature  at 
once. 

We  have  made  an  extension  of  our  boiler  house,  costing  about  $2,000, 
and  put  in  a  boiler  of  150  H.  P.,  worth  at  the  factory  about  $1,650,  but 
we  secured  it  for  $650  from  Mr.  Dillon.  He  bought  it  at  a  sale  of  a 
milling  company  that  failed  in  business.  The  arrangement  of  our  boiler 
house  will  enable  us  to  protect  our  machinery  from  coal  dust.  All  the 
above  work  has  been  done  by  our  engineering  department.  I  refer  you 
to  the  engineer's  report  for  detailed  information.  The  head  carpenter's 
report  will  also  give  full  information  as  to  the  various  activities  of  the 
carpenter's  department. 

During  this  year  we  have  begun  to  enlarge  our  poultry  business  and 
have  spent  more  than  $1,500  for  chickens  and  equipment.  I  refer  you 
to  the  report  prepared  by  Dr.  Kaupp  for  all  necessary  information. 

This  has  been  a  bad  year  for  farm  crops  on  account  of  the  extremes 
of  dry  and  wet  seasons.  We  have  put  more  acreage  in  cultivation  than 
ever  before,  and  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  about  $9,000  increase 
over  1915  from  the  farm  and  garden,  despite  the  bad  year.  The  com- 
bined increase  from  our  farm  for  the  two  years  prevented  a  heavy  deficit 
in  our  appropriation  for  maintenance.  On  October  1st  the  best  obtain- 
able statistics  showed  that  the  average  price  for  food  was  23  8-10  per 
cent  higher  than  the  average  for  the  past  eight  years.     It  is  now  safe 
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to  say  that  this  advance  has  gone  beyond  24  per  cent.  To  care  for  our 
people  for  another  two  years  we  must  add  such  a  percentage  to  our  per 
capita  cost  to  be  within  safe  limits. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  what  we  must  have  from  the  State  in  order 
to  equip  our  several  departments.  The  first  and  most  urgent  is  a  modern 
kitchen,  large  enough  to  serve  from  1,500  to  2,000  people.  We  should 
build  for  the  future.  We  have  been  serving  about  1,000  from  a  kitchen 
built  for  300.  The  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  reported  two  years 
ago  to  the  Legislature  that  the  inadequacy  of  our  kitchen  building  was 
a  disgrace  to  the  State.  We  earnestly  urged  the  building  of  one  then, 
and  we  now  affirm  that  we  must  have  it  to  properly  serve  our  patients 
and  employees.  We  have  carefully  estimated  the  cost  of  each  building 
and  item  of  repairs,  and  submit  the  following :

The  property  of  the  Hospital  is  still  insured  for  only  about  one-third 
its  value.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  has  not  had  the  appropriation 
to  take  out  sufficient  insurance.  The  special  attention  of  the  Governor 
should  be  called  to  this  fact. 

To  the  officers  and  employees  who  have  remained  faithful  in  the 
service  our  most  sincere  thanks  are  due,   and  are  hereby  given,  as  a 
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public  recognition  of  their  loyal  cooperation  and  daily  industry  in  the 
work  of  their  various  departments. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Craig  died  in  March,  1915.  I  want  to  record  my  high  ap- 
preciation of  his  loyal,  faithful,  and  honest  service  every  day  of  his 
stewardship.  He  fell  "on  sleep"  while  worshiping  in  our  Sunday  morn- 
ing service  about  ten  minutes  after  leading  in  prayer.  A  purer  char- 
acter, a  more  consecrated  Christian,  and  a  more  noble  soul  I  have  never 
known.     His  holy  influence  still  abides. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  as  a  whole,  and  especially  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  I  wish  again  to  tender  my  sincere  appreciation  of  their 
many  efforts  to  counsel,  encourage,  and  help  me  in  meeting  the  difficult 
problems  of  hospital  administration. 

All  of  the  above  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Pathologist's  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  State  Hospital,  Dix  Hill,  Raleigh. 

Dear  Sir  : — In  submitting  this  report  of  the  work  done  in  my  depart- 
ment from  December  1,  1914,  to  November  30,  1916,  inclusive,  I  wish 
to  say  that  your  unfailing  encouragement  of  effort  and  constant  help 
in  accomplishment  have  greatly  increased  the  amount  and  improved  the 
quality  of  this  work. 

The  changes  introduced  during  the  two  years  are  briefly  as  follows : 

1.  Henceforth  it  is  our  purpose  to  inoculate  all  new  employees  against 
typhoid. 

2.  The  routine  use  of  the  phthalein  kidney  elimination  test  on  new 
patients  was  begun  in  1916. 

3.  The  intraspinal  as  well  as  the  intravenous  treatment  of  all  cases 
of  cerebrospinal  syphilis  was  commenced  in  1916. 

4.  Blood  cultures  from  epileptics  taken  before,  during,  and  just  after 
convulsions  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  isolating  the  "Bacillus  Epi- 
lepticus"  of  Reed,  but  we  were  unable  to  find  such  an  organism. 

5.  A  campaign  for  Mental  Hygiene  was  inaugurated  during  1916. 
Your  Pathologist  has  visited  the  following  counties  and  made  talks  to 
the  general  public  on  this  subject  as  indicated :

The  work  was  begun  in  Wake  with  addresses  by  Dr.  W.  A.  White, 
Superintendent  Government  Hospital  for  Insane,  Washington,  D.  C, 
Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Raleigh,  Dr.  J.  K,  Hall,  Richmond,  and  a  talk 
by  me.  The  Superintendent  made  an  address  in  Wilson.  A  conserva- 
tive estimate  of  the  number  of  people  addressed  up  to  the  present  is 
6,800.

In  conjunction  with  the  Dentist,  I  have  made  a  study  of  the  effects 
of  treatment  of  pyorrhea  in  the  insane,  and  the  following  conclusions 
were  arrived  at : 

1.  That  the  ameba  temporarily  disappears  after  six  hypodermics  of 
emetin,  but  rather  promptly  reappears  after  its  discontinuance. 

2.  That  though  the  ameba  is  present  in  about  90  per  cent  of  cases, 
our  experience  would  lead  us  to  agree  with  Dr.  C.  W.  Stiles  that  it  is  a 
traumatic  predisposing  cause  on  account  of  its  boring  tendencies  rather 
than  the  determining  factor,  which  we  believe  to  be  a  streptococcus  in 
a  large  majority  of  patients. 

3.  That  thorough  instrumentation  with  disinfection  with  iodine  is 
necessary  to  permanent  improvement,  and  that  no  approach  to  a  cure 
can  be  accomplished  without  continued  care  of  the  teeth  and  the  occa- 
sional use  of  iodine  together  with  periodic  instrumentation. 

4.  Finally,  we  believe  the  emetin  treatment,  instrumentation,  and 
after-care  of  equal  importance  in  the  treatment  of  this  disease.

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Report  on  Poultry  Work 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson, 

Raleigh,  N.  C. 

My  dear  Dr.  Anderson  : — According  to  your  request  of  recent  date, 
I  herewith  hand  you  report  of  poultry  work  at  your  institution,  up  to 
December  1,  1916. 

At  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  and  Board  of  the  State  Hospital 
at  Dix  Hill,  the  office  of  Poultry  Investigations  and  Pathology  of  the 
North  Carolina  Experiment  Station  and  State  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  the  Poultry  Science  Department  of  the  JSTorth  Carolina  Agri- 
cultural College,  undertook  the  establishment  on  a  firm  footing  the 
poultry  work  for  that  institution. 

SCOPE   OF   WORK 

The  ground  was  carefully  gone  over  by  the  writer  in  company  with 
the  Superintendent  and  farm  foreman,  and  the  following  plans  formu- 
lated: 

It  was  decided  to  take  the  then  present  flock  which  were  on  the  Hos- 
pital campus  or  farm,  and  using  these  birds  as  a  nucleus  build  up  a 
flock  of  500  for  eggs  from  which  to  produce  .broilers.  The  birds  at  that 
time  were  not  pure-bred,  but  some  fairly  good  grade  birds.  There 
were  125. 

It  was  also  decided  to  build  up  a  laying  strain,  using  the  Single  Comb 
White  Leghorns,  since  these  birds  have  been  most  bred  to  lay. 

BUILDINGS 

The  buildings  on  the  farm  were  wholly  inadequate  for  the  work,  so  a 
developing  policy  was  formulated,  it  being  the  plan  to  gradually  enlarge 
the  plant  as  it  was  made  profitable  until  the  returns  in  eggs  and  birds 
were  approximately  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  institution. 

The  old  buildings  were  placed  in  as  good  condition  as  possible  and 
provided  with  modern  poultry-house  equipment. 

A  100-foot  laying  house  was  constructed  to  accommodate  500  laying 
hens. 

A  100-foot  brooder  house  was  constructed  in  which  to  raise  broilers. 

equipment 

There  was  no  equipment  on  the  farm  for  poultry  work. 

There  has  been  provided  four  incubators  and  ten  brooders  or  hovers 
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for  the  brooding  and  hatching  of  young  chicks.  An  incubator  room  has 
been  provided.  There  has  been  provided  a  green  bone  grinder  so  that 
the  green  bones  from  the  kitchen  can  be  used.  There  has  been  provided 
a  dry  bread  grinder  and  a  drying  oven  or  kiln  so  that  the  waste  bread 
can  be  used.  This  enables  us  to  use  waste  products  and  thus  convert 
it  into  products  usable  at  the  kitchen. 

The  laying  houses  have  been  provided  with  modern  poultry-house 
equipment. 

THE    FEED    PROBLEM 

The  feed  problem  is  always  a  serious  one  to  the  poultryman.  Feeds 
are  high,  but  as  long  as  prices  of  eggs  keep  pace  with  the  price  of  feeds 
we  should  find  some  profit  in  producing  eggs  for  the  institution. 

We  have  found  it  difficult  to  secure  sufficient  green  feed,  but  since 
clipping  green  alfalfa,  oats,  or  rye  does  not  injure  the  crop  in  any  way, 
this  trouble  has,  at  least  for  the  present,  been  obviated. 

Sour  milk,  either  buttermilk  or  sour  skim-milk,  is  essential  to  the 
rearing  of  baby  chicks.  This  must  be  provided  from  some  source  if  we 
are  to  succeed.  Death  rate  among  small  baby  chicks  is  always  a  serious 
problem  which  must  be  met  as  best  one  can. 

THE    BIRDS 

The  old  flock  increased  their  production  100  per  cent  on  being  placed 
on  modern  methods  basis.  These  birds,  at  this  time  of  year,  are  in  their 
moult,  but  will  soon  commence  to  lay,  after  which  time  it  is  the  plan  to 
begin  getting  out  some  early  broilers. 

The  writer  made  a  trip  to  the  Warren  Poultry  Farm  to  examine  pul- 
lets offered  for  sale,  and  as  a  result  recommended  the  purchase  of  500 
as  a  start  for  the  laying  stock.  These  are  all  Single  Comb  White  Leg- 
horns and  of  good  breeding.  The  old  quarters  are  infected  with  roup, 
and  as  a  result  we  have  had  some  trouble  among  these  pullets  which  has 
caused  us  to  suffer  a  setback  and  from  which  these  pullets  are  just  recov- 
ering. Vaccine  prepared  in  the  Station  Laboratory  against  roup  was 
administered,  and  the  disease,  as  stated,  finally  subsided. 

A  small  flock  of  pullets  of  larger  breeds  have  been  secured,  and  these 
pullets  are  now  beginning  to  lay.  It  is  the  intent  to  keep  these  larger 
birds  for  production  of  eggs  for  broiler  production. 

To  mate  with  these  birds  the  North  Carolina  Experiment  Station  has 
furnished  vigorous  cockerels  at  the  cost  of  raising. 

PLANS  FOR  THE  COMING  YEAR 

It  is  the  intent  to  raise  as  many  chicks  from  the  Leghorn  flock  as  is 
possible  to  do  with  the  present  capacity.     The  cockerels  and  cull  pullets 
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to  be  used  on  the  table  and  the  promising  pullets  kept  for  the  coining 
year's  laying  to  produce  eggs  in  the  fall  and  early  winter  when  the  older 
birds  are  in  a  moult  and  in  the  nonproductive  period. 

It  is  the  intent  to  raise  as  many  birds  as  is  possible  from  the  larger 
breeds,  keeping  the  larger  promising  pullets  for  breeders  and  all  others 
to  be  used  on  the  table. 

The  double  yardage  system  is  to  be  used,  and  each  flock  is  to  be 
allowed  to  run  on  one  lot  while  green  feed  is  raised  on  the  other. 

There  are  too  many  trees  on  the  ground  used  as  range  for  the  birds, 
and  these  surplus  trees  should  be  removed  during  the  winter.  In  fact, 
at  once. 

Green  feed  must  be  kept  growing  so  that  it  can  be  obtained  for  the 
laying  hens  and  chicks  each  day. 

Provision  must  be  made  for  sour  milk  or  buttermilk  for  the  baby 
chicks  to  curtail  the  death  rate.

The  total  receipts  since  May  1,  1916,  is  $401.85,  which  is  very  good 

considering  that  we  are  just  starting.     The  pullets  are  just  beginning 

to  lay,  many  of  the  broiler-producing  hens  are  old,  and  this  is  the  time 

of  year  for  them  to  moult,  and  will  not  lay  much  till  later.     The  brooder 

house  was  constructed  after  the  broiler  season,  so  that  the  coming  season 

will  be  the  first  try-out  in  this  line.     As  the  work  develops  still  better 

results  should  be  made.     It  must  be  expected  that  disease  and  setbacks 

will  happen,  but  it  is  our  business  to  cope  as  best  we  can  and  keep  going 

along  sane  lines,  as  all  business  producing  poultry  plants  do.

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  December  21,  1918. 
To  His  Excellency,  T.  W.  Bickett, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir: — On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Hospitals  of  North 
Carolina,  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  superintendents,  show- 
ing in  detail  all  the  operations  at  each  'hospital  for  the  two  years  beginning 
December  1,  1916,  and  ending  November  30,  1918. 

The  institutions  and  the  State  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr. 
Charles  P.  Matheson,  an  'honored  and  useful  member  of  this  Board  and  a 
gentleman  of  sterling  character. 

Your  special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  a  deficit  is  shown  at  each 
institution.  It  is  a  source  of  gratification  that  this  deficit  is  not  larger  as, 
because  of  war  conditions  throughout  the  entire  period,  the  price  of  labor 
and  of  supplies  of  every  kind  have  been  excessively  high. 

Two  years  ago  the  directors  of  the  three  'hospitals  asked  for  increased 
appropriations,  basing  their  request  on  the  advanced  prices  then  prevailing. 
The  General  Assembly  thought  best  to  curtail  the  amounts  asked  for,  and 
did  so.  Prices  continued  to  advance,  and,  'dearly  foreseeing  that  the  appro- 
priations would  be  inadequate,  the  directors,  in  person  and  by  letter,  in  May, 
1917,  called  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  yourself  and  your  Council  of  State. 

After  due  consideration  the  directors  were  advised  to  make  t'he  available 
funds  go  as  far  as  possible  and  wihen  they  were  exhausted  to  call  upon  you 
for  further  instructions.  This  course  was  followed  and  every  possible 
economy  was  practiced.  Rooms  were  kept  empty  because  funds  were  not 
sufficient  to  support  the  present  population. 

There  are  now  empty  rooms  sufficient  to  accommodate  at  Morganton  100 
and  at  Raleigh  110  additional  patients.  Because  of  lack  of  funds  these  rooms 
could  not  be  used,  although  there  were  many  applicants  on  the  waiting  list, 
and  some  unfortunately  lying  in  the  county  jails. 

In  October,  1918,  your  attention  was  again  called  to  the  lack  of  funds,  and 
your  Council  of  State  authorized  the  directors  to  borrow  for  Goldsboro  $30,000, 
for  Raleigh  $30,000,  and  for  Morganton  $60,000.  The  hospitals  did  not  find  it 
necessary  to  borrow  quite  so  much,  although  at  Morganton  it  was  found 
necessary  to  leave  some  outstanding  bills.  Attention  is  called  to  these  mat- 
ters in  the  various  reports,  and  the  General  Assembly  is  asked  to  provide  for 
these  deficits  in  addition  to  their  appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the  next 
two  years. 

The  directors  would  suggest  and  most  earnestly  urge  that  authority  be 
lodged  in  some  one  to  provide  for  emergencies  of  this  kind  so  that  the  direc- 
tors may  not  be  called  upon  to  assume  personal  responsibility  for  the  support 
of  these  institutions  or  to  ask  the  banks  to  make  loans  for  wlhich  there  exists 
no  authority. 

Your  attention  is  further  directed  to  the  crying  need  for  other  permanent 
improvements,  as  indicated  in  the  reports  of  the  superintendents.  The  direc- 
tors are  fully  aware  of  the  lack  of  funds  sufficient  to  provide  for  all  of  the 
interests  of  the  various  institutions  of  the  State,  but  the  needs  of  the  class 
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of  patients  served  by  these  hospitals  are  of  such  a  nature  that  they  think  it 
their  duty  to  submit  these  matters  for  the  careful  consideration  of  yourself 
and  of  the  General  Assembly. 

There  is  a  fund  known  as  the  "Receipts  or  Steward's  Account,"  which 
comes  from  pay  patients  and  other  sources  and  which  the  various  hospitals 
have  been  allowed  to  use.  But  for  this  fund  it  would  have  been  impossible 
to  have  made  as  good  a  showing  with  the  regular  appropriations.  In  large 
institutions  of  this  kind,  as  in  smaller  households,  many  unusual  emergencies 
occur  which  cannot  possibly  be  anticipated.  This  fund  has  been  used  judi- 
ciously, and  detailed  report  is  made  thereof.    It  should  not  be  interfered  with. 

Messrs.  Pullen,  Henderson,  McKinne  &  Co.,  a  well-known  firm  of  account- 
ants, have  been  employed  to  audit  the  books  and  accounts,  and  comparative 
statements  have  been  inaugurated  which  it  is  believed  will  result  in  great 
good.  Summary  of  the  same  will  be  found  herein,  and  all  per  capita  calcula- 
tions, comparisons,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  Auditor's  report. 

The  suggestions  and  requests  found  in  these  reports  have  been  made  after 
the  most  careful  consideration  of  the  Board,  and  are  solely  for  the  interests 
of  the  institutions  and  of  the  patients  under  their  care. 

The  directors  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  cordial  support  and 
hearty  cooperation  which  they  have  always  received  at  your  hands.

The  statistical  summary  includes  the  Epileptic  Department. 

There  has  been  no  suicide  during  this  biennial  period. 

There  had  been  no  epidemic  of  any  disease  until  the  influenza  came  in 
October  and  lasted  until  about  the  close  of  the  year. 

Three  hundred  and  seven  cases,  including  all  officers,  employees,  and 
patients,  occurred  in  about  thirty  days,  a  little  over  ten  cases  a  day.  Of  these, 
there  were  seventy-two  employees  and  officers  with  only  two  deaths;  the 
balance  were  patients — eighteen  of  whom  died — making  2.7-9  per  cent  mor- 
tality among  employees  and  officers  and  7%  per  cent  among  patients. 

R.  E.  Chesnutt,  our  chief  cook,  was  the  first  to  die  of  pneumonia.  No  finer 
hero  than  he  died  in  the  trenches.  He  strictly  considered  his  post  of  service 
as  one  of  patriotic  duty,  and  flatly  refused  more  remunerative  offers  and 
stuck  to  his  job  with  supreme  loyalty. 
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W.  F.  Christenbury,  our  dairyman,  was  the  second  one  to  die,  and  he  died 
of  the  same  disease — pneumonia  following  influenza.  He,  too,  was  faithful, 
efficient,  and  loyal  to  his  work. 

Regular  staff  meetings  have  been  held  daily,  at  which  reports  from  assist- 
ant physicians  are  received  as  to  new  cases  and  the  condition  of  the  sick. 
We  have  had  most  of  our  new  patients  examined  and  their  histories  taken 
and  presented  to  the  staff  meeting.  The  large  demands  of  war  for  doctors 
depleted  our  staff  and  we  could  not  keep  up  with  all  the  work  as  we  have 
been  accustomed.  The  work  of  our  pathological  department  has  been  done 
by  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  since  last  May. 

We  have  had  no  dental  work  done  at  the  hospital.  There  is  decided  need 
for  this.  There  is  greater  need  for  providing  dental  work  for  tlhe  mental 
sick  than  any  other  iclass,  'mostly  because  they  cannot  be  sent  outside  of  the 
institution  in  the  large  majority  of  cases.  There  have  been  very  fine  results 
obtained  by  many  institutions  where  dental  work  was  done.  Many  mentally 
sick  cases  have  been  restored  to  health  by  repairing  the  teeth. 

We  mentioned  in  our  report  two  years  ago  that  the  old  closets  of  the  main 
building  should  be  replaced  with  new  ones,  suclh  as  were  put  in  the  new 
buildings.  The  repairs  on  the  old  closets  and  the  waste  water  from  defects 
of  tlhe  same  justify  an  immediate  change.  Reference  to  estimate  of  the  abso- 
lute needs  of  male  and  female  sides  of  main  building  is  made  on  another 
page. 

During  recent  years  the  condition  of  our  steam  boiler  plant  and  heating 
system  has  reached  a  point  where  it  has  been  impossible  to  heat  the  buildings 
with  any  degree  of  comfort,  or  even  to  prevent  suffering  among  our  patients 
in  extremely  cold  weather. 

The  additional  buildings  recently  erected  called  for  additional  capacity, 
and  the  fuel  consumed  in  an  attempt  to  provide  service  was  increasing  at 
such  a  rapid  rate  that  in  the  spring  of  1918  it  was  found  absolutely  necessary 
to  take  some  adequate  steps  to  relieve  the  rapidly  increasing  difficulties 
along  this  line. 

As  the  problem  presented  many  difficulties,  owing  to  the  large  size  of  the 
plant  as  a  whole,  and  the  vast  amount  of  heating  equipment  and  complicated 
nature  of  the  piping  system  which  has  accumulated  through  the  various 
stages  of  enlargement  for  many  years,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  secure 
the  services  of  some  engineer  of  experience  in  this  class  of  work  to  plan  and 
superintend  the  contemplated  improvements.  After  careful  investigation, 
Wiley  &  Wilson,  consulting  engineers  of  wide  experience  in  this  line  of  work, 
were  employed  in  February,  1918,  to  perform  this  service. 

After  making  a  very  thorough  survey  and  study  of  our  conditions  for 
several  weeks,  our  engineers  submitted  a  report  which  convinced  us  that  the 
alterations  would  have  to  be  extensive  to  be  of  permanent  value,  and  that  the 
expenditure  of  approximately  $15,000  originally  available  for  the  work  would 
only  cover  repairs  to  an  inadequate  equipment  without  reaching  the  desired 
results,  and  that  it  would  be  finally  wasted,  as  a  general  rebuilding  of  the 
plant  and  remodeling  of  the  equipment  was  inevitable. 

Among  other  things  the  investigations  showed  that  the  750  horse-power 
boiler  plant  was  connected  to  a  chimney  which  was  only  large  enough  to 
produce  proper  draft  for  300  horse-power;  that  the  brick  settings  surround- 
ing the  boilers  were  practically  falling  down;  that  the  pipe  connections  and 
auxiliary  boiler-rooul  equipment  were  entirely   inadequate  and  so  far  worn 
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out  that  further  repairs  was  a  waste  of  money,  and  that  serious  breakdowns 
and  interruptions  of  service  were  sure  to  continue  until  these  items  had  been 
replaced  by  better  equipment. 

The  boiler-house  was  largely  of  temporary  construction  with  large  fire 
risk  and  not  adequate  to  accommodate  the  increased  capacity  of  equipment 
needed,  and  the  elevations  of  the  boiler-room  floor  and  railway  sidings  were 
such  that  no  adequate  provision  could  be  made  for  dumping  and  storage  of 
fuel,  a  matter  wnich  has  caused  us  much  trouble  and  expense  in  the  past. 

It  was  also  found  that  the  heating  equipment  in  a  number  of  the  older 
buildings  needed  extensive  repairs,  and  it  was  necessary  to  remove  a  large 
number  of  undersized  and  poorly  insulated  steam  mains,  many  of  which 
were  laid  underground  and  leaked  so  badly  that  their  further  use  was  out  of 
the  question. 

The  improvements  finally  agreed  upon  and  for  Which  plans  and  specifica- 
tions were  prepared  by  our  engineers  covered  the  following: 

First.  The  remodeling  of  the  power-house  building  and  construction  of 
coal  dump  and  storage  bins. 

Second.  The '  construction  of  a  new  brick  chimney  of  sufficient  size  to 
accommodate  1,000  horse-power  steam-boiler  capacity. 

Third.  The  installation  of  an  additional  steam  boiler  raising  the  boiler 
capacity  to  900  horse-power  total,  and  the  rearrangement  and  resetting  of  all 
of  the  six  150  horse-power  boilers. 

Fourth.  The  installation  of  entirely  new  power-house  piping,  boiler-feed 
pumps,  and  auxiliary  equipment  along  modern  lines. 

Fifth.  The  installation  of  new  steam  mains  leading  to  the  various  build- 
ings, both  for  heating  and  power  purposes,  so  far  as  these  renewals  were 
found  necessary. 

Sixth.  The  remodeling  of  the  heating  equipment  in  the  various  buildings 
wlhere  repairs  or  alterations  were  found  necessary  to  provide  satisfactory 
heating  service. 

It  was  estimated  that  the  above  work  would  cost  approximately  $60,000. 
The  available  funds  for  this  purpose  being  only  about  $15,000,  it  was  decided 
to  get  permission  from  the  North  Carolina  State  Building  Commission  to  use 
funds  which  had  been  appropriated  for  a  new  kitchen  to  devote  to  the  re- 
modeling of  our  central  power  and  heating  plant.  This  matter  was  submitted 
to  the  North  Carolina  Building  Commission  on  May  9th  and  their  approval 
given,  contracts  being  let  at  that  time  for  remodeling  of  power-house,  con- 
struction of  chimney,  and  a  number  of  other  items  (which,  due  to  the  war, 
would  require  considerable  time  to  manufacture  and  deliver  to  the  institu- 
tion). 

The  plans  for  the  power-plant  piping  and  equipment,  also  remodeling  of 
the  entire  steam-distributing  system  and  heating  apparatus  in  the  buildings, 
were  submitted  to  the  contractors  soon  after  this  time,  and  bids  received 
about  June  25th.  Owing  to  rapidly  increased  cost  of  material  and  labor  since 
estimates  were  made  on  March  25th  the  total  cost  of  the  improvements  ex- 
ceeded the  estimates  by  $30,000  to  $40,000.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  Governor's  Council  and  the  State  Building  Commission  and  permission 
was  given  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  work,  the  funds  to  he  supplied  from 
our  next  year's  building  fund  or  by  a  special  appropriation. 

The  work  has  been  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but,  owing  to  the  unpre- 
cedented conditions  resulting  from  the  war  and  influenza  epidemic,  serious 
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delays  in  getting  material  and  shortage  of  labor  have  prevented  its  final  com- 
pletion. The  matter,  however,  has  been  handled  in  such  a  way  as  to  prevent 
a  serious  interruption  of  the  power  or  heating  service. 

The  building  contractor  remodeling  the  power-house  died  in  October,  and 
his  wife,  Who  was  his  administrator,  died  soon  afterwards,  and  this  has  been 
the  cause  of  one  of  our  most  serious  delays.  This  matter  has  been  readjusted 
with  a  third  administrator,  and  we  hope  to  proceed  with  the  completion  of 
the  unfinished  details  of  the  building  and  coal  dump. 

The  central  plant  is  now  in  such  shape  that  we  are  in  position  to  furnish 
practically  all  the  buildings  with  heat  and  prevent  suffering  among  our 
patients,  although  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  only  three  boilers  in  opera- 
tion. The  other  three  boilers  will  be  in  operation  by  January  1st,  and  the 
improvements  as  a  whole  will  be  nearly  completed.  It  will  probably  take  a 
month  to  six  weeks  after  January  1st  to  finish  up  all  of  the  minor  details  and 
get  the  plant  entirely  finished  and  running  in  the  most  economical  manner. 

It  would  have  been  impossible  for  us  to  get  through  this  winter  and  take 
care  of  our  patients  without  making  the  improvements  above  outlined,  and 
the  economy  resulting  from  the  improvements  will  abundantly  justify  the 
investment,  notwithstanding  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  material  during  the 
construction  period,  and  to  say  nothing  of  the  satisfactory  nature  of  the 
service  which  will  be  obtained. 

A  tabulation  giving  cost  of  the  various  items  entering  into  the  improve- 
ments as  outlined  can  be  furnished  if  desired,  and  While  there  may  be  some 
slight  changes  as  the  work  progresses,  it  is  not  contemplated  that  any  mate- 
rial increase  will  be  required. 

Our  farm  and  carpenter's  departments  have  continued  under  the  same  head, 
with  increased  output  and  efficiency. 

The  engineer's  department  has  of  necessity  changed  heads  four  times, 
mainly  on  account  of  the  war.  We  are  spending  on  this  department  all  our 
building  appropriation  for  three  years  as  above  outlined. 

The  reports  for  all  the  departments  are  herewith  submitted.  They  all 
show  good  results  in  production. 

In  making  our  estimate  for  maintenance  appropriation  two  years  ago,  we 
based  our  estimate  on  the  best  obtainable  statistics  as  of  October  1,  1916, 
which  showed  that  the  average  price  of  food  was  23.8  per  cent  higher  than 
the  average  for  the  past  eight  years  prior  to  that  date. 

The  Legislature  failed  to  give  the  increased  amount  asked  for,  and  we  were 
unable  to  equip  and  open  our  new  receiving  building.  Our  usual  number 
were  sufficient  to  use  all  the  maintenance  fund  and  create  a  deficit  of  about 
$30,000.  We  began  the  biennial  period  with  a  deficit  of  more  than  $16,000. 
We  have  been  able  to  live  without  larger  deficit,  as  shown  by  auditor,  by 
making  large  crops,  saving  all  we  make,  and  practicing  strictest  economy — 
"eating  enough  and  wisely,  and  wasting  none." 

By  opening  the  new  building  and  using  all  available  space  we  can  take 
about  one  hundred  and  ten  additional  patients.  But  we  have  about  six  hun- 
dred and  thirty  on  the  waiting  list.  Every  mentally  sick  patient  in  the  State 
ought  to  be  provided  for  during  the  acute  stage.  Our  plan,  forced  by  lack  of 
room,  keeps  many  acute  cases  out  till  they  become  chronic  life  charges  on 
the  State. 
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On  account  of  the  continued  high  prices,  we  must  ask  for  $230  per  capita 
for  next  two  years,  and  with  this  amount  we  believe  we  can  arrange  to  pro- 
cure sufficient  help  to  properly  care,  treat,  and  feed  1,160  patients. 

We  under-estimated  the  cost  of  building  a  kitchen  and  two  congregate 
dining-rooms  in  our  last  report.  We  had  plans  made  only  for  a  kitchen,  and 
the  lowest  bid  was  about  $75,000.  Each  one  of  the  dining-rooms  would  have 
cost  nearly  as  much. 

At  present  prices  our  architect  informs  us  that  the  kitchen  would  cost 
$100,000  and  each  dining-room  $90,000,  making  a  total  of  $280,000. 

Our  large  waiting  list  might  be  reduced  considerably  by  adhering  to  a  strict 
rule  of  rejecting  the  applications  of  many  aged  people  who  are  bedridden, 
feeble,  or  dotards.  These  do  not  need  the  special  equipment  of  a  hospital  as 
the  mentally  sick.    Homes  for  incurables  and  invalids  are  the  places  for  these. 

G  Ward  building  is  one  either  to  be  condemned  or  thoroughly  remodeled 
according  to  the  opinion  of  a  competent  architect.  As  the  effects  of  the  war 
upon  work,  we  would  mention  high  cost  of  living,  scarcity  and  restlessness 
of  labor,  producing  our  deficit,  making  it  very  difficult  to  keep  up  the  usual 
sanitary  condition  in  our  wards  and  all  other  work  on  account  of  the  short- 
age of  help. 

To  the  clergy  and  a  few  Christian  laymen  of  the  city  we  owe  our  thanks 
for  their  service  in  conducting  our  Sunday  morning  worship. 

In  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  I  wish  to  personally  thank  the  officers, 
employees,  and  patients  for  their  assistance  and  support.  My  indebtedness 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  members  of  the  Board,  and  members  of  the  build- 
ing commissioners  for  their  counsel  and  assistance  in  solving  the  many  diffi- 
cult problems  connected  with  the  management  of  the  institution  is  hereby 
tendered  with  sincerest  appreciation.

CARPENTER'S  REPORT 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent. 

Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  report  covering  the  work  in  the  car- 
penter's department  for  the  period  from  November  30,  1916,  to  November 
30,  1918. 

We  lhave  kept  in  repair  all  wagons,  carts,  binders,  'harrows,  and  all  other 
machinery  and  tools  used  in  the  farming  department. 

We  have  also  kept  up  the  repairs  of  the  bedsteads,  the  springs  being  put 
on  in  our  own  shop.  The  patients  have  made  all  the  mattresses  except  those 
bought  for  the  two  new  buildings.  All  filling  for  the  mattresses  has  been 
properly  sterilized.  The  mattresses  are  all  made  by  patients  under  my 
supervision. 

We  have  kept  in  repair  all  cthairs  and  furniture  used  in  the  building  with 
the  exception  of  chairs  bought  for  the  Nurses'  Home  and  Receiving  Building. 
No  chairs  have  been  bought  for  the  institution  in  the  past  five  years.  This 
has  been  brought  about  by  repairs  done  on  old  chairs. 

All  the  necessary  repairs,  such  as  windows,  panes,  sashes,  and  other  repairs 
of  general  nature  have  been  done  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  carpenter's 
department  has  been  short  of  labor. 

We  have  also  made  enough  brooms  for  the  needs  of  the  hospital.  Most 
of  the  broom-<corn  used  was  grown  on  the  farm.  The  handles  are  used  over 
and  over  again,  and  as  the  brooms  are  made  by  a  patient,  we  were  able  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  institution  at  a  very  small  expenditure. 

We  have  dug  the  graves,  made  coffins,  and  prepared  for  burial  all  bodies 
buried  in  the  hospital  cemetery. 

We  have  also  kept  in  repair  the  shoes  and  harness.  This  work  was  done 
by  patients.  ,

You  will  note  that  many  of  the  items  call  for  a  rather  large  expenditure, 
but  they  all  are  absolutely  necessary  if  the  building  is  to  be  kept  in  good  con- 
dition and  properly  cared  for. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  following  things  be  done:

ENGINEER'S  REPORT 

FOR  THE  TWO  FISCAL  YEARS  ENDING  NOVEMBER  30,  1918 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson, 

Superintendent  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

My  Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  Engineer's  Department  for 
the  two  years  ending  November  30,  1918'.  In  addition  to  the  regular  daily 
repair  work  incident  to  running  the  institution,  the  following  changes,  im- 
provements, and  new  installations  are  noted: 

Replaced  one  30  horsepower  steam  engine  in  carpenter's  shop  with  one 
motor,  the  engine  still  being  used  in  driving  the  mills.  Replaced  steam  power 
in  machine  shop  with  5  horsenpower  motor.  Installed  two  other  motors,  one 
each  in  Cannery  and  Bakery.  Replaced  the  old  belt-driven  washing  machines 
in  Laundry  with  6  niotor-driven  machines.  These  machines  are  up-to-date 
and  work  automatically.  Installed  one  motor  to  drive  extractors  and  dry- 
room.    Replaced  three  old  body  ironers  with  two  new  bodying  pressers. 

We  have  overhauled  and  put  in  good  condition  two  ammonia  compressors; 
put  in  new  condensing  coil'in  No.  2  Ice  Plant  and  48  new  ice  cans;  installed 
new  water  closet  and  bath  tub  in  Laundry  dormitory;  installed  new  water 
closet  at  Female  Epileptic  Colony;  installed  new  range  at  Female  Epileptic 
Colony. 

Repaired  ranges  at  Oaks  and  Male  Epileptic  Colonies.  Removed  old  steril- 
izer from  Laundry  and  installed  the  same  at  carpenter's  shop,  connecting  up 
with  steam,  and  it  is  now  used  for  sterilizing  mattresses  and  materials.  In- 
stalled one  W.  C.  Meadows  Mill  Co.'s  wheat  mill. 

Now  have  under  construction  new  boiler-house,  boiler  settings,  new  smoke- 
stack, heating  system  with  adjacent  coal  bins,  and  for  detail  report  of  the 
same,  see  report  of  Superintendent.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Goldsboro. 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  this  institu- 
tion for  the  two  years  ending  November  30,  1918.

We  have  had  no  serious  epidemic,  but,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  patients 
admitted  with  pellagra,  many  of  them  in  the  last  stage,  and  living  only  a 
short  time  after  admission,  our  percentage  of  death  was  larger  than  usual. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  a  male  patient,  while  assisting  in  moving  a 
car  on  our  spur  track,  was  accidently  run  over  by  the  car  and  died  from  the 
injuries  received;  and,  also,  that  a  female  patient  committed  suicide  by  hang- 
ing herself  at  night  in  her  room.  She  had  been  in  the  hospital  less  than  a 
month,  and  during  this  time  had  shown  no  suicidal  tendencies. 

Of  the  5,783  admissions  to  this  institution  since  it  was  opened  August  1, 
1880,  this  is  the  second  suicide  to  be  reported. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  REPAIRS 

The  following  are  the  most  important  improvements  and  repairs:  A  steel 
tower  with  two  water  tanks  of  115,000-gallon  capacity  was  erected  and  is 
now  in  use. 

A  cannery  36  x  40  feet  has  been  built  and  equipped  with  all  necessary  con- 
veniences. There  was  an  addition  to  the  kitchen,  and  a  room  for  preparing 
vegetables  was  built. 

There  is  now  under  construction  a  building  for  the  accommodation  of 
ninety  patients  which,  we  hope,  will  be  completed  in  the  spring. 

A  new  system  of  pipe  lines  for  supplying  the  above  building  and,  also,  the 
tubercular  and  epileptic  buildings  with  water  and  heat  is  also  under  con- 
struction. 

Our  spur  track  was  relaid  with  seventy-fivenpound  rails,  and  a  new  trestle 
and  coal-chute  were  built. 

See  Engineer's  report  for  a  detailed  account  of  improvements  and  repairs.

FINANCES 

For  the  maintenance  of  this  institution  for  the  two  years,  1917  and  1918, 
the  Legislature  appropriated  $245,000.  The  appropriation  was  entirely  inade- 
quate, and  it  was  only  by  practicing  the  strictest  economy  that  the  deficit 
was  not  greater  than  $23,470.07.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLINICAL  DIRECTOR 


The  patients  have  been  given  a  careful  physical  and  mental  examination 
as  soon  after  their  arrival  as  expedient,  and  as  complete  a  history  as  possible 
has  been  written  of  each  one  and  filed  for  convenient  reference.  In  many 
instances  the  admission  papers  contain  very  little  reliable  information  con- 
cerning the  patient,  and  the  patient's  condition  precludes  the  obtaining  of  any 
information  Whatever  from  them  concerning  their  past  history.  In  most  of 
such  cases  we  have  been  materially  assisted  by  our  attendants  who  bring  the 
cases  to  the  Hospital,  as  they  have  freely  cooperated  and  shown  considerable 
aptitude  in  obtaining  valuable  information  from  friends,  relatives,  etc.,  of  the 
patients,  which  has  enabled  us  to  compile  a  history  of  such  cases. 

The  Wasserman  test  has  been  made  in  every  new  and  old  suspected  case 
so  far  as  possible  to  do  so.  In  all,  262  patients  were  thus  tested  during  the 
past  year.  We  found  it  more  expedient  to  have  this  work  done  at  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Hygiene. 

Salvarsan  has  been  administered  about  fifty  times  to  selected  cases  with 
generally  good  results,  and  very  gratifying  results  in  six  cases.  We  admin- 
istered it  from  one  to  eight  times  per  patient. 

Post-mortems  were  held  on  all  occasions  where  the  cause  o'f  death  was  ob- 
scure. Eleven  autopsies  were  held  during  the  past  year  and  a  record  of  them 
written  and  filed  for  reference.

ENGINEER'S  BIENNIAL  REPORT 


Dr.  W.  W.  Faison, 

Superintendent  State  Hospital  at  Goldsooro,  N.  C. 

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1917. 

This  report  will  be  brief  and,  I  fear,  incomplete,  owing  to  the  fact  that  my 
predecessor,  Mr.  Hardesty,  was  hurriedly  called  away  by  the  Government 
before  he  had  time  to  make  a  report  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  prior 
to  the  time  of  his  departure. 

I  desire  to  state  just  here  that  I  found  the  plant  and  work,  as  a  whole,  in 
excellent  condition  when  I  took  charge  of  it  September  15th,  showing  plainly 
the  care  and  attention  that  had  been  given  it  prior  to  that  time. 

The  most  important  improvements  and  repairs  made  during  the  year  are 
as  follows: 

A  new  trestle  and  coal  chute  have  been  built,  the  two  stave  silos  moved  to 
a  more  suitable  place  and  put  in  a  first-class  condition,  porches  added  to  six 
tenant  houses.     Two  rooms  were  added  to  the  gardener's  house. 

A  cannery  36  x  40  feet  was  built  and  equipped  with  cement  sinks,  steam 
cookers,  hot  and  cold  water,  and  with  all  other  conveniences  necessary  for 
an  up-to-date  cannery. 

We  have  under  construction  at  the  present  time  a  steel  tank  and  tower  for 
water,  with  a  total  capacity  of  115,000  gallons,  which,  when  complete,  will 
give  much  better  water  service  and  fire  protection.

ENGINEER'S  REPORT  (1918) 


Dr.  W.  W.  Faison, 

Superintendent  State  Hospital,  Golclsboro.  N.  C. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Engineer,  covering  the  brief  period  of  my 
employment. 

I  took  charge  of  the  plant  August  29,  1918.  During  this  time  there  has  been 
no  new  work  done  in  the  way  of  additions  to  the  machinery,  so  my  work  has 
been  confined  to  the  upkeep  and  repairs  of  the  machinery  and  equipment. 

The  principal  items  of  repair  have  been  leveling  up  the  boilers,  building 
concrete  steps  to  Aycock  building,  renewing  two  motors,  repair  of  boiler  feed 
line  and  boiler  feed  pump,  putting  in  one  piston  and  plunger  in  ammonia 
pump,  overhauling  one  hydraulic  pump. 

I  have  recalked  the  suction  line  from  the  river  to  the  pumping  station;  put 
in  one  heating  coil  in  the  vegetable  house;  overhauled  heating  coils  on  two 
fans;  riveted  galvanized  iron  duct.  I  have  overhauled  filter  tank  and  put  in 
new  pipes  and  fittings  and  cleaned  out  the  reservoir.  A  brick  foundation  has 
been  built  under  portions  of  the  walls  of  the  engine-room,  and  also  under  the 
fire-escape  at  Miller  building,  to  prevent  settling  of  the  walls. 

During  the  year,  under  my  predecessor,  the  water  tank  and  tower  were 
completed  and  put  in  service.  An  addition  to  the  kitchen  was  made,  and  a 
room  for  preparing  vegetables  was  built. 

Our  spur  track  was  relaid  with  seventy-five-pound  rails.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Directors. 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  law  I  am  herewith  submitting  a  re- 
port of  the  operation  of  the  Hospital  for  the  biennial  period  ending  November 
30,  1918,  together  with  the  customary  statistical  tables. 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  No.  1  that  we  had  under  treatment  during  the 
two  years  2',  105  patients,  and  that  95  men  and  97  women  have  been  discharged 
as  recovered.  Based  upon  admissions,  the  recovery  rate  for  men  was  37.6 
per  cent,  and  for  women  30.7  per  cent.  During  1917  59  men  and  65  women 
died,  making  the  death  rate  for  that  year  6.7  per  cent.  During  1918  73  men 
and  82  women  died,  giving  an  annual  death  rate  of  8.6  per  cent.  This  was  the 
highest  death  rate  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  and  was  due,  in 
a  great  measure,  to  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  prevailed  in  the  Hospital 
during  October  and  November  of  this  year,  afflicting  more  than  500  patients 
and  resulting  in  29  deaths.  The  employees  were  affected  in  even  a  greater 
proportion,  there  being  approximately  100  stricken  with  the  disease,  and  one 
nurse  died  from  it. 

Five  suicides  have  occurred  during  the  period.  The  circumstances  attend- 
ing same  were  reported  to  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  the  time  of  occurrence.  In  each  instance  the  coroner  was  notified,  but  in 
no  case  did  he  hold  an  inquest.  One  homicide  occurred.  A  male  patient,  who 
had  been  in  the  Hospital  for  eight  months  without  showing  any  dangerous 
propensities  or  giving  expression  to  any  delusions,  one  day  while  out  with  a 
working  party  picked  up  an  axe  and  struck  an  inoffensive  patient  in  the  back 
of  the  neck,  producing  a  wound  which  caused  death  in  a  few  minutes. 

We  have  been  very  much  hampered  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital  owing  to 
lack  of  support  funds.  The  estimate  in  our  report  to  the  last  General  As- 
sembly was  made  without  knowledge  of  the  tremendous  advance  which  was  to 
take  place  in  the  price  of  all  commodities  and  the  price  of  labor  as  well,  and 
was  far  too  low  to  meet  the  vital  needs  of  running  expenses,  and  the  appro- 
priation when  finally  made  was  $25,000  less  than  we  asked  for.  Consequently, 
after  practicing  the  strictest  economy,  and  in  some  cases  enduring  privations, 
we  have  been  compelled  to  incur  a  debt  of  approximately  $75,000.  The  Board 
of  Directors,  acting  under  instructions  of  the  Governor  and  his  Council,  has 
borrowed  $55,000,  and  the  balance  of  this  amount  is  represented  by  outstand- 
ing bills. 

The  per  capita  cost  for  the  past  year  was  $216,  and  would  have  been  con- 
siderably more  had  the  advance  in  wages  to  nurses,  attendants,  and  other 
employees,  Which  we  were  compelled  to  make,  been  in  effect  for  the  entire 
year.  We  estimate  that  for  the  ensuing  two  years  a  per  capita  allowance  of 
$230  will  be  necessary  for  anything  like  the  proper  care  of  our  unfortunate 
charges. 

By  opening  the  new  dormitory  for  women,  which  has  stood  vacant  for  the 
past  two  years,  our  present  capacity  will  be  1,440  patients,  and  for  their  sup- 
port at  the  above-mentioned  rate  per  capita  we  will  need  for  support  during 
1919  $331,200'.  In  order  to  meet  the  ever-increasing  demands  for  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  there  should  be  constructed,  during  the  coming  year,  a  build- 
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ing  to  accommodate  at  least  100  men,  bringing  the  population  up  to  1,540, 
which  at  the  same  -rate  would  require  an  appropriation  of  $344,200  for  1920, 
and  in  addition  $75,000  to  cover  notes  and  outstanding  hills,  representing  the 
deficit  for  the  last  biennial  period. 

Owing  to  the  inadvisability  of  marketing  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  last 
General  Assembly  for  additional  improvements  to  the  Hospital  during  the 
stress  of  war  times,  funds  for  that  purpose  were  unavailable,  and  even  had 
they  been  available  there  was  no  need  for  increased  'capacity  without  means 
of  supporting  the  additional  population.  However,  the  time  has  come  when 
steps  should  be  taken  looking  to  enlargement  and  improvements  as  provided 
for  by  this  bond  issue,  and  the  immediate  needs  are  for  a  building  for  men 
with  a  capacity  of  not  less  than  100  beds  and  a  new  refrigerating  plant  to 
replace  our  old  one,  which  is  too  small  and  practically  worn  out  from  its 
more  than  twenty  years  of  use. 

Out  of  the  appropriation  made  two  years  ago  for  enlargement  and  improve- 
ment there  will  be  available,  during  next  year,  $100,000,  and  this  amount  will 
doubtless  meet  the  actual  needs  in  that  direction  for  the  present,  leaving 
nothing  to  be  considered  beyond  the  appropriation  for  maintenance. 

There  are  two  vacancies  on  the  medical  staff  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Wan.  R.  Griffin,  who  left  this  service  in  last  March  to  go  into  private 
work,  and  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Houck,  which  occurred  last  April.  The  de- 
mands of  the  Army  for  medical  officers  has  been  such  that  it  has  been  impos- 
sible to  fill  these  vacancies. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  kept  up  very  well  indeed  con- 
sidering the  shortness  of  working  forces  in  practically  every  department,  and 
our  success  in  this  direction  has  been  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  loyalty 
and  industry  of  those  remaining  with  us,  and  to  them  I  desire  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  for  their  efforts  and  fidelity.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Directors,  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane,  Raleigh,  N.  G. 

Gentlemen: — As  a  supplement  to  our  regular  reports  on  audits  of  the 
books  and  records  of  the  State  Hospitals  for  the  Insane  at  Raleigh,  Morgan- 
ton,  and  Goldsboro,  N.  C,  covering  the  two-year  period  from  December  1, 
1916,  to  December  1,  1918,  we  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  consolidated  report 
for  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  principal  facts  in  such  manner  as  to  furnish 
comparative  information  relating  to  the  three  institutions. 

The  general  information  will  be  of  greater  interest  and  value  by  being 
presented  in  condensed  form,  so  that  it  can  be  considered  in  a  comparative 
way.  We  have,  therefore,  compiled  data  from  the  individual  reports  for  this 
purpose,  and  the  same  is  herewith  given  in  seven  exhibits,  as.  per  attached 
index. 

In  connection  with  these  we  make  the  following 

COMMENTS 

Exhibits  "A"  and  "B" 

These  are  comparative  statements  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
maintenance  appropriations  for  the  two  years.  The  figures  are  shown  in 
parallel  columns  for  each  institution,  thus  affording  ready  means  for  making 
comparisons. 

In  regard  to  the  deficits  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  each  year,  full  explana- 
tion may  be  had  by  reference  to  the  individual  reports.  It  will  be  observed 
that  appropriations  have  been  inadequate  both  years  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  each  institution.  This  is  readily  seen  by  noting  the  excess  of  dis- 
bursements over  receipts  each  year. 

We  pointed  out  in  the  Morganton  report  that  the  Board  of  Directors  had 
negotiated  loans  on  their  own  account  to  meet  their  deficiency,  having  the 
funds  credited  to  a  special  bank  account,  on  which  Steward's  checks  were 
to  be  issued  in  payment  of  bills  for  which  voucher  warrants  had  already  been 
drawn.  These  vouchers  were  to  be  turned  in  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  be 
canceled  on  his  payment  of  the  notes  with  State  funds. 

The  Goldsboro  Directors  had  also  negotiated  a  loan  but  had  the  funds 
credited  to  the  State  account,  and  vouchers  were  sent  out  in  the  usual  course. 
This  is  the  logical  way  of  handling  the  situation,  inasmuch  as  the  loans  are 
to  be  repaid  from  State  appropriations. 

Exhibits  "D"  and  "C" 

These  are  comparative  statements  showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  special  appropriations  for  permanent  improvements  during  the  period. 
The  balances  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  each  period  is  also  shown.  We 
again  give  the  figures  of  each  institution  in  parallel  columns  for  comparative 
purposes. 

It  will  be  observed  upon  reference  to  Exhibit  "E"  that  considerable  im- 
provements have  also  been  made  out  of  the  Steward's  cash  receipts. 


94  Supplementary  Exhibits  to  Reports 

Exhibit  "E" 

This  exhibit  shows  in  a  comparative  way  the  Steward's  cash  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  institution  for  the  period.  The  sources  of  receipts  and 
purposes  of  disbursements,  though  quite  varied,  are  classified  under  general 
heads,  sufficiently  analyzed,  we  think.  We  show  here  only  the  actual  receipts 
and  disbursements.  The  condition  of  the  accounts  at  the  beginning  and  end 
of  the  period  will  he  found  in  the  individual  reports. 

Exhibit  "F" 

In  this  exhibit  we  show  the  average  annual  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance 
for  each  institution.  It  will  be  seen  that  we  not  only  show  the  total  average 
cost  per  patient,  but  the  cost  under  each  general  division  of  the  maintenance 
disbursements.  The  arrangement  of  the  data  in  parallel  columns  for  each 
institution  and  in  two  tables  for  the  two  years  affords  a  ready  means  for 
making  comparisons. 

It  will  be  observed  that  we  show  at  the  bottom  of  this  exhibit  the  total  per 
capita  costs,  taking  into  account  the  farm,  garden,  and  dairy  products.  These 
figures  are  based  on  the  values  of  these  products  as  given  us  by  the  farm 
managers,  and  are  not  uniform  for  the  three  institutions,  the  Morganton 
valuations  being  considerably  lower  in  many  cases. 

Exhibit  "G" 

In  this  exhibit  we  show  the  average  per  capita  cost  of  the  principal  food 
items  at  the  institutions.  This  table  is  also  arranged  for  making  compari- 
sons of  costs  as  to  the  institutions  and  as  to  years. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  recommend  that  the  system  of  accounting  at  these  institutions  be 
standardized,  so  that  the  books  and  records  will  (furnish  the  same  kinds  of 
information  at  each.  The  same  classification  of  Steward's  cash  receipts  and 
disbursements  should  be  in  use,  as  far  as  possible. 

The  general  classification  of  the  maintenance  purchases  is  at  present  the 
same,  but  the  detailed  distribution  of  these  should  also  be  the  same.  No 
distribution  record  is  in  use  at  Goldsboro. 

We  also  recommend  that  inventories  of  all  stocks  for  maintenance  be  taken 
at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  and  taken  into  consideration  in  making  up 
financial  statements,  so  that  accurate  costs  of  actual  maintenance  may  be 
determined..

LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 

December  23,  1920. 
To  His  Excellency,  T.  W.  Bickett, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina. 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  super- 
intendents of  the  three  State  hospitals  for  the  insane  at  Goldsboro,  Mor- 
ganton,  and  Raleigh,  and  of  The  Caswell  Training  School  at  Kinston. 

These  reports  show  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  several  institutions 
during  the  two  years  beginning  December  1,  1918,  and  ending  ISTovember 
30,  1920.  Appended  thereto  is  a  consolidated  report  of  the  audits  of 
the  Goldsboro,  Morganton,  and  Raleigh  hospitals.  The  full  audit  of 
each  of  these  institutions  and  of  The  Caswell  Training  School  is  avail- 
able for  use  for  yourself  and  of  the  legislative  committees. 

These  audits  were  made  by  Pullen,  Henderson  &  Co.,  and  by  the  in- 
structions of  the  Board  these  auditors -are  installing  a  uniform  system 
of  bookkeeping  so  that  hereafter  in  the  Annual  Reports  the  operations 
of  each  individual  institution,  in  all  of  its  departments,  may  be  easily 
compared  with  the  same  departments  in  all  of  the  other  institutions. 

Because  of  the  high  cost  of  labor,  material,  and  supplies,  as  antici- 
pated in  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  it  was  found  impossible  to 
avoid  deficits,  but  the  Hospital  Board  was  very  much  gratified  that  these 
deficits  were  not  larger. 

There  is  still  demand  for  the  admission  of  more  patients,  and  it  is  a 
source  of  deep  regret  to  the  members  of  the  Board  that  space  and  funds 
are  inadequate  to  take  care  of  all  who  are  needing  treatment  and  seeking 
admission. 

The  superintendents  have  presented  their  various  needs  to  the  Budget 
Commission  after  careful  consideration  of  the  same  by  the  Board.  The 
amounts  asked  for  are  large,  but  as  much  more  could  be  spent  bene- 
ficially. 

The  Board  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  existing  financial  conditions 
and  with  the  imperative  demand  in  every  department  of  the  State.  It 
feels,  however,  its  sacred  duty  to  make  known  the  needs  of  our  afflicted 
people;  and  while  every  item  asked  for  in  the  budget  is  absolutely 
needed,  these  items  have  been  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  urgency  so 
that  the  General  Assembly  can  act  with  all  necessary  information  before 
them. 

The  Directors  have  fully  appreciated  and  wish  to  thank  you  for  your 
cordial  cooperation  in  the  difficult  tasks  committed  to  them.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


December  16,  1920. 
The  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  statute,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Morganton  for  the  biennium 
ending  November  30,  1920.  It  will  be  noted  in  our  statistics  that  we  have 
used  the  form  recommended  by  the  American  Medico-Psychological  Associa- 
tion and  adopted  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  a  meeting  held 
in  Raleigh  in  December,  1918. 

You  will  observe  from  the  appended  tables  that  we  had  remaining  on 
November  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  626  men  and  863  women, 
or  a  total  of  1,489  patients.  During  the  two-year  period,  we  have  admitted 
344  men  and  379  women  or  a  total  of  723.  We  have  discharged  as  recovered 
82  men  and  75  women,  or  a  total  of  157,  making  the  recovery  rate  based  upon 
admission  23  per  cent.  In  1919  45  men  and  61  women  died,  giving  a  mor- 
tality rate  of  5%  per  cent  based  upon  the  whole  number  treated.  In  1920  69 
men  and  54  women  died,  giving  a  death  rate  of  5.4  per  cent  for  that  year. 
The  apparent  decline  in  the  recovery  rate  from  year  to  year  is  not  an  indi- 
cation of  failure  of  treatment,  but  results  from  the  more  careful  study  of 
the  patients'  actual  mental  condition  upon  discharge  and  a  recognition  of 
the  slighter  impairments  remaining  after  the  acute  outbreak,  which  led  to 
their  admission,  has  subsided.  Thus  many  patients  are  discharged  as  im- 
proved who  would  have  been  counted  as  recovered  under  the  older  method. 
The  death  rate  for  the  two  years  has  been  in  keeping  with  previous  records 
and  compares  favorably  with  that  prevailing  in  other  similar  institutions. 
The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good  with  the  exception  of  a 
continuation  of  the  1918  epidemic  of  influenza  extending  into  the  early  part 
of  1919.  We  also  had  a  light  epidemic  of  smallpox  amounting  to  about  forty 
cases  during  last  May,  all  of  which  were  mild,  with  no  fatality.  This 
epidemic  was  more  extensive  than  would  have  been  owing  to  the  failure  of  a 
supply  of  vaccine  obtained  from  the  National  Vaccine  and  Antitoxin  Institute 
of  Washington,  D.  C.  Since  this  accident,  we  have  followed  the  routine  of 
vaccinating  all  patients  upon  or  soon  after  admission.  We  have  also  adopted 
the  plan  of  administering  anti-typhoid  vaccine  to  all  patients. 

Only  one  suicide  occurred  during  the  year.  An  aged  female  patient,  who 
was  mildly  depressed,  succeeded  in  hanging  herself. 

The  biennium  under  consideration  has  afforded  more  administrative  dim* 
culties  than  any  similar  period  within  my  acquaintance  of  the  work,  due 
chiefly  to  labor  conditions  and  high  prices,  with  the  consequent  lack  of  funds. 
At  no  time  during  this  period  have  we  had  a  full  corps  of  officers  and  em- 
ployees, and  more  than  once  we  have  been  reduced  to  the  point  of  grave 
danger  for  a  lack  of  proper  help.  Owing  to  the  constantly  mounting  prices 
of  all  articles  entering  into  subsistence  and  the  necessary  advance  in  wages; 
we  have  been  unable  to  live  within  our  appropriation,  and  we  have  a  deficit 
of  about  $80,000.  The  General  Assembly  in  extra  session  in  1920  anticipated 
this  and  met  it  by  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer  to  borrow  sufficient  money 
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to  cover  the  anticipated  debt,  thus  relieving  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  this  responsibility,  which  they  had  assumed  heretofore. 

The  new  dairy  barn  was  completed  last  January  and  has  been  in  use  with 
great  satisfaction  since  that  time.  No  other  permanent  improvements  have 
been  undertaken  further  than  the  development  of  plans  for  a  refrigerating 
plant,  and  these  plans  are  as  yet  incomplete  and  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
Building  Commission. 

Our  estimated  needs  for  support  for  the  next  ensuing  two  years  amount 
to  $425,535.80  annually  and  for  permanent  improvements  $1,000,000.00,  dis- 
tributed as  follows: 

1.  Building  to  house  refrigerating  plant $  65,000.00 

2.  Receiving  building  for   men 100,000.00 

3.  Men's    dormitory. 100,000.00 

4.  Industrial    building 25,000.00 

5.  Remodeling    power    house 50,000.00 

6.  New  kitchen  and  equipment 100,000.00 

7.  Refrigerator  plant  and  cold  storage  equipment. .  45,000.00 

8.  Reconstruction  of  heating  and  power  plant 250,000.00 

9.  General  repairs  to  building  and  plumbing 100,000.00 

10.  Water   mains   and   fire   hydrants 21,000.00 

11.  Sprinkler  system  in  main  building,  laundry,  mat- 

tress   factory,    shoe    shop,    storage    building, 

fire-escapes,  fire  doors,  and  fire  shutters 92,000.00- 

12.  Repairs    to   electric    wiring 2,000.00 

13.  Furniture  and  equipment 50,000.00 

$  1,000,000.00 

These  items  are  in  strict  conformity  with  the  Building  Commission's 
recommendations  and  have  been  carefully  reviewed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  approved  by  same.  The  items  pertaining  to  fire  protection  are  of 
vital  importance,  and  this  appropriation  should  be  made  and  funds  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Building  Commission  at  the  earliest  date  possible,  since  our 
present  fire  protection  is  notoriously  inadequate. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  for  their  kind  support  and  wise  direction  and  for  the  sincere 
and  constant  interest  they  have  manifested  in  the  welfare  of  the  institution.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Goldsboro. 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  is  presented  a  report  of  the  management  of  this 
institution  for  the  two  years  ending  November  30,  1920:

We  had  an  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  institution  and  a  large  number 
of  the  inmates  contracted  the  disease  and  twenty-one  of  the  patients  died. 

There  was  a  death  by  drowning — a  demented  female  patient  escaped  at 
night  and  was  found  in  the  river  near  the  institution.  It  is  probable  that 
her  death  was  accidental  and  not  suicidal. 

A  male  patient  died  from  the  effects  of  a  blow  on  his  head  given  by  a 
fellow  patient  with  a  mop  stick.  There  was  no  known  cause  for  the 
attack.  In  both  of  the  above  cases  the  coroner  was  notified,  but  did  not 
deem  an  inquest  necessary  in  either  case. 

A  male  patient  had  the  misfortune  of  losing  an  arm  by  getting  it  caught 
in  the  corn-husking  machine. 

Our  dairy  herd  has  been  free  from  tuberculosis  for  a  number  of  yeans 
and  is  now  recorded  as  an   "accredited"  herd. 

A  three  unit  DeLaval  milking  machine  was  installed  several  months  ago 
and  is  giving  entire   satisfaction. 

Only  a  limited  amount  of  dental  work  has  been  done.  A  dentist  was 
employed  for  a  part  of  his  time,  but  the  arrangement  was  not  satisfactory, 
so  his  services  were  discontinued.  But  an  effort  is  being  made  to  have 
the  work  resumed. 

In  compliance  with  an  agreement  with  the  War  Risk  Insurance  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government  at  Washington  to  admit  to  this  institution  insane 
ex-service  men  from  North  Carolina,  I  wish  to  report  that  twenty-four  have 
been  admitted.  Of  this  number,  one  has  died,  one  escaped  and  two  have  been 
discharged  as  recovered.  Twenty  are  still  in  the  Hospital.  For  the  care 
and  treatment  of  these  ex-service  men,  the  institution  is  receiving  compen- 
sation from  the  Government. 

There  were  installed  a  number  of  fire  doors.  Two  hrick  warehouses — 
one  for  fertilizers,  the  other  for  implements  and  supplies — were  erected. 

The  dormitory  for  females  which  has  been  under  construction  for  more 
than  two  years  has  not  yet  been  completed.  The  State  Building  Commission 
now  has  this  building  in   charge  and   hope   to   have   it   finished   by  spring. 
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It  will  have  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  beds,  but  will  give  additional  accom- 
modation for  only  forty  patients,  as  the  patients  now  occupying  the  old 
laundry  will  be  transferred  to  this  new  dormitory. 

For  the  present  needs  and  the  future  development  of  this  institution, 
we  would  ask  for  the  following  buildings,  improvements,  etc.,  as  estimated 
and  recommended  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Salter,  State  Architect: 

1.  Completing    woman's    building $  25,000.00 

•   2.    Furniture 25,000.00 

3.  General    repairs 25,000.00 

4.  New  boiler  house  and  stack,  building  to  electric  plant 

and  ice  plant  and  to  storehouse 85,000.00! 

5.  Heating     plant,     heating    mains,     rearranging    heating 

in    buildings,    water    supply,    electric    generators    and 
equipment,    refrigerating  plant 250,000.00 

6.  Fire    protection 40,000.00 

7.  New  building  for  women 125,000,00 

Total   $575,000.00 

Realizing  that  the  maintenance  fund  of  this  institution  would  be  exhausted 
by  the  last  of  August  of  the  present  year,  we  appealed  to  the  Legislature 
at  its  special  session  for  an  additional  appropriation.  The  Legislature 
authorized  the  Council  of  State  to  borrow  a  sufficient  amount  of  money 
for  the  needs  of  the  institution.  It  was  estimated  that  we  would  need 
$74,702.92,  and  this  amount  has  been  furnished  us  by  the  State  Treasurer. 

At  the  end  of  two  years  $359,133.25  had  been  expended  and  there  was  an 
outstanding  indebtedness  of  five  cars  of  coal  which  had  been  delivered, 
but  for  which  no  bill  had  been  received.

We  were  greatly  handicapped  throughout  the  entire  two  years  by  an 
insufficient  number  of  helpers. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  Board  my  appreciation  of  their  generous 
support  and  to  the  officers  and  employees  my  sincere  thanks  for  their 
loyal   and  faithful   services.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CLINICAL  DIRECTOR 


A  careful  physical  and  mental  examination  has  been  given  all  patients 
as  soon  after  their  arrival  as  expedient  and  the  same  recorded. 

Our  Wassermann  tests  have  been  made  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene, 
Salvarsan  has  been  administered  liberally  to  all  suspected  cases  regardless 
of  the  Wassermann  findings;  590  doses  have  been  given  in  the  past  two 
years  with  very  gratifying  results.  A  large  number  of  cases  have  apparently 
been  restored  to  their  normal  mental  condition  under  this  treatment. 
Several  cases  of  old  chronic  ulcered  legs  in  badly  demented  cases  have 
rapidly  and  permanently  healed  under  this  treatment.  A  few  of  the  chronic 
epileptics  have  greatly  improved  under  the  treatment. 

We  have  recently  been  treating  all  active  cases  of  pellagra  with  yeast, 
giving  a  heaping  teaspoonful  three  times  a  day.  Thus  far  the  results  are 
very  gratifying.  The  intestinal  disturbance  is  relieved  at  once  and  the  skin 
lesions  rapidly  improve.  A  series  of  blood  counts  were  made  on  a  number 
of  active  cases  of  pellagra  without  revealing  anything  of  interest. 

Post-mortems  were  held  in  all  cases  of  obscure  diagnosis  and  the  findings 
carefully  recorded.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Engineer  for  the  two  years 
ending  November  30,  1920. 

The  most  important  improvements  and  repairs  made  during  this  time 
are  as  follows: 

Installed  two  new  boiler  pumps,  a  Wortherington  pump  ice  plant,  a  three 
unit  DeLaval  milker,  a  motor  to  drive  same.  An  additional  washing  machine 
has  been  placed  in  the  Laundry. 

Replaced  gutters  on  Miller  Building.  The  metal  roofs  of  the  various 
buildings  have  been  painted,  and  a  new  coat  of  paint  applied  to  the  exterior 
of  the  male  and  female  Tubercular  buildings.  Replaced  with  concrete  steps 
six  pairs  of  wooden  steps. 

Moved,  repaired  and  painted  four  employees'  cottages;  a  hydrant  extended 
to  same. 

The  steam  heating  system  is  now  being  installed  in  Superintendent's 
residence.

Remaining  in  institution  November  30,  1920 .  . 
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The  statistical  summary  includes  the  Epileptic  Department  as  usual.  We 
have  had  four  suicides  during  the  last  biennial  period,  as  follows: 

June  1st,  1919,  male  suicide  by  hanging  himself  with  belt  around  his  neck; 
June  16th,  1919,  male  suicide  by  hanging  himself  in  bathroom;  July  26th, 
1919,  male  suicide  by  hanging  himself  with  window  cord;  February  4th,  1920, 
female  suicide  by  strangulation  from  hanging. 

No  epidemic  of  any  disease.  Some  over  eleven  hundred  patients  were 
immunized  from  typhoid  fever  by  giving  serum. 

We  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  hold  daily  staff  meetings  with  only  few 
exceptions  in  the  last  two  years.  During  the  summer  vacations  we  have 
had  additional  help  from  medical  undergraduates,  having  two  men  the 
past  summer  all  the  time  and  three  part  of  the  time.  We  used  this  addi- 
tional force  to  write  a  history  of  nearly  every  epileptic  in  both  colonies,  the 
first  time  this  has  been  done  for  epileptics  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 
All  the  new  cases  received  at  each  colony  are  examined  and  their  history 
taken  by  Dr.  Small,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  work. 

Messrs.  Eric  Bell,  W.  S.  Hadley  and  Dick  Pittman  were  the  three  medical 
undergraduates  employed  last  summer,  and  we  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  bear  record  of  their  faithful  and  satisfactory  services.  From  their  ex- 
pressions of  satisfaction  with  their  work,  we  can  report  a  mutual  benefit  from 
their  services. 

Dr.  Victor  R.  Small,  of  Ohio,  was  put  on  our  staff  the  first  of  192(K  Dr. 
Small  is  a  graduate  of  the  Ohio  State  University,  College  of  Medicine,  1916. 
He  was  for  one  year  assistant  physician  at  Gallipolis  Hospital;  for  six 
months  hospital  neuro-psychiatric  examiner  of  the  40th  Division,  Camp 
Bovier,  Texas;  one  year  service  overseas,  rank  of  captain;  one  year  at  Dix 
Hill.  He  was  made  assistant  physician  in  May  at  an  increased  salary.  He 
also  does  what  laboratory  work  is  done  in  the  institution.  We  send  to  the 
State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene  all  of  our  blood  for  Wassermann  test. 

On  August  3d,  1920,  Dr.  C.  L.  Jenkins  handed  in  his  resignation  with 
the  statement  that  he  would  like  to  be  relieved  as  early  as  convenient.  At 
the  time  we  had  sufficient  help  to  relieve  the  doctor  at  once. 

Dr.  Victor  E.  Bell  was  employed  as  dentist  August,  1919,  and  stayed  with 
us  about  a  year.  He  left  for  private  work  in  the  city.  We  tried  to  arrange 
with  him  for  part  time,  but  he  finally  concluded  he  could  not  afford  to  be 
away  from  his  office  any  time  in  the  beginning  of  his  practice.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  secure  another  dentist  since  he  left.  I  have  asked  in  our 
budget  a  larger  salary  for  the  next  two  years  to  secure  a  dentist. 

During  the  past  two  years  we  have  built  and  equipped  a  new  kitchen  which 
has  been  sadly  needed  for  more  than  twenty-five  years.  The  State  Building 
Commission  has  also  overhauled  and  repaired  the  G-ward  building  and  con- 
gregated dining-room,  making  the  repairs  fire-proof  by  putting  in  concrete 
floors. 

We  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  our  laundry  by  fire  September  2"5th,  and  the 
good  fortune  of  saving  all  the  patients,  all  the  employees  and  officers  and 
all  other  buildings  from  harm.  The  fire  occurred  on  Saturday  morning  be- 
tween three  and  four  o'clock,  practically  destroying  the  entire  building,  all 
the  equipment  and  about  eight  thousand  dollars  worth  of  clothing  ready 
laundered  to  be  sent  out  Saturday  a.  m.  The  total  loss  was  between  seventy- 
five  and  eighty  thousand  dollars.  The  State  architect  made  out  and  com- 
pleted   plans    for   a   new    laundry   building   before    midnight    Saturday   and 
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work  was  commenced  Monday  morning  following.     We  hope  to  be  back  doing 
work  in  our  new  laundry  by  January  1st. 

During  the  two  years  we  have  bought  and  put  up  three  corn  cribs  well 
ventilated  and  rat-proof.  The  work  of  repairing,  painting  and  making  cer- 
tain changes  in  our  institution  must  continue  in  order  to  save  the  older 
buildings  and  render  them  safe  and  efficient. 

Water  and  plumbing  fixtures,  sewerage,  closets,  and  lavatories  in  the  old 
building  are  breaking  down  all  the  time,  making  them  very  expensive  and 
inefficient.  They  should  all  be  taken  out  and  new  material  put  in  at  the 
earliest  possible  date. 

Our  various  departments  have  made  their  reports.  They  are  all  in  good 
condition  at  present  and  we  have,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  equipped  heads 
of  each  department  this  institution  has  ever  had.  We  look  to  the  future  with 
more  hope  on  this  account  for  the  greatest  economy,  efficiency  and  results 
that  we  have  ever  had. 

We  were  compelled  to  use  $30,000  more  than  the  appropriation  made  by 
the  last  Legislature,  but  the  extra  session  arranged  to  carry  this  through 
for  us.  With  additional  one  hundred  patients  for  next  two  years  over  the 
number  we  have  been  carrying  we  have  asked  in  our  budget  the  sum  of 
$354,000  a  year,  making  about  $300  per  capita. 

Our  present  rate  of  wages  for  nurses  and  attendants,  varying  from  $30.00 
to  $50.00  per  month,  will  have  to  be  continued  for  this  kind  of  work,  as  other 
hospitals  will  continue  to  pay  more  than  this.  We  have  had  a  shortage  of 
employees  in  all  departments,  especially  nurses  and  attendants  of  both  sexes. 

Our  farm  is  more  than  one  hundred  acres  larger  and  we  will  have  to 
hire  more  help,  increasing  the  expense  here. 

Our  waiting  list  is  larger  than  ever,  but  with  the  additional  room  we 
hope  to  relieve  the  congestion  on  the  female  side.  As  said  in  our  report  two 
years  ago,  "Our  large  waiting  list  might  be  reduced  considerably  by  adhering 
to  a  strict  rule  of  rejecting  the  applications  of  very  aged  people  who  are 
bed-ridden,  feeble-minded  or  dotards.  These  do  not  need  the  special  equip- 
ment of  a  hospital  as  the  mentally  sick.  Homes  for  the  incurables  and 
invalids  are  the  places  for  them." 

For  the  new  buildings,  what  we  need  in  the  next  few  years  we  have  given 
a  list  to  the  Budget  Commission.  Out  of  these  the  most  pressing,  of  course, 
are  two  congregated  dining-rooms  for  each  sex,  that  we  may  get  full  benefit 
of  our  new  kitchen.  With  dining-rooms  connected  as  planned  with  kitchen 
we  could  serve  our  food  to  a  larger  per  cent  better  and  with  an  average  of 
fifteen  to  twenty-five  per  cent  saving. 

We  should  have  a  new  dairy  barn  as  quickly  as  possible.  Our  entire  herd 
is  practically  wiped  out  by  the  State  and  Federal  authorities  on  account  of 
tuberculosis.  We  could  use  the  old  dairy  for  our  mules  and  horses,  as  it  is 
our  policy  to  move  them  away  from  this  herd  nearer  to  the  farm  work. 
While  the  new  dairy  building  is  being  put  up,  we  can  keep  a  small  number  of 
cows  in  a  barn  near  the  main  building.  We  need  some  small  houses  for 
white  help  at  once. 

For  the  intelligent  and  faithful  services  from  officers,  employees  and 
patients  we  wish  to  express  our  sincerest  appreciation.  Our  Executive  Com- 
mittee, members  of  Board  and  State  Building  Commission  have  wrought 
wisely  and  well,  as  the  results  of  their  work  so  evidently  shows.  To  these 
we  tender  our  abiding  gratitude.

ENGINEER'S  REPORT 

December  9th,  1920. 
Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent, 
State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — I  hereby  submit  you  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  this  department 
for  two  years  ending  November  30th,  1920. 

We  have,  besides  keeping  up  the  regular  repairs,  made  the  following  im- 
provements: 

Installed  in  boiler  room  three  Jones  under-feed  stokers,  with  automatic 
attachments,  one  fan,  one  thirty  horsepower  engine  and  one  regulating  valve 
for  same.  We  have  made  new  piston  and  valve  rods  for  stoker  engine,  new 
valve  rods  for  No.  1  and  2  power  engines,  have  taken  out  old  wood  partition 
between  engine-room  and  fire  pump  and  built  a  brick  one.  We  have  taken 
out  wood  floor  in  engine  room  and  put  in  concrete;  also  have  taken  down 
metal  ceiling,  cut  out  joist,  braced  up  roof  and  put  on  metal  laths  and  plas- 
tered same,  making  engine  and  fire  pump  rooms  practically  fire-proof. 

In  fire  pump  room  we  have  put  up  iron  shelves  and  work  bench,  these  be- 
ing used  for  electrical  supplies  and  work.  We  have  put  in  a  set  of  brass 
tubes  in  domestic  water  heater. 

Have  installed  in  carpenter  shop,  on  concrete  foundation,  one  thirty-five 
horsepower    motor.     Installed    in    laundry    one    fifteen    horsepower    motor 
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with  starting  box  and  counter  shaft.  We  have  dismantled  and  moved  all 
cooking  utensils  from  old  kitchen  to  temporary  quarters  and  assembled  same 
by  laying  a  temporary  steam  line  of  1 14 -inch  by  350  feet  in  length,  150  feet 
I14 -inch  galvanized  pipe  for  hot  water.  Have  made  water  connection  for 
No.  2  ice  plant,  using  100  feet  of  2-inch  galvanized  pipe.  Have  made  water 
connection  for  carpenter  shop  and  cannery;  also  repaired  coils  and  put  in 
new  headers  and  repaired  steamers  in  cannery.  We  have  installed  at  car- 
penter shop  one  American  sterilizer  for  sterilizing  mattresses. 

We  have  put  up  3,500  feet  of  No.  6  wire  and  800  feet  of  %-inch  conduit 
for  electrical  pumps  used  in  forcing  condensation  from  heating  system  back 
to  boiler  room. 

We  have  put  up  one  five-horsepower  motor  in  meat  room  to  drive  sausage 
mill  and  mixer  and  coffee  mill,  with  shafting  for  same.  We  have  put  up 
three  of  Harry  Brothers  metal  corn  cribs  with  concrete  foundations  and 
made  five  extra  ventilators  for  same  and  built  one  brick  house  to  keep  oil 
in  at  dairy  barn. 

We  have  put  in  7th  ward  40  feet  ^-inch  conduit,  40  feet  of  wire  and  one 
new  light;  also  rewired  mule  barns,  using  100  feet  %-inch  conduit  and 
100  feet  of  wire,  put  electric  heaters  in  two  garages.  We  have  lowered  the 
floor  three  feet  in  pump  room  under  J  ward,  put  in  concrete  foundation  and 
floor,  run  a  draw  line  from  same,  using  200  feet  of  4-inch  terra-cotta  pipe. 
Have  moved  200  feet  of  2-inch  galvanized  pipe  and  put  some  in  pipe  chase 
under  new  kitchen.  Put  on  six  new  steam  gaugers  on  heating  system  and 
repaired  radiator  boxes  in  basement.  Made  and  welded  six  bottoms  in 
boilers  for  cooking.  Built  walkway  on  each  side  of  track  over  coal  chute 
and  on  one  side  of  trestle.  Put  brass  piston  rods  in  brine  pump.  We  have 
installed  in  machine  shop  one  Steptoe  shaper  and  one  gas  generator.  We 
have  made  one  oversize  nipple  for  No.  4  boiler  and  repaired  pop  valves  on 
Nos.  4  and  5  boilers  and  put  new  blow-off  line  on  No.  6.  Have  kept  all 
boilers  clean  and  in  working  order  at  all  times. 

We  have  put  new  sinks  in  J,  K,  and  L  wards  and  in  receiving  building. 
Have  built  a  brick  house  in  male  and  female  court  yard  and  put  two  closets 
in  each.     We  have  put  new  ranges  in  at  male  epileptic  and  Oaks  colonies. 

On  September  25th,  1920,  the  laundry  was  burned  down,  the  loss  being 
about  $100,000.  We  have  worked  over  two  extractors  that  were  burnt  and 
are  using  them  in  our  temporary  laundry  that  we  have  set  up  in  old 
vegetable  room;  using  two  washers,  one  extractor  and  one  dry  tumbler. 
These  are  driven  by  a  fifteen-horsepower  motor. 

We  have  moved  cooking  utensils  in  new  kitchen  and  set  up  same.  Have 
put  in  at  male  epileptic  colony  one  new  sink  and  200  feet  of  three-fourth- 
inch  galvanized  pipe  and  one  water   closet.

Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  report  covering  the  work  in  the 
carpenter's  department  for  the  period  from  November  30th,  1918,  to  Novem- 
ber 30th,  1920. 

Covered  male  colony  cottage  with  rubber  roofing;  walkway  in  basement 
under  center  building  from  A  to  1st  ward;  built  shed  over  cement  walk 
back  of  A  ward;  put  combine  locks  on  ward  doors;  ceiled  smoke-house; 
made  80  potato  crates  (for  field  use) ;  made  and  fitted  screens  to  all  windows 
on  first  floor  at  receiving  building;  repaired  carts,  wagons,  plows,  harrows, 
mowers,  tables,  chairs,  stepladders,  bedsteads,  window  sashes,  and  put  in 
glass;  repaired  locks  and  doors,  court  yard  fences  and  gates;  made  coffins 
and  buried  the  dead;  built  tram-road  from  boiler  room  to  cinder  pile; 
calcimated  and  painted  floors  in  wards  (work  done  by  nurses  and  patients); 
enameled  bedsteads;  cemented  floor  and  repaired  cook  room  under  officers' 
dining  room;  repaired  two  brick  pump  houses  in  grove;  repaired  front  of 
garage;  kept  all  wire  screens  repaired;  repaired  roofs  on  two  houses  near 
male  colony;  screened  dairy  and  dairy  cottage;  new  floors  in  gangway  from 
G  ward  to  congregated  dining  room;  new  cement  floor  from  7th  ward  to 
center  building;  elevator  from  kitchen  to  officers'  dining  room;  repaired 
top,  put  door  and  steps  to  patients'  pleasure  truck;  roof  and  door  at  new 
oil  house  at  dairy;  new  bridge  across  Rocky  Branch;  cement  walk  from 
Rocky  Branch  to  center  building;  made  2,400  brooms  (by  patients) ;  steril- 
ized nine  and  made  1,200  mattresses  (by  patients)  ;  slatted  80  beds  (could 
not  get  spTings  during  war) ;  put  on  round  bar  iron  window  guards  on 
7th,  8th,  9th,  and  10th  wards;  helped  on  new  corn  crib,  laid  floor  for  same; 
new  floor  in  room  on  second  floor  at  center  building;  laid  a  board  walk  from 
temporary  kitchen  to  Erwin  building;  ventilators  to  laundry,  first  and 
second  floors;  laid  a  new  oak  floor  on  old  bridge  across  Rocky  Branch; 
sawed  30,000  feet  oak  and  pine  lumber;  put  new  floors  on  first  floor  at  Dr. 
Jenkins'  residence;  sheeted  and  covered  roof  at  cooks'  house  with  com- 
position shingles;  sawed  about  2,500  feet  of  cedar;  made  five  cedar  ward- 
robes 6x6  feet  for  blankets;  made  170  feet  wood  benches;  made  swinging 
drawers  and  doors  in  dining  room;  ceiled  closet  with  cedar  on  second  floor 
center  building;  changed  drawers  in  steward's  office  to  filing  cases;  made 
two  large  kitchen  cabinets;  put  on  150  bed-springs;  put  reinforced  glass 
in  center  building  and  receiving  building  doors  and  nurses'  home  doors; 
made  hay  flat  for  farm  department;  put  new  floor  in  bath  room  male 
epileptic  colony;  new  floor  in  head  nurse's  office;  sheeted  and  covered  roof 
Mr.  Adams'  house  with  composition  shingles;  extended  track  to  new 
kitchen;  also  built  shelter  over  food  truck;  covered  cottage  at  male  epileptic 
colony  with  composition  shingles;  put  in  glass  on  all  wards;  painted  tin 
roof  of  main  buildings  and  cannery,  porch  roof  at  cottages,  and  gutters; 
painted  dining  rooms  and  tables;  varnished  and  waxed  nine  rooms  at 
nurses'  home.

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REPORT  ON  EXAMINATION,  HISTORICAL  AND  LABORATORY  WORK 

November  30,  1920. 
Dk.  Albert  Anderson,   Superintendent . 

Dear  Sir: — My  services  at  Dix  Hill,  State  Hospital,  began  December 
29th,  1919.  During  these  eleven  months  I  have  been  engaged  in  making 
psychiatric,  neurological  and  physical  examinations  of  all  recent  admissions 
to  the  hospital,  as  well  as  of  any  other  cases  referred  to  me  by  the  several 
members  of  the  staff,  writing  histories  of  same  and  presenting  said  cases 
at  regular  staff  meetings.  I  have  also  done  all  laboratory  work  with  the 
exception  of  the  Wassermann  reactions,  which  tests  have  been  made  at  the 
State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene.

For  a 
period  of  about  three  weeks,  during  the  latter  part  of  July  and  the  first 
part  of  August,  I  relieved  one  of  the  assistant  physicians  at  the  State 
Hospital  at  Morganton.

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 


"In  times  of  great  difficulty,  emergency  and  distress  it  sometimes  seems 
that  the  written  as  well  as  the  spoken  word  is  inadequate,  and  in  such  cases 
brevity  is  likely  to  prevail."  This  is  our  feeling  as  we  endeavor  to  make 
our  hiennial  report  for  1919  and  1920. 

I  am  sure  you  all  remember  only  too  well  the  many  disasters  through 
which  we  were  forced  to  pass  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1919 :  fire, 
influenza,  etc.,  for  a  detailed  report  of  which  I  respectfully  refer  you  to 
superintendent's  supplementary  report  attached  to  biennial  report  of  1917-18. 
As  soon  as  arrangements  could  be  made  after  the  fire  we  sent  fifty-three 
children  home  and  forty-four  to  the  State  hospital  at  Raleigh.  Since  that 
time  we  have  sent  five  additional  pupils  to  Raleigh. 

Through  the  years  now  past  the  work  of  the  school  has  been  carried  on 
under  greater  difficulties  than  during  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of 
the  institution.  The  scarcity  of  labor  has  become  more  and  more  acute. 
The  result  has  been  painfully  apparent  in  all  of  the  institution's  depart- 
ments, and  has  been  especially  noticeable  in  the  dormitories  and  school  de- 
partment. This,  we  sadly  realize,  emphasizes  the  fact  that  we  lack  both 
more  room  and  means  to  give  the  necessary  care  to  the  most  helpless  and 
unfortunate  of  the  State's  dependents.  We  were  unable  to  carry  on  our  out- 
door department  and  farm  operations  because  of  the  lack  .of  sufficient  help. 
These  conditions  certainly  call  for  serious  consideration  from  those  who  have 
the  cause  of  suffering  humanity  at  heart  and  the  legal  responsibility  of  pro- 
viding adequately  for  their  care  and  comfort.  Let  us  hope  that  a  remedy 
may  be  found  not  too  late. 

We  have  been  able  to  construct  six  new  cottages  for  our  help  and  build 
additions  to  another,  and  have  erected  a  cattle  and  feed  barn,  two  stories, 
40x90  feet.  We  have  plans  and  material  for  the  construction  of  an  addition 
to  our  dairy  barn  and  for  a  hog  house.  We  have  completed  a  potato  house 
which  will  house  from  2,000  to  2,500  bushels.  We  have  completed  a  sewer 
line  from  the  river  to  the  seven  cottages  and  also  to  the  buildings  now  being 
constructed,  the  low  grade  and  middle  grade  buildings  for  girls  and  the 
power  house.  The  contractor  has  the  walls  of  both  dormitories  up  to  the 
first  floor  where  the  concrete  has  been  poured,  and  the  power  house  to  the 
top  of  the  first  windows. 

We  herein  incorporate  the  recommendation  of  your  superintendent  to  the 
executive  committee  and  through  them  to  you,  the  Governor  and  the  Budget 
Commission,  as  follows: 

For  repairs,  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  institution — 

1921   $  95,450.00 

1922   $156,600.00 

For  permanent  improvements  for  the  next  two  years,  we  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  our  building  program  and  what  is  needed  to  complete  the  unit, 
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the  estimates  being  furnished  by  the  State  architect,  Mr.  James  A.  Salter, 
and  approved  by  the  State  Building  Commission: 

1.  Boys'  low  grade  building $  75,000 

2.  Boys'  middle  grade  building   (remodeling) 110,000 

3.  Dining  room  and  auditorium  (for  above) 100,000 

4.  New  building  for  training  school 125,000

We,  fully  realizing  the  necessity  for  and  assured  of  its  justice,  would  like 
to  emphasize  that  at  least  $40,000.00  be  appropriated  as  a  nucleus  for  the 
establishment  of  an  institution  for  colored  mental  defectives  in  accordance 
with   our   former   recommendations. 

We  also  attach  hereto  the  Steward's  report,  and  we  are  happy  to  say  that 
we  are  able  to  come  through  without  a  deficit,  for  which  we  are  truly 
grateful.  Any  one  conversant  with  the  facts  will  know  the  sacrifices  made 
and  the  apparent  negligence  in  the  upkeep  of  the  institution  and  property 
which  necessitates  our  demands  for  an  increase  in  our  appropriation  for  the 
incoming  two  years. 

Our  list  of  amplications  and  requests  for  admission  is  constantly  growing. 
We  have  no  hope  of  relief  for  another  year.  We  have  143  applications  on 
file  and  have  had  reported  from  23  counties  569  children  for  whom  applica- 
tion would  be  made  could  we  hold  out  any  ray  of  hope  that  they  might  be 
admitted  soon.  At  the  annual  meeting  at  our  place  in  April  I  was  in- 
structed by  the  Board  to  send  two  boys  who  were  uncontrollable,  and  at 
times  dangerous,  to  Dix  Hill  and  one  to  Morganton.  Dr.  Anderson  promptly 
took, the  two.  I  made  application  to  Morganton,  but  to  date  have  been  un- 
able to  have  this  boy  admitted.

CONSOLIDATED  REPORT  ON  AUDITS 


To  the  Board  of  Directors, 

State  Hosiritals  for  the  Insane, 
Raleigh,  N.  G. 

Gentlemen: — Supplementary  to  our  regular  individual  reports  on  our 
audits  of  the  State  hospitals  for  the  insane  at  Raleigh,  Morganton  and  Golds- 
boro,  N.  €.,  covering  the  biennial  period  from  December  1,  1918',  to  November 
30,  1920,  we  submit  herewith  a  summarized  report,  presenting  in  compara- 
tive form  the  principal  features  and  facts  brought  out  by  these  separate 
reports. 

The  information  herein  presented  is  general  in  character  and  somewhat 
condensed;  however,  we  believe  it  will  not  only  be  interesting  for  purposes 
of  comparison  as  between  the  separate  institutions,  but  will  be  more  readily 
useful  to  the  General  Board. 

The  several  exhibits  of  this  report  will  be  found  in  order  of  arrange- 
ment indicated  by  the  attached  index,  and  concerning  which  we  offer  the 
following: 

Comments  and  Explanations 

Exhibit  "A"  and  "B" — These  are  comparative  statements  of  the  mainte- 
nance funds  for  the  two  years,  showing  the  amounts  received  through  annual 
and  special  State  appropriations,  and  the  audited  disbursements  in  monthly 
totals  for  each  year.  A  brief  review  of  these  statements  show  the  fol- 
lowing facts: 

First:  The  Raleigh  Hospital  began  the  biennial  period  at  December  1, 
1918,  with  a  deficit  in  maintenance  of  $26,441.58. 

There  was  a  special  appropriation  of  $27,800.00  to  cover  this  deficit. 
This,  together  with  the  annual  appropriations  of  $265,000.00  each,  provided 
available  funds  for  the  entire  period,  amounting  to  $557,800.00.  Against 
this  there  were  disbursements  for  each  year  as  follows:  1919,  $259,282.30; 
1920,  $301,928.72;  together  with  the  deficit  at  beginning  of  the  period  of 
$26,441.58,  as  above,  which  amounts  to  $587,652.60.  This  results  in  a  deficit 
in  maintenance  for  the  Raleigh  Hospital,  as  at  November  30,  1920,  of 
$29,852.60. 

Second:  The  Morganton  Hospital  began  the  period  with  a  deficit  in  main- 
tenance of  $56,256.61. 

The  special  appropriation  to  cover  this  deficit  and  other  indebtedness  was 
$75,000.00,  together  with  the  regular  annual  appropriations  of  $325,000.00 
each,  and  the  allowance  of  $782.50  for  insurance,  provided  total  available 
funds  for  the  biennial  period  amounting  to  $725,782.50.  The  disbursements 
for  the  same  period  were  as  follows:  for  1919,  $380,885.94;  for  1920,  $370,- 
532.83;  these,  together  with  the  deficit  of  $56,256.61  at  beginning  of  the 
period,  make  a  total  of  $807,675.38.  This  results  in  a  deficit  in  maintenance 
for  the  Morganton  Hospital  at  November  30,   1920,   of  $81,892.88. 

Third:  The  Goldsboro  Hospital  began  the  period  at  December  1,  1918, 
with  a  deficit  in  maintenance  of  $23,500.00,  which  was  wiped  out  during 
the  first  year  by  a  special  appropriation  of  the  same  amount  for  that 
purpose. 
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The  regular  annual  appropriation  for  each  of  the  two  years  was  $150,- 
000.00,  a  total  of  $300,000.00  for  the  period.  Against  this  the  disburse- 
ments were:  for  1919,  $150,000.00;  for  1920,  $209,133.25,  a  total  of  $359,- 
133.25,  which  would  have  resulted  in  a  maintenance  deficit  for  the  Golds- 
boro Hospital  of  $59,133.25,  but  on  October  5,  1920,  the  Governor's  Council 
granted  a  special  appropriation  for  maintenance  purposes  amounting  to 
$74,702.97,  which  resulted  in  a  maintenance  fund  balance  available  at 
November  30,   1920,   of  $15,569.72. 

Exhibits  "C"  and  "D." — These  exhibits  set  forth  the  appropriations  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  permanent  improvements  over  the  biennial 
period  from  December  1,  1918,  to  November  30,  1920. 

Reference  to  these  exhibits  will  show  that  the  Raleigh  Hospital  began 
the  period  with  a  balance  of  $8,301.41,  to  which  there  was  added  the  sum  of 
$210,000.00,  made  available  during  the  period  under  review,  from  the  appro- 
priation of  $280,000.00  of  the  former  period,  $70,000.00  of  which  was  made 
available  and  used  during  1918,  as  shown  by  our  previous  report. 

Therefore,  altogether  for  the  period  there  was  the  sum  of  $218,301.41 
available  for  the  construction  of  a  new  kitchen,  a  new  laundry,  and  the 
remodeling  of  "G"  ward,  as  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  Raleigh  report. 

Against  the  above  available  funds  there  were  disbursements  in  1919, 
$94,998.32;  in  1920,  $106,099.95,  a  total  of  $201,098.27,  leaving  a  balance 
available  at  November   30,   1920,   of   $17,203.14. 

The  Morganton  Hospital  had  a  balance  from  the  former  biennial  period 
of  $3,402.98,  carried  in  "Water  Lime  Fund." 

There  were  no  appropriations  nor  disbursements  on  account  of  permanent 
improvements  during  the  period.  However,  there  were  two  small  damage 
claims  paid  as  follows:  1919,  $21.40;  1920,  $77.55,  thereby  reducing  the 
above  balance  to  $3,304.03  at  November  30,  1920. 

The  Goldsboro  Hospital  carried  over  an  unexpended  balance  from  the 
former  period  of  $3,672.15.  To  this  there  were  added  appropriations  as 
follows:  1919,  $44,058.00;  1920,  $11,200,00,  a  total  available  for  permanent 
improvements  for  the  period  of  $58,930.15.  Against  this  provision  there 
were  disbursements  as  follows:  1919,  $41,779.21;  1920,  $17,265.77,  a  total  of 
$59,044.98,  resulting  in  a  deficit  of  $114.83  in  the  permanent  improvement 
fund  at  November  30,  1920. 

Exhibit  "E." — This  is  a  summarized  statement  in  comparative  form  of 
the  sundry  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  stewards'  cash  accounting  the 
period  under  review.  Only  the  actual  receipts  and  disbursements  are  shown 
in  this  exhibit,  the  balances  at  beginning  and  end,  and  reconcilements  being 
shown  in  the  individual  reports. 

Reference  to  this  exhibit  will  reveal  that  the  major  portion  of  these 
receipts  comes  from  the  board  of  patients,  the  larger  proportion  of  such 
being  collected  at  the  Raleigh  Hospital.  It  will  be  noted  also  that  the  re- 
ceipts from  the  sales  of  farm  products  at  the  Goldsboro  Hospital  are 
proportionately  greater  than  at  either  of  the  other  two  hospitals. 

It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  at  all  three  of  the  hospitals  the  disbursements 
for  permanent  improvements  and  the  repairs  and  maintenance  of  same  con- 
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stitute,  in  most  cases,  the  major  portion  of  the  total,  while  farm  equipment 
and  improvements  stand  next. 

We  are  informed  that  the  sundry  income  of  each  hospital  might  be  con- 
siderably increased  through  a  more  diligent  effort  toward  collections  for 
board  of  patients,  who  possess  estates  or  have  relatives  who  are  amply 
able  to  pay  the  rate  allowed  by  the  State  law. 

The  North  Carolina  State  law  provides  that  moneys  received  by  the  State 
Hospitals  for  board  of  patients  and  sales  of  sundry  items,  other  than  land  or 
permanent  improvements,  (interpreted  to  mean  those  properties  carried 
upon  the  books  of  the  State  as  fixed  assets  of  the  State)  shall  be  deposited 
in  a  separate  account  at  bank  as  a  special  fund,  subject  to  the  discretion  of 
the  hospital's  executive  board. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  General  Board  would  do  well  to  encourage  uni- 
form effort  on  the  part  of  the  institutions  to  keep  up  an  active  program  of 
collections  of  amounts  which  may  rightly  be  due  them;  which  funds,  handled 
in  compliance  with  the  law,  cited  above,  will  gradually  provide  an  "emer- 
gency fund"  from  which  the  hospitals  may  make  needed  improvements,  and 
which,  otherwise,  might  not  be  made  if  dependent  entirely  upon  appropria- 
tions. There  are  also  many  instances  of  considerable  savings  to  the  hos- 
pitals by  having  these  funds  at  hand  with  which  to  take  advantage  of  low 
market  in  the  purchase  of  supplies. 

Exhibit  "F."- — In  this  exhibit  is  shown,  in  comparative  form,  the  average 
annual  per  capita  cost  of  the  general  divisions  making  up  the  total  main- 
tenance for  each  hospital.  The  average  daily  per  capita  is  also  indicated. 
We  believe  that  the  arrangement  of  this  exhibit  provides  the  desired  infor- 
mation in  such  ready  form  as  to  render  a  detailed  explanation  of  same  un- 
necessary. We  would,  however,  call  attention  to  the  inclusion,  at  the  bottom 
of  this  exhibit  of  farm  and  dairy  products  used.  These  figures  are  based 
upon  quantities  and  values  submitted  by  the  farm  superintendents  at  each 
hospital.  We  did  not  attempt  to  establish  the  accuracy  of  the  values  placed 
upon  these  products,  but  they  appear  generally  to  conform  to  the  market 
values  of  such  products  in  each  locality. 

We  recommend,  though,  for  the  better  purposes  of  comparison,  that  the 
board  provide  a  uniform  rate  of  valuation  of  these  products,  based,  say, 
upon  the  average  wholesale  market  for  the  four  seasons  of  the  year. 

Exhibit  "G." — This  exhibit  shows  the  average  annual  per  capita  cost  of 
food  and  provisions,  arranged  according  to  the  principal  items,  and  bringing 
out  the  desired  information  in  comparative  form  similarly  to  that  of  Ex- 
hibit "F." 

New  Accounting  System. — At  the  request  of  your  Chairman,  Mrs.  Jos,  G. 
Brown,  we  are  installing  a  new  standardized  system  of  accounting  for  all  the 
hospitals,  including  The  Caswell  Training  School  at  Kinston,  upon  which  we 
will  render  separate  reports  within  the  next  few  days.  The  new  system  is 
made  uniform  for  all  the  institutions,  and  is  based  upon  the  unit  cost  as  far 
as  disbursements  are  concerned.  This  plan  is  greatly  simplified,  and,  if 
handled  according  to  our  instructions,  will  present  the  desired  information 
in  a  much  more  accessible  form. 
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General. — The  scope  of  our  audit  is  presented  in  detail  in  the  separate 
reports  on  each  hospital,  and,  therefore,  is  not  treated  here,  except  to  say 
that  the  receipts  and  disbursements  were  audited  in  detail,  and  reconcilia- 
tions made  of  all  State  funds  and  Steward's  cash  accounts.  The  records,  as 
a  whole,  were  found  to  he  fairly  accurate,  but  clumsy  and  inconveniently 
arranged.

This  report  shows  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  institution  from 
December  1,  1920,  to  June  30,  1922. 

The  books  and  accounts  have  been  fully  audited  by  S.  G.  Gardner  & 
Company,  Raleigh,  !N".  C.  They  have  made  a  careful  statement  of  all 
expenditures  and  also  a  clear  exhibit  of  the  needs  of  the  institution  for 
the  next  two  years  for  maintenance  and  for  permanent  improvements, 
all  of  which  are  embodied  in  the  budget  estimates  which  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Budget  Commission. 

The  board  feels  that  the  funds  appropriated  for  permanent  improve- 
ments have  been  wisely  expended,  and  that  the  institution  is  in  excellent 
physical  condition. 

The  directors  have  fully  appreciated  and  wish  to  thank  you  for  the 
cordial  cooperation  which  has  been  given  them  in  the  management  of 
the  institution.

We  are  now  operating  three  legally  established  departments  in  our 
hospital — the  insane,  epileptic,  and  the  inebriate.  The  Inebriate  De- 
partment was  provided  for  by  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  which  went 
into  operation  May  1,  1922.  We  now  have  32  inebriates  and  drug 
addicts — twenty-seven  males  and  five  females.  The  Epileptic  Depart- 
ment now  has  ninety-three  males  and  eighty-four  females.  The  Epi- 
leptic Department  is  the  State  Colony,  but  it  has  not  been  developed 
sufficiently  to  meet  demands  from  all  the  counties  of  the  State.  I  recom- 
mend to  the  State  Legislature  that  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  to 
make  room  for  600  additional  beds  for  the  epileptics  of  both  sexes. 
The  buildings  should  be  so  arranged  that  one  central  heating  plant 
could  serve  the  entire  colonies  and  the  farm  building  of  the  Insane 
Department. 

The  Legislature,  in  the  act  appropriating  the  amount  for  new  build- 
ings, requested  that  we  provide  sufficient  room  for  575  patients.  We 
have  available  space  for  at  least  600  new  patients.  As  to  how  well  we 
have  spent  our  money  under  the  plan  adopted  by  your  board  for  con- 
structing our  buildings,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  engineer, 
Mr.  H.  A.  Underwood.     The  great  progress  in  building  has  gone  hand 
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in  hand  with  other  movements  in  the  Medical  Department  initiated  by 
Governor  Morrison.  I  refer  particularly  to  the  advisory  boards  of 
surgeons,  specialists,  and  internists.  During  the  last  six  months  our 
surgeons  have  performed  185  operations  on  42  males  and  143  females. 
The  amount  of  work  and  the  results  obtained  by  this  new  movement 
suggests  the  advisability  of  building  a  general  hospital  that  will  take 
care  of  in  the  best  possible  way  all  cases  coming  within  the  scope  of 
general  and  special  work.  The  Dental  Department,  with  its  X-Ray 
outfit,  should  be  in  this  building.  Also  a  good  laboratory,  equipped  and 
directed  by  a  capable  man  should  be  put  in.  N"ot  less  than  two  operat- 
ing rooms  for  surgery,  dark  rooms  for  special  work  and  X-Ray,  and 
eye  work  should  be  provided  for.  There  are  so  many  details  connected 
with  this  general  hospital  building  that  they  will  have  to  be  worked  out 
by  the  aid  of  the  advisory  board,  engineer,  and  architect.  We  could,  in 
a  building  of  this  kind,  render  a  very  great  service,  not  only  in  relieving 
the  sick,  but  in  making  permanent  cures  of  a  greater  number,  and 
preventive  work  would,  no  doubt,  be  one  of  the  greatest  factors. 

Dr.  Julian  W.  Ashby  was  put  on  our  staff  December  16,  1921.  Dr. 
Ashby  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  Baltimore,  1905. 
He  did  general  practice  at  Carbon,  West  Virginia,  from  1909  to  1918, 
and  was  chief  physician  for  the  Carbon  Coal  Company  and  allied  opera- 
tions in  the  vicinity  of  Carbon  during  this  time.  He  entered  the  Army 
in  1918.  Rank:  Captain.  Served  with  the  A.  E.  F.  one  year  in 
Siberia,  and  was  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Tokyo,  Japan,  for  a  little  over 
a  year.  He  did  post-graduate  work  in  Xew  York  three  months  just 
prior  to  coming  to  Raleigh. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Young  is  in  charge  of  our  dental  work.  He  is  from  Angier, 
1ST.  C,  and  was  put  on  our  staff  April  4,  1921.  Dr.  Young  graduated 
in  Pharmacy  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1916.  He  graduated 
from  the  Southern  Atlantic  Dental  College  in  1919.  He  did  private 
practice  for  eighteen  months  prior  to  coming  to  this  hospital.  You  will 
find  an  account  of  his  work  in  his  report  made  to  the  superintendent. 

During  the  summer  months  we  had  two  medical  students  of  Johns- 
Hopkins  University,  Worth  Daniels  of  Raleigh  and  Banks  Anderson  of 
Burlington.  These  young  men  were  diligent,  intelligent,  and  progres- 
sive, and  worked  up  a  case  history  a  day  each  for  the  entire  time,  besides 
the  routine  ward  work  with  Dr.  Adams.  They  won  and  merited  the 
friendship  and  good  will  of  all — our  staff,  officers,  and  patients. 

We  have  had  one  suicide  during  the  year.  One  epileptic,  R.  L. 
Venson,  committed  suicide  at  the  Male  Epileptic  Colony.  He  was 
found  dead  in  a  bath  but  under  water.  The  circumstances  attending  his 
suicide  would  throw  some  doubt  upon  the  theory  of  his  committing 
the  act. 

During  this  year  we  have  had  two  distinguished  psychiatrists  to  visit 
our  hospital,  and  their  visits  were  of  great  interest  and  help  to  the 
superintendent  and  medical  staff.     They  were  Dr.   Henry  A.   Cotton, 
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superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Trenton,  1ST.  J.,  and  Dr.  William 
A.  White,  superintendent  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Our  dining  rooms,  connected  by  corridors  with  our  new  kitchen  and 
various  wards,  are  convenient,  efficient,  and  economical  compared  with 
the  old  plan. 

The  different  departments  have  all  done  the  best  work  in  the  history 
of  my  administration.  The  several  reports  are  printed  elsewhere,  and 
speak  for  themselves.  The  Medical  Department's  work  cannot  be  better 
described  than  by  some  quotations  from  a  paper  prepared  for  publica- 
tion in  "The  Southern  Medicine  and  Surgery  Journal"  in  the  October 
number,  giving  "A  Working  Principle  for  the  Hospital,"  "The  Medical 
Work,"  aThe  Diagnostic  Survey,"  and  "Methods  of  Treatment." 

A  AVORKING  PRINCIPLE  FOR  THE  HOSPITAL 

At  this  institution,  through  admonition  and  example,  there  has  been 
inculcated  within  the  mind  of  every  employee  the  idea  that  every  course 
of  action  by  the  employees,  both  individually  and  collectively,  must  be 
primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients.  Everything  must  be  sub- 
servient to  the  patient's  interest.  This  is  the  spirit  of  the  institution, 
the  acceptance  of  this  principle  enables  each  and  every  employee  to  give 
his  or  her  very  best  in  service.  With  this  principle  of  service  made 
effective  through  work,  cooperation,  and  discipline,  there  has  resulted 
at  this  hospital  a  change  from  a  state  of  lethargy  to  one  of  productive 
activity. 

For  any  person  to  make  of  himself  or  herself  a  competent  employee 
of  an  institution  of  this  nature,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  that 
person  should  have  the  spirit  of  the  true  missionary.  As  pay  for  a 
large  part  of  the  service  rendered,  he  must  be  content  with  the  feeling 
of  peace  and  satisfaction  that  comes  to  him  only  who  knows  that  his 
work  is  being  well  done,  and  that  he  is  being  instrumental  in  doing 
something  for  the  unfortunate  individuals  with  whom  and  for  whom  he 
works.  ~No  position  in  the  institution,  even  from  the  most  authoritative 
to  the  most  menial,  carries  with  it  a  salary  or  wage  sufficient  to  attract 
or  hold  for  any  length  of  time  any  one  who  works  for  material  re- 
muneration alone. 

In  an  institution  of  this  nature  it  is  essential  that  each  department  be 
well  organized.  All  departments  should  be  directed  from  a  central  head, 
and  there  must  be  the  proper  coordination  and  cooperation  of  the  work 
of  the  several  departments.  Only  the  work  of  the  medical  department 
will  be  here  considered. 

THE  MEDICAL  WORK 

Practically  all  patients  committed  to  this  institution  are  brought  to 
the  hospital  by  one  of  the  two  trained  social  service  workers  employed 
for  that  purpose.  These  social  service  workers  go  to  the  patient's  home 
and  secure  by  observation  of  conditions  and  interviews  with  the  relatives 
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and  acquaintances  of  the  patient  valuable  information  as  to  the  family 
history,  past  personal  history  and  home  conditions.  This  information, 
which  could  be  secured  in  no  other  way,  forms  an  important  part  of  the 
anamnesis. 

The  patients,  on  their  arrival  at  the  hospital,  are  admitted  into  one 
of  the  specially  constructed  psychopathic  buildings.  These  buildings 
are  very  recent  fire-proof  construction,  and  they  are  particularly  adapted 
for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  as  they  are  provided  with  special  equip- 
ment for  the  employment  of  hydrotherapy,  electrotherapy,  and  other 
methods  of  treatment.  The  arrangement  of  the  buildings  also  permits 
of  classification  of  patients,  a  necessary  procedure  for  the  most  effective 
medical  work.  With  this  in  view,  each  patient,  after  having  had  a 
diagnostic  survey,  is  transferred  for  treatment  to  the  department  or 
ward  where  he  or  she  is  associated  with  patients  of  a  similar  type ;  thus 
epileptics  are  sent  to  a  colony  removed  some  distance  from  the  main 
hospital  buildings;  senile  cases  are  grouped  in  wards  specially  provided 
for  them ;  chronic  "low-grade"  patients  are  sent  to  custodial  wards ;  and 
the  acute  cases  are  held  for  intensive  treatment  in  the  psychopathic 

buildings. 

THE  DIAGNOSTIC  SURVEY 

Within  one  week  after  admission  each  patient  is  given  the  benefit  of 
a  diagnostic  survey.     This  consists  of : 

(1)  A  complete  physical  examination,  a  part  of  which  is  a  dental 
examination,  made  by  the  resident  dentist,  who  gives  his  whole  time  to 
the  hospital  work. 

(2)  A  complete  neurological  examination. 

(3)  An  exhaustive  mental  examination.  These,  with  the  exception 
of  the  dental  examination,  are  made  by  physicians  who  have  had  con- 
siderable experience  in  neuro-psychiatric  work.  The  above  examina- 
tions are  supplemented  by : 

(4)  The  necessary  laboratory  work.  This  is  all  done  in  the  hospital 
laboratory,  with  the  exception  of  the  Wassermann  reactions,  which  tests 
are  made  at  the  State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene.  Urine  analyses  and 
blood  serum  Wassermanns  are  made  on  all  patients.  Spinal  fluid  com- 
plete analyses  are  made  on  all  patients  who  show  any  one  of  the  follow- 
ing clinical  findings :  (a)  Positive  or  doubtful  positive  Wassermann 
reactions  on  the  blood  serum;  (fr)  a  history  or  any  clinical  symptoms  of 
syphilis;  (c)  any  abnormal  neurological  symptoms.  Gerebro-spinal 
fluid  for  these  examinations  is  withdrawn  either  by  lumbar  puncture  or 
by  puncture  of  the  cisterna  magna.  Microscopic  blood  examinations, 
sputum  examinations,  examinations  of  gastric  contents  and  of  feces  are 
performed  in  all  cases  in  which  there  is  found  any  indication  for  them. 

The  X-Ray  forms  a  valuable  adjunct  in  making  the  diagnostic  survey. 
The  dentist  utilizes  the  X-Ray  in  examination  of  the  teeth  of  more  than 
90  per  cent  of  the  patients.  Without  its  use  many  infected  and  im- 
pacted teeth  would  go  undetected. 
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After  the  completion  of  the  above  named  diagnostic  survey,  the  his- 
tory and  report  of  the  examinations  are  made  a  permanent  record.  The 
patient  is  then  brought  before  the  medical  staff  at  one  of  the  daily 
sessions,  where  the  report  is  read,  the  patient  observed,  and  the  case 
discussed  freely.  If  there  is  any  indication  for  surgical  interference, 
any  indication  of  special  disorders  of  the  eyes,  ears,  nose,  throat,  or 
accessory  sinuses,  or  if  the  case  is  of  unusual  interest  from  the  stand- 
point of  internal  medicine,  the  case  is  later  brought  for  consultation  to 
the  attention  of  some  member  of  the  visiting  staff. 

This  visiting  or  consulting  staff  is  composed  of  eighteen  members,  six 
each  in  the  departments  of  general  surgery,  internal  medicine,  and 
diseases  of  the  eyes,  ears,  nose,  and  throat.  This  staff  of  specialists 
was  appointed  by  the  present  Governor  of  the  State.  This  scheme  has 
proven  its  worth.  All  members  of  the  consulting  staff  are  eminent 
physicians  in  their  respective  fields,  and  they  have  given  freely  of  their 
time  and  services.  During  the  past  eight  months  one  hundred  and 
eighty  operations  have  been  performed. 

METHODS  OF  TREATMENT 

With  the  completion  of  the  diagnostic  survey,  actual  treatment  is 
instituted.  Methods  of  treatment  consist  of  psychotherapy,  hydro- 
therapy, electrotherapy,  occupational  therapy,  rest,  massage,  drugs,  and 
surgery.  We  realize  that  causes  must  be  treated  individually  and  not 
collectively,  and  that  different  lines  of  treatment  are  indicated  in  differ- 
ent individuals.  As  there  is  no  one  etiological  factor  responsible  for  all 
diseases  of  the  mind,  it  follows  that  there  is  no  one  specific  line  of  treat- 
ment applicable  to  all  cases. 

We  recognize  the  fact  that  bacterial  toxins  are  in  a  measure  responsi- 
ble for  the  mental  disturbances  occurring  in  a  large  number  of  atypical 
cases  which  heretofore  we  have  been  inclined  to  diagnose  as  "Infective 
and  Exhaustive  Psychoses."  Blindly  to  accept  the  theory  that  toxins 
cause  all  "functional"  mental  disorders  before  the  theory  has  been 
definitely  proven  is  a  dangerous  policy. 

Our  axiom  in  treatment  has  been  to  be  "conservatively  progressive." 
Any  specific  line  of  treatment  that  has  been  proven  efficacious  we  have 
willingly  adopted.  It  is  the  policy  of  this  hospital  to  guard  against 
extreme  radical  experimentation  at  the  risk  of  the  patient,  and  against 
the  acceptance  of  unverified  conclusions. 

Is  this  method  of  procedure  getting  us  anywhere?  We  believe  it  is, 
and  we  base  our  opinion  on  the  facts  that  a  relatively  increasing  num- 
ber of  patients  are  being  restored  to  society,  a  relatively  decreasing 
number  of  these  are  ever  returned  to  the  institution,  and  a  relatively 
shorter  period  of  time  is  being  spent  at  the  hospital  by  those  who  recover. 

Medicine  is  not  an  exact  science.  It  never  will  be  so  long  as  we  are 
able  to  make  progress,  and  perfection  will  not  be  attained  short  of  the 
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millenium.  Let  us  advance,  but  let  us  progress  with  our  eyes  open  and 
our  wits  about  us.  Let  us  give  due  credit  to  methods  which,  though 
not  spectacular,  are  leading  us  forward. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  extend  my  grateful  appreciation  to  the 
loyalty  of  all  those  who  have  cooperated  and  pushed  forward  our  work 
in  every  department.  This  spirit  is  the  greatest  asset  of  any  institution, 
and  in  our  hospital  this  has  been  contributed  to  by  patients  as  well  as 
employees  and  officers.  Cooperation,  loyalty,  and  progressiveness  are 
the  goal  to  which  we  are  bending  our  energies  to  reach.

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REPORT  OF  PSYCHOPATHIC  BUILDING 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  herewith  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  Female  Receiving  Service,  Clinical  Laboratory  Work, 
and  Examinations  of  Patients,  for  the  period  from  November  30,  1920, 
to  June  30,  1922. 

The  Female  Receiving  Building  was  opened  on  May  1,  1921.  In- 
tended capacity  of  building  was  sixty  patients.  Owing  to  the  large 
number  of  applications  for  admission  one  of  the  sitting  rooms  was  con- 
verted into  a  dormitory,  thereby  increasing  the  capacity  to  seventy-four. 
The  building  has  been  filled  to  capacity  practically  all  the  time.  As  was 
primarily  intended,  this  building  has  been  used  as  a  place  for  receiving 
and  classifying  all  female  patients  and  for  the  early  treatment  of  acute 
cases.

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DENTAL  DEPARTMENT 


The  Dental  Department  lias  been  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  T.  L. 
Young  since  April  4,  1921.  A  complete  survey  of  the  patients'  teeth 
in  the  hospital  has  been  made,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  work 
that  has  been  done.  It  has  been  found  that  following  the  removal  of 
abscessed,  pyorrhea,  and  impacted  teeth  there  is  marked  improvement 
in  the  physical  and  mental  condition  of  the  patients.  Recently  an 
X-Ray  has  been  installed  in  the  institution,  and  has  proved  to  be  of 
great  aid  to  the  Dental  Department.  All  new  patients  are  seen  by  the 
dentist  the  following  day  after  admittance.

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SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORT 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — I  herewith,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Social  Service  Department  since  it  was  instituted  in  this  hospital,  in 
October,  1921  : 

As  seen  from  the  table  below,  the  work  of  this  department  has  been, 
principally,  bringing  new  patients  to  the  hospital.  The  services  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Lacy  have  recently  been  secured  to  assist  with  this  work 
during  the  summer  months  by  going  for  the  male  patients.  Two  pa- 
tients whom  he  has  brought  to  the  hospital,  and  reports  of  his  investiga- 
tion concerning  them,  are  not  included  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

A  very  important  feature  of  this  work  is  that  of  instructing  families 
and  friends  as  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution,  and  correct- 
ing erroneous  impressions  of  hospitals  for  the  insane,  thereby  creating  a 
better  understanding  between  the  hospital  and  the  general  public. 

The  number  of  visits  to  paroled  and  discharged  patients  has  neces- 
sarily been  very  small  because  there  has  been  no  provision  for  traveling 
expenses.  Even  a  small  fund  for  this  purpose  would  make  possible 
better  after  care  of  patients  on  parole;  and,  consequently,  would  justify 
releasing  the  patients  from  the  hospital  earlier.  Shortening  the  length 
of  the  patient's  stay  at  the  hospital  in  this  way  would  not  only  be  a 
distinct  service  to  him  and  his  family,  but  would  be  an  economical 
measure  on  the  part  of  the  State  from  a  purely  financial  standpoint. 

To  assist  in  making  the  State  Hospital  a  community  center,  where 
people  of  all  stations  in  life  will  feel  free  to  go  for  examination,  advice, 
and  treatment  is  the  aim  of  the  Social  Service  Department.

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STEWARD'S  REPORT 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir  : — I  submit  the  following  report : 

The  carpenter's  cottage  was  built,  painted,  and  equipped  with  plumb- 
ing, etc.,  at  a  cost  of  between  $4,000  and  $5,000. 

The  doctor's  house  at  the  Female  Colony  was  painted  on  the  inside, 
screened,  and  all  the  woodwork  put  in  thorough  repair.  The  heater  and 
radiation  also  was  repaired,  and  a  small  boiler  put  in. 

The  steward's  house  was  painted  on  the  inside,  three  coats  of  paint  on 
the  outside,  new  floors  laid  on  the  back  porch,  and  the  entire  house  was 
screened  and  steam  heat  put  in. 

Eight  hundred  and  forty  feet  of  oak  floor  was  laid  in  superintendent's 
dining-room.  All  the  rooms  and  halls  in  the  Center  Building  were  over- 
hauled, new  electric  light  fixtures,  with  the  most  modern  lights  (T.  R.  B. 
Lighting  Unit),  were  put  in  the  halls  and  most  of  the  rooms. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  Center  Building  new  steel  ceiling  was  put 
in.  On  the  third  floor  the  old  art  and  sewing  rooms  were  converted  into 
bed-rooms  by  putting  in  petitions,  new  doors,  etc.,  and  all  the  floors  were 
laid  with  new  pine  flooring. 

The  four  corn  cribs,  granary,  potato  house,  and  dairyman's  house 
have  been  painted. 

Two  hundred  old  wire  guards  on  7th,  8th,  9th,  and  10th  wards  were 
taken  out  and  replaced  with  new  rod  iron  guards. 

Six  cottages  for  white  employees  were  repaired,  covered  with  asbestos 
composition  shingles,  painted,  screened,  and  water  and  plumbing  in- 
stalled. 

Three  chicken  houses,  12  x  32,  and  one  shelter,  10  x  22,  were  built 
southeast  of  the  Oaks  Colony.  One  chicken  house,  10  x  30,  was  built  in 
the  orchard. 

A  division  on  the  7th  ward  was  arranged  for  keeping  Indians,  and 
the  same  painted  and  equipped  with  all  the  needed  plumbing  outfit,  such 
as  lavatories,  bath  tubs,  etc. 

All  the  floors  of  the  Female  Receiving  Building  were  varnished  and 
waxed. 

The  laundry  dormitory  was  painted  on  the  outside  and  the  walls  of 
all  the  rooms  were  thoroughly  repaired  and  calcimined. 

The  root  house,  cannery,  and  smokehouse  were  all  painted.  All  the 
roofs  of  the  old  building,  laundry,  carpenter's  shop,  and  Female  Receiv- 
ing Building  were  painted.  All  the  woodwork  on  all  sides  of  the  old 
building  was  painted  with  two  coats. 

The  gutters  everywhere  that  were  defective  or  worn  out  were  replaced 
with  new  ones,  and  the  same  painted. 
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The  old  meat  room  was  made  into  a  cold  storage  by  laying  concrete 
floor  upon  a  cork  base,  and  the  fonr  walls  and  ceiling  were  laid  with 
cork  and  cement,  making  it  an  ideal  room  for  preserving  our  meat. 

A  small  farm  cottage  near  the  dairy  was  sheeted  and  covered  with 
asbestos  composition  shingles  and  the  same  painted  with  two  coats.  The 
assistant  farm  house  was  painted  with  two  coats.  The  cottages,  both  at 
the  Male  and  Female  Colonies,  were  painted  with  two  coats. 

Three  strong  rooms  on  the  female  side  and  one  on  the  male  side  were 
made  more  secure  and  ceiled.  A  temporary  plank  courtyard  was  built 
on  the  male  side;  900  feet  of  Cyclone  wire  fence  for  female  court  yard 
was  put  up  by  putting  the  post  in  concrete  out  in  the  section  known  as 
"The  Pines." 

Two  cottages  south  of  the  Male  Epileptic  Colony  were  painted  and 
thoroughly  renovated ;  40,000  feet  of  lumber  for  new  buildings  were  run 
through  the  dresser  for  the  contractor  in  putting  up  our  new  buildings ; 
1,157,014  feet  of  lumber  was  cut  and  sawed  for  new  buildings. 

The  temporary  kitchen  was  taken  down  and  rebuilt  near  the  new  corn 
cribs  for  general  service  in  the  Farm  Department. 

A  china  closet  was  made  in  the  Carpenter's  Department ;  four  kitchen 
cabinets,  and  seven  cedar  wardrobes;  100  feet  of  benches  for  G  Ward 
were  made  for  the  sitting  room ;  200  feet  of  benches  for  the  lawn.  Three 
cabinets  were  made  for  the  employees'  dining-room. 

Eight  tables  made  for  the  new  laundry.  Many  shelves  and  four 
small  tables  were  built  for  the  marking  room. 

Five  hundred  new  springs  were  repaired  and  put  in  beds,  and  the 
same  painted. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  brooms  were  made  for  our  own  use. 

All  mattresses,  except  the  new  ones  bought  for  new  beds,  have  been 
made  and  sterilized  for  use. 

All  tables  used  in  the  male  dining-room  were  scraped  and  finished 
with  valspar.     Ten  new  tables  for  dining-room  were  made. 

Seventeen  swings  for  patients  and  employees  were  made  in  the  shop 
by  Mr.  Green. 

JSTew  roof  on  male  and  female  T.  B.  buildings  were  put  on,  and  the 
same  painted. 

All  the  old  chairs  have  been  repaired. 

All  repairs  on  all  the  wards,  such  as  locks,  window  glasses,  screens, 
etc.,  have  been  repaired  as  broken,  and  the  same  kept  in  good  condition.

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ENGINEER'S  REPORT 


Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir  : — I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  tbe  work  done  in  the  Engineering 
Department  for  eighteen  months  ending  June  30,  1922.  We  have, 
besides  keeping  up  the  regular  repairs,  made  the  following  improve- 
ments :  Put  up  one  pole  and  made  electric  connection  for  G  Ward  and 
Female  Congregated  Dining-room.  Took  out  old  coffee  urn  from  serv- 
ing room.  Installed  electric  bell  in  receiving  building.  Overhauled 
two  body  presses  that  were  bursted  when  laundry  was  destroyed,  making 
them  practically  as  good  as  new,  thus  saving  about  $500  on  each  ma- 
chine. We  have  hauled,  uncrated,  and  installed  all  laundry  machinery. 
Put  up  dry  room  with  heating  coils  and  fan.  These  machines  being 
electric-driven,  we  had  to  cut  a  channel  in  cement  floor  for  conduit  for 
six  machines.  We  made  and  put  up  twenty-nine  awnings  on  laundry 
building.  We  have  run  a  water  line  to  the  pines,  using  600  feet  of 
three-eighths  inch  galvanized  pipe.  This  is  to  supply  drinking  water 
for  the  patients  in  the  court  yard.  We  have  cleaned  out  old  well  in  the 
grove  and  put  an  electrical-driven  pump,  using  85  feet  of  lVi  inch 
galvanized  pipe,  500  feet  of  1  inch  galvanized  pipe.  This  water  is  used 
for  drinking.  We  have  also  put  in  a  circulating  water  cooling  system 
from  reservoir  to  ice  plant,  using  375  feet  of  2  inch  galvanized  pipe, 
375  feet  of  1%  inch  galvanized  pipe,  and  120  feet  of  1%  inch  galvanized 
pipe.  We  have  installed  down  on  Rocky  Branch  two  pumps  driven  with 
gasoline  engines,  pumping  water  to  reservoir  at  the  rate  of  65,000 
gallons  per  day.  This  being  used  to  cool  ammonia  compressors  and 
building,  and  for  boiler  when  the  city  water  was  cut  off,  which  happened 
several  times  in  the  summer  of  1921.  We  have  used  a  Dean  Boiler  Tube 
cleaner  in  four  of  our  boilers  and  cleaned  out  about  150  pounds  of  scale 
out  of  each  boiler.  These  boilers  have  been  in  use  for  sixteen  years,  and 
tubs  never  cleaned  before.  We  have  put  two  new  tubes  in  No.  6  boiler, 
and  relined  furnace  of  ~No.  5  boiler  with  fire  brick  and  ~Nos.  4  and  6  with 
Plibrice,  a  jointless  furnace  lining,  and  have  reset  pop  valves  on  JSTos. 
4,  5,  and  6,  and  put  new  blowpipes,  made  of  extra  heavy  pipe  with  steel 
ells.  We  have  made  piston  rod  for  ~No.  1  power  engine  and  new  main 
bearings  for  JSTos.  1  and  2  power  engines.  We  have  taken  old  brine  coils 
out  of  refrigerating  rooms  and  built  new  bunkers  and  put  in  new  coils. 
We  have  taken  out  gas  ranges  and  replaced  with  electric  ranges  in  diet 
and  officers'  dining-room  and  kitchens  with  electric  ranges.  We  have 
put  new  transmission  gears  in  Kelly  Springfield  and  International 
trucks,  and  put  new  front  wheels  and  internal  gears  and  pinion  and  six 
bearing,  new  chain  and  guides  on  Cleveland  tractor.  We  have  put  lights 
in  temporary  cow  barn  on  pole,  900  feet  of  wire  in  installing  new  ranges 
and  lights.     We  have  used  1,580  feet  %  inch  conduit,  760  feet  %  inch 
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conduit,  110  feet  1  inch  conduit,  40  feet  1%  inch  conduit,  4,215  feet  "No. 
14  wire,  1,025  feet  No.  12  wire,  865  feet  No.  10  wire,  400  feet  No.  8  wire, 
1,855  feet  No.  6  wire.  We  have  rewired  B  Ward,  carpenter's  cottage, 
and  four  rooms  on  third  floor  of  Central  Building.  We  have  installed 
three  transformers  and  two  motors,  and  rewound  four  motors.  We 
have  installed  a  domestic  water  heater  at  Dr.  Jordan's  residence.  We 
have  taken  belt-driven  sausage  mill  and  mixed  and  made  same  motor- 
driven  by  using  reduction  gears.  We  have  built  temporary  roof  over 
electric  plant  to  protect  same  from  rain  and  dust  during  construction 
of  new  engine  rooms.  We  have  hauled  about  one  million  feet  of  lumber 
from  sawmill.  We  have  made  and  pulled  six  hundred  and  twelve  thou- 
sand pounds  of  ice.  We  have  cut  off  old  cement  plaster  in  reservoir 
and  had  same  replastered.  We  have  pumped  water  out  of  under- 
ground reservoir,  cleaned  and  washed  out  same.  We  have  run  a  water 
line  and  put  in  lavatory  or  sink  in  four  cottages  down  on  railroad.  We 
have  dug  up  sewer  lines  where  it  goes  under  Norfolk  Southern  Railroad 
and  built  a  manhole  fourteen  feet  deep  and  six  feet  square  and  made  a 
heavy  grate  and  put  same  in  manhole.  It  has  saved  a  lot  of  hard  work 
for  the  line  has  not  been  stopped  up  since  this  grate  was  put  in.  We 
have  installed  two  aluminum  pots  in  kitchen  and  one  electric  range  at 
Dr.  Adams'  residence.  We  have  unloaded  176  cars  of  coal.  I  have  a 
work  party,  consisting  of  seven  or  eight  patients,  and  they  unload  coal 
and  haul  out  ashes  and  do  the  ditching  and  cleaning  up  around  and  in 
boiler  room.  We  have  on  the  yard,  ready  for  installing,  one  Harrisburg 
Uniflow  Engine,  two  hundred  and  forty  horsepower,  with  a  Westing- 
house  Generator,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  K.  W.,  and  a  new  Frick 
ice  plant  of  thirty-five  tons  capacity.

Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  record  of  work  done  in  the 
Carpenter  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922. 

Painted  temporary  corn  shed.  Doors  and  windows  to  corn-shucking 
house.  Sheeting  and  covered  farm  cottage  (JSTowell)  with  composition 
shingles.  Painted  farm  house  (Shufflers),  two  coats.  Ceiling  three 
strong  rooms  on  female  side  and  one  on  male  side.  Painted  two  cottages 
at  Male  and  Female  Epileptic  Colony.  Built  temporary  plank  court- 
yard fence  on  male  side.  Dressed  40,000  feet  lumber  for  new  building. 
Painted  two  cottages  south  of  Male  Epileptic  Colony.  Made  china 
closet  for  G  Ward  dining-room.  Checking  and  hauling  lumber  to  new 
building  from  sawmill.  Erected  900  feet  Cyclone  wire  fence  on  female 
side.  Made  three  food  trucks  for  wards.  Painted  Indian  quarters  on 
7th  ward.  Painted  cottage  at  Oaks  Colony.  Built  carpenter's  cottage 
below  receiving  building,  and  painted  same.  Painted  three  dining- 
rooms,  vegetable  room,  milk  room,  supply  room,  and  hallway  in  base- 
ment of  kitchen.  Built  chicken  house  in  orchard,  10  x  30.  Ceiled 
around  elevator  in  store  room.  Built  three  chicken  houses,  12  x  32,  and 
one  shelter,  10  x  22,  and  painted  same,  in  front  of  Oaks  Colony.  Laid 
840  feet  oak  floor  in  superintendent's  dining-room.  Made  twenty  step- 
ladders  for  wards.  Made  twenty-four  tables  for  dining-rooms.  Painted 
interior  of  colony  doctor's  house  at  colony.  Painted  third  floor  of  Cen- 
tral Building.  Laid  new  floor  on  back  porch  of  steward's  residence  and 
screened  same.  Painted  three  coats  on  outside  of  these  wards.  Made 
32  window  screens  and  four  screen  doors  for  Oaks  Colony  dining-room 
and  sick  room — taking  out  200  wire  guards  and  replacing  same  with 
rod  iron  guards  on  7th,  8th,  9th,  and  10th  wards.  Making  twenty  win- 
dow screens  for  colony  doctor's  residence.  Painting  art  and  sewing 
room,  and  converting  same  into  bed  rooms,  laying  pine  floor  in  sewing 
room.  Making  cupboard  for  Oaks  Colony  dining-room.  Working  on 
cottages  for  white  employees.  Sheeting  roofs  and  recovering  roofs  with 
composition  shingles.  Making  screens  for  doors  and  windows,  banisters 
and  rail  on  front  porches  and  boarding  under  houses.  Brooms  made  by 
patients.  Mattresses  and  pillows  sterilized  by  patients.  Beds  painted, 
work  done  by  patients.  Chairs  repaired  by  patients.  Keeping  up  re- 
pairs on  wards,  locks,  windows,  glass,  screens,  etc.

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We  are  reporting  on  three  legal  departments  for  two  years — the  insane, 
epileptic  and  the  inebriate.  The  Criminal  Insane  Department  has  not 
yet  been  taken  over  from  the  State  Prison,  because  our  building  is  not 
yet  completed. 

Upon  request,  the  doctors  of  my  staff  make  the  following  reports  to 
me: 

Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir  : — Pursuant  to  your  request,  I  submit  herewith  the  following 
report  and  recommendations  for  the  Male  Department : 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  in  my  department  has  been  good. 
Of  the  epidemic  diseases,  we  have  had  smallpox  and  measles,  but  only 
a  few  cases  of  each.  We  had  three  cases  of  smallpox;  two  of  whom 
recovered  and  one  died.  The  death  was  of  a  man  of  sixty-six  years.  His 
age  and  general  physical  condition  were  probably  factors  to  be  con- 
sidered in  his  death.  We  had  only  two  cases  of  measles,  both  of  whom 
recovered. 

With  the  exception  of  the  above  contagious  diseases,  practically  all  of 
our  acute  cases,  both  surgical  and  medical,  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Hospital  for  treatment.  Some  of  the  old  debilitated,  untidy,  bed-ridden 
cases  we  have  kept  on  the  wards. 


6  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh 

There  have  been  no  suicides  in  the  Male  Department  during  the 
biennial  period.  • 

All  patients  have  been  given  typhoid  vaccine  and  have  been  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  unless  there  was  some  contra-indication. 

I  would  like  to  make  the  following  recommendations  for  new  buildings 
for  the  Male  Department  : 

1.  A  building  for  low  grade  and  untidy  patients.  This  should  be  large 
enough  to  accommodate  from  150  to  200  and  should  have  concrete  or 
some  type  of  composition  floor  and  wainscoting  so  that  it  can  be  kept 
in  a  sanitary  condition.  This  type  of  patient  is  rarely  ever  taken  home 
by  relatives  and  quite  a  few  have  accumulated  on  the  male  wards. 
Dementia  praecox  constitutes  a  large  per  cent  of  our  admissions  and  the 
disease,  as  a  rule,  is  accompanied  by  mental  deterioration.  Patients 
from  this  group,  sooner  or  later,  are  apt  to  become  untidy  and  require 
special  care. 

2.  A  Receiving  Building  for  male  patients.  This  should  contain 
seventy-five  beds  and  should  be  built  with  sufficient  strong  rooms.  To 
emphasize  the  needs  of  this  building  Table  1,  of  the  present  biennial 
report  shows  that  during  the  last  biennial  period  we  admitted  eighty- 
one  more  male  than  female  patients. 

3.  A  separate  building  for  drug  addicts  and  inebriates.  As  these 
patients  only  spend  two  or  three  months  in  the  institution,  I  would 
think  that  a  building  to  accommodate  forty  or  fifty  would  be  sufficient. 
We  are  admitting  quite  a  number  of  patients  of  this  type  since  the 
passage  of  the  act  requiring  us  to  take  them  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 
Drug  addicts  out  number  the  inebriates  in  about  the  ratio  of  ten  or 
twelve  to  one.  In  regard  to  sex,  we  admit  a  great  many  more  men  than 
we  do  women  among  the  habit  forming  cases,  the  ratio  being  probably 
about  ten  or  fifteen  to  one. 

4.  A  Home  for  Male  Attendants  built  along  the  general  plan  of  our 
present  Nurses  Home.  This  should  be  large  enough  to  provide  for 
future  expansion  and  should  contain  room  for  at  least  seventy-five. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  would  like  to  make  recommendations  for 
the  following  alterations  and  repairs : 

(a)  The  7th  Ward  should  be  overhauled  with  special  reference  to 
better  ventilation  and  lighting.  If  low  grade  patients  are  to  be  cared 
for  there,  the  old  wooden  floors  should  be  replaced  by  concrete  or 
composition. 

(b)  Stairway  from  the  3rd  Ward  to  the  basement  (the  one  nearest 
Center  Building)  needs  to  be  repaired.  I  would  also  recommend  that 
two  windows  be  made  in  the  outer  wall  so  as  to  light  this  stairway. 

(c)  The  old  elevator,  going  down  by  the  stairs  to  the  dining  room, 
should  be  removed,  the  pit  filled  and  the  shaft  repaired  and  painted.

Sir  : — I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  Female 
Receiving  Building  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1924 : 

During  this  time  there  have  been  no  epidemics  and  no  suicides  with 
the  patients.  A  physical  and  mental  examination  is  made  of  all  patients 
soon  after  admission  unless  they  are  too  excited  to  be  interviewed  and  a 
provisional  diagnosis  is  made  at  the  time  of  examination.  Frequently 
this  diagnosis  has  to  be  changed  after  the  patient  has  been  under  observa- 
tion. Typhoid  fever  and  smallpox  vaccinations  are  given  to  all  patients 
soon  after  admission.  We  find  several  of  the  patients  have  already  been 
inoculated  against  typhoid  fever  but  it  is  surprising  the  number  of 
patients  that  have  not  been  vaccinated  for  smallpox. 

We  have  recently  resumed  the  use  of  the  continuous  baths  and  believe 
that  many  of  the  nervous  and  excited  patients  have  been  benefited. 

A  new  floor  has  been  put  down  in  the  lower  hallway  and  the  building 
painted  interiorly  and  the  physical  condition  at  present  is  good. 

Recommendation  was  made  a  short  time  ago  for  three  additional 
strong  rooms  and  it  is  my  understanding  that  this  has  been  allowed  and 
the  work  will  soon  be  begun.

Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Female  Department  with  the 
exception  of  the  Receiving  Building  and  female  patients  in  the  Hospital 
Building.  There  are  518  patients  in  this  department.  This  includes 
twenty-two  tubercular  patients  in  the  Tubercular  Building. 

Illness  : 

All  patients  that  were  seriously  ill  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  Building. 
A  few  cases  of  coryza  and  feebleness  from  senility  have  been  treated  on 
the  ward.  There  has  been  two  rather  sudden  deaths  on  the  ward;  one 
caused  from  convulsions  of  cerebral  syphilis  and  the  other  from  cardio 
valvular  disease.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  contagious  diseases  on 
the  wards,  only  a  few  sporadic  cases,  the  largest  number  consisting  of 
four  cases  of  measles.  All  patients  on  these  wards  have  been  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  and  all  have  had  three  doses  of  typhoid  vaccine. 

Suicides  : 

There  was  one  suicide  during  this  period,  which  happened  on  January 
1st,  1924.  This  patient,  Annie  Ellington,  had  just  been  back  from  parole 
eight  days  and  was  very  much  depressed.  She  was  found  about  ten 
o'clock  at  night,  a  few  minutes  after  death,  in  her  room  strangulated 
from  hanging  herself  with  her  stocking. 
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Accidents  :

There  lias  been  no  serious  accident  among  the  patients,  only  one 
fractured  femur,  one  Colle's  fracture  and  one  dislocated  shoulder.  Out- 
side of  these  the  only  injuries  have  been  bruises  and  lacerations. 

Progressive  Notes  : 

All  patients  have  received  mental  and  physical  examinations  at 
frequent  intervals  and  records  of  same  have  been  made  in  their  histories. 

Repairs  : 

During  the  past  biennial  period  the  Erwin  Building  has  been  com- 
pletely overhauled,  all  walls  have  been  painted,  new  floors  have  been  put 
in  throughout  the  whole  building ;  these  have  been  varnished  and  waxed. 
The  building  has  been  furnished  throughout  with  new  furniture.  ~No 
other  repairs  have  been  made  except  the  usual  ones  necessary  in  an 
institution  of  this  kind. 

Recommendations  : 

At  the  present  time  the  Main  Building  does  not  have  sufficient  number 
of  strong  rooms.  We  have  only  five  strong  rooms  with  exception  of 
T-Ward  where  about  three  rooms  are  used  for  such.  We  are  very  badly 
in  need  of  six  or  eight  more  strong  rooms  for  this  service  or  a  ward  or 
building  for  excited,  noisy  and  violent  patients.  We  have  at  the  present 
time  at  least  fifteen  or  twenty  patients  scattered  over  the  various  wards 
that  should  be  segregated  or  on  a  ward  specially  designed  for  violent 
patients,  which  we  do  not  have.  T-Ward,  where  part  of  the  noisy  and 
violent  patients  are  kept,  stays  two  or  three  over  its  capacity  all  the 
time.

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During  the  remodeling  of  the  institution,  smallpox  was  brought  in 
by  workmen  and  three  patients,  whose  immunization  had  been  neglected, 
developed  the  disease.  Immediate  re-vaccination  of  the  entire  population 
prevented  further  cases.  There  were  no  deaths  resulting.  There  have 
been  no  contagions  or  epidemics.  Among  this  population  have  been 
fifty-six  epileptics.  These  will  soon  be  transferred  to  the  enlarged  epilep- 
tic building.  There  have  been  only  two  deaths  in  this  department  during 
the  biennial.    One  from  pneumonia ;  one  exhaustion  from  epilepsy.

There  have  been  no  contagions  or  epidemics.  All  inmates  during  this 
biennial  have  been  immunized  against  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever.  The 
prevailing  cause  of  death  has  been  Exhaustion  from  Epilepsy. 

Of  the  number  now  here  about  33  1-3  per  cent  are  untidy  in  a  greater 
or  less  degree.  Sixteen  per  cent  are  unable  to  go  to  dining  room  for 
meals  or  to  toilet  for  calls  of  nature.  The  care  and  handling  of  this  low 
grade  class  of  patients  is  the  greater  problem  before  us.  Anything 
calculated  to  lessen  the  labor  incident  to  this  undertaking  is  worthy  of 
the  most  careful  consideration.  I  would,  therefore,  call  attention  to 
both  end  wards  of  Male  and  Female  Colonies,  and  recommend,  inasmuch 
as  present  wood  floors  are  already  beyond  repair,  that  cement  or  some 
construction,  that  will  wash  easily  and  not  wear,  from  daily  scouring, 
so  rapidly,  be  placed  therein.  A  wainscote  of  same  construction  should 
be  used  with  such  floor.    In  addition  for  the  protection  of  this  filthy 
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class  of  patients  windows  and  doors  should  be  screened,  and  this  pre- 
caution would  protect  the  better  patients  outside  from  the  contamination 
by  flies  coming  from  the  filthy. 

With  increased  space  from  present  improvements,  not  yet  completely 
finished,  however,  a  number  of  new  patients  have  already  been  accepted. 
Among  them  a  number  of  children,  and  no  doubt  this  ratio  will  continue. 
Considering  this  phase  of  the  situation,  the  question  of  a  suitable  build- 
ing for  conducting  a  school  for  those  who  should  be  enabled  to  read  and 
write  at  least.  This  work,  however,  might  be  carried  on  in  one  of  the 
work  rooms  for  the  present,  during  intermissions  from  other  employ- 
ment. This  educational  help  may  not  be  confined  to  the  children  alone 
but  would  be  a  source  of  entertainment  to  all  capable  of  taking  any 
part  therein.  Entertainment  is  important.  There  are  many  other 
features  that  might  be  touched  upon  but  those  mentioned  are  outstand- 
ing needs.

Dental  Report— June  30th,  1922,  to  June  30th,  1924. 

Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

The  Dental  Department,  of  which  Dr.  T.  L.  Young  has  been  in 
charge  since  April,  1921,  has  completed  a  large  amount  of  work  during 
the  past  two  years.  A  survey  of  the  hospital  has  been  made  and  where- 
in patients  were  found  to  need  dental  work,  it  has  been  done.  All  new 
patients  have  received  a  dental  examination  within  a  few  days  after 
admittance,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  all  points  of  focal  infection  have 
been  removed,  and  repair  work  done.  A  complete  Ritter  outfit  has  been 
installed  and  this,  with  a  Wappler  X-ray,  makes  a  well-equipped, 
up-to-date  dental  office.

The  reports  of  the  Farmer,  Engineer,  Carpenter,  Matron,  Clothes 
Supervisor,  and  Vocational  Teachers  follow  reports  and  statistical  tables 
numbering  eighteen. 
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I  would  like  to  call  your  special  attention  to  our  eighteenth  table, 
showing  the  number  of  surgical  operations  performed  during  the  last 
two  years.  These  have  been  done  in  our  Hospital  Building  which  bears 
the  same  relation  to  our  institution  as  a  general  hospital  does  to  a  city 
or  town.  We  refer  all  our  sick,  as  well  as  surgical,  cases  to  this  building 
for  special  treatment  and  we  have  from  forty  to  sixty  patients  here 
most  of  the  time. 

You  will  note  that  there  were  293  surgical  operations  of  various  kinds 
listed  in  Table  ISTo.  18. 

The  following  doctors  were  put  on  our  staff  during  this  period : 

Dr.  A.  B.  McCreary  began  service  December  6th,  1923  and  resigned 
October  15th,  1924. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Brackin  entered  our  service  May  15th,  1924. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Douglass  stayed  only  a  short  time  and  left  on  account 
of  his  father's  death. 

I  want  to  especially  commend  the  work  of  our  Advisory  Board  of 
doctors  consisting  of  three  classes,  six  in  each — general  surgeons,  special 
surgeons  and  general  practitioners.  Their  service  has  meant  to  this 
Hospital  many  thousand  dollars  during  the  biennial  period,  for  which 
we  offer  our  sincerest  thanks  for  this  generous  service. 

Our  Auditor's  report  shows  in  detail  our  building  program  and  how 
the  money  appropriated  was  spent. 

In  conclusion,  my  deep  and  grateful  appreciation  is  extended  to  the 
members  of  our  Board  for  the  fine  spirit  shown  in  their  faithful 
cooperation  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  affairs  and  building 
program  for  the  last  two  years. 

The  large  majority  of  officers  and  employees  have  been  loyal  and  trust- 
worthy in  their  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  and  care  of  our  patients. 
We  try  continually  to  keep  in  mind  the  goal  of  making  our  institution 
equal  to  any  and  surpassed  by  none.

Madam  : — I  hereby  submit  a  summary  of  the  past  year. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  farm  crops  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

Wheat  crop   1500  bushels 

Sweet  potato  crop   5,500  bushels 

Hay  crop  200  tons 

Field  peas   400   bushels 

Oat  crop 1000  bushels 

Silage  450  tons 

Meat  32,000  pounds 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  spring  months  were  dry,  cut  some  of  our 
vegetables  short,  but  the  favorable  fall  has  counter-balanced  the  short- 
age of  the  spring. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  using  a  splendid  crop  of  fall  cabbage, 
turnips,  collards,  salad,  beets  and  potatoes. 

After  a  long  and  tedious  struggle,  we  have  been  awarded,  by  the 
Federal  Government,  an  accredited  herd.  By  the  purchase  of  two 
thoroughbred  males,  one  Holstein  and  one  Ayrshire,  and  twenty  regis- 
tered cows,  we  have  built  and  will  be  able  to  keep  up  our  herd  without 
purchasing  any  more  stock.  At  the  present  time  we  have  sixty  heifers 
from  two  years  old  down  to  calves.  Our  two-year  olds  are  coming 
in  fresh  and  proving  to  be  good  animals.  We  are  replacing  the  inferior 
cows  with  these  young  stock. 
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One  of  the  greatest  improvements  that  has  been  made  in  the  outside 
department  is  the  hard  surfacing  of  the  roads  in  front  of  the  Hospital 
and  we  hope  in  the  near  future  that  it  will  be  possible  to  extend  these 
roads  to  the  colonies.

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REPORT  OF  ENGINEER 

Miss  Mary  S.  White,  Stewardess,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Madam  : — I  Hereby  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Engineer- 
ing Department  for  two  years,  ending  June  30th,  1924. 

We  have,  besides  keeping  up  the  regular  repair,  made  the  following 
improvements : 

Put  a  small  ram  in  Rocky  Branch  to  supply  water  to  the  calves  in 
pasture. 

We  have  put  in  a  new  and  large  range  at  Oaks  Colony. 

Have  laid  a  new  water  line  from  ice  plant  to  reservoir,  using  600  feet 
of  2  1-2  inch  galvanized  pipe. 

Put  new  lubricators  on  boiler  feed  pumps  and  on  No.  2  and  3  power 
engines,  and  new  tail  pipes  on  No.  1,  No.  2  and  No.  3  boilers. 

Run  water  line  to  the  six  houses  on  railroad,  using  300  feet  of  1  1-4 
inch  galvanized  pipe  and  have  put  water  closets  and  lavatories  in  each 
house. 

We  have  put  up  ten  electric  line  poles  and  five  arc  lamps,  using  3,000 
feet  of  No.  8  wire  and  have  wired  two  cottages,  using  800  feet  of  No.  14 
wire  and  assisted  in  installing  new  power  engine. 

We  have  put  new  bodies  on  six  coal  cars. 

We  have  put  new  tubes  in  No.  6  boiler,  using  112  tubes  3"xl8'  and 
seven  in  No.  3  boiler ;  also  new  coil  in  feed  water  heater  and  new  seat 
in  pop  valve  on  No.  5  boiler,  and  have  repaired  our  generator  that  was 
burned  out  in  October,  1922,  by  getting  new  coils  from  the  factory 
and  it  is  practically  as  good  as  ever. 

We  made  steam,  cold  and  hot  water,  and  sewer  connections  from 
Doctor's  cottage,  using  500  feet  of  3-4  inch  pipe  and  400  feet  4" 
terra-cotta  pipe. 

We  have  dug  up  and  regraded  drain  line  from  Amusement  Hall  to 
J  Ward  and  run  a  new  line  from  the  side  door  to  setting  pit. 

We  have  installed  12  new  water  closets  in  Erwin  Building  and  run 
a  new  supply  line  from  water  main  to  building,  using  20  feet  of  4  inch 
pipe  and  36  feet  of  2  1-2  inch  galvanized  pipe  and  have  run  a  line  from 
the  Superintendent's  home  to  the  gate-keeper's  cottage  at  the  branch, 
using  700  feet  of  1  1-4  inch  galvanized  pipe  and  made  sewer  connection 
for  same,  using  100  feet  of  4  inch  cast-iron  soil  pipe. 

We  have  installed  a  water  heater  and  storage  tank  combined  at 
Female  Receiving  Building. 

We  have  remodeled  two  rooms  in  cold  storage,  using  cork  board 
insulation. 

Have  laid  90  yards  of  cement  walks  and  paved  three  sets  of  steps  and 
one  manhole,  and  foundation  around  male  court  yard  fence. 
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We  have  installed  in  laundry  one  cascade  washer  and  one  dry  tumbler ; 
one  sterilizer  in  Hospital  Building.  Put  in  four  floor  drains  in  sun 
parlor  at  Hospital  Building. 

We  have  moved  ranges  out  of  old  cook  room  into  the  ones  just 
finished  at  each  colony. 

Have  installed  moving  picture  machine  in  Amusement  Hall.  Also 
installed  new  dental  chair  and  equipment  in  Dental  Office. 

We  have  built  and  installed  an  ash  conveyor  at  Male  Epileptic  boiler 
room. 

We  have  installed  in  refrigerating  plant  one  new  brine  pump,  and  in 
laundry  four  electric  fans  and  four  electric  fans  at  dairy  and  two  in 
kitchen. 

We  have  made  and  given  out  711,000  pounds  of  ice  each  year;  1,422,- 
000  for  biennium.

Madam  : — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  record  of  work  done  in  the 
Carpenter  Department  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30th,  1924. 

Made  four  screen  doors  and  two  lattice  doors  at  G-Ward.  Renewed 
gutter  and  put  up  new  boxing  on  7th  ward  porch.  Painted  roof  of 
Laundry  Dormitory,  Cannery,  Carpenter  Shop,  Granary,  Potato-house 
and  corn  cribs.  Painted  interior  of  Laundry  Dormitory.  Covered  and 
sheeted  Female  and  Male  Tubercular  Building,  with  composition 
singles  and  painted  same  on  outside.  Lowered  ceiling  in  cold  storage. 
Made  14  rod  iron  guards  for  1st  and  4th  ward  windows.  Made  four  sets 
of  steps  for  brick  house  and  painted  same.  Made  table  for  sewing  room 
3  feet  x  26  feet  and  covered  same  with  linoleum. 

Painted  shelter  over  spring  and  summer  house.  Re-spoked  twenty-two 
cart  and  wagon  wheels.  Wrecked  old  horse  barn.  Built  truck  shelter 
25x60  feet  and  covered  same  with  composition  shingles.  Remodeled  two> 
white  employee's  cottages — added  back  porch  and  toilet  room,  covered 
same  with  composition  shingles — painted  inside  and  out  of  same.

Dis- 
sembled chicken  house  in  orchard  and  erected  same  at  poultry  yard 
12x32  feet.  Wrecked  brooder  house  at  back  of  Male  T.  B.  and  erected 
same  at  poultry  yard.   Put  a  concrete  wall  under  same  16x17  feet. 

Built  shelters  in  Male  and  Eemale  court  yards  24x50  feet — covered 
same  with  rubber  roofing.  Changed  lock  on  bedroom  doors  on  1st  ward. 
Painted  Male  Art  Room.  Made  four  hay  frames.  Built  lumber  rack  in 
yard  16x40  feet,  covered  same  with  rubber  roofing.  Drilled  and  bolted 
windows  on  second  floor  of  Hospital  Building.  Varnished  floor  of 
Amusement  Hall,  two  coats  and  waxed  same.  Built  two  partitions  in 
Doctor's  Office  and  painted  same.  Painted  interior  of  dairy  barn,  cow 
shed,  bull  pen  and  calf  barn. 

Built  forms  and  poured  650  feet  concrete  curbing  in  front  of  Arcade 
and  on  curves  on  road.  Built  gate-keeper's  cottage  at  Boylan  Bridge 
entrance,  this  is  estimated  at  $4,000 — Painted  inside  and  out  three 
coats.  Built  concrete  walls  at  bridge.  Put  in  four  frames  and  fitted 
sash  at  Hospital  Building  and  painted  same.  Maple  floors  were  laid 
at  Erwin  Building  and  extra  joists  were. put  in  where  required,  the 
floor  laying  was  done  by  contractor,  sanded  and  varnished  floors  at 
Erwin  Building.

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Explaining  Request  for  Permanent  Improvements 

The  request  submitted  for  Permanent  Improvements,  amounting  to 
$7  47,3  7  5,  would  provide  facilities  to  round  out  the  plant  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the  light  of  recent  scientific  knowledge. 

Items  1,  2  and  5  would  segregate  patients  by  special  classes  and 
move  to  a  more  complete  attainment  a  policy  of  segregation  already 
started  and  in  some  respects  formerly  provided  for.  It  is  hoped  that 
with  the  policy  fully  developed  a. greater  number  of  patients  may  be  dis- 
charged as  cured  and  may  be  so  discharged  in  less  time. 

Item  3  is  for  necessary  remodeling  in  the  7th  Ward  and  to  bring 
it  up  to  the  standards  set  in  other  parts  of  the  Institution. 

Item  4  would  provide  quarters  for  male  attendants  and  is  absolutely 
necessary.  Presently  male  attendants  have  to  quarter  with  patients,  a 
condition  that  is  very  undesirable  for  both  and  a  serious  handicap  to 
efficient  service. 

Item  6  would  provide  adequate  building  and  equipment  for  the 
criminal  insane  and  if  the  present  arrangement  for  this  class  is  continued, 
it  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Item  7  is  supplemental  to  Items  1,  2,  4,  5  and  6  and  would  provide 
heating  for  the  building  so  itemized. 

Item  8,  the  Steam  Plant  Boilers  are  insured  and  inspected  by  the 
Hartford  and  the  pressure  permitted  has  been  reduced  on  four  Boilers. 
The  pressure  allowed  is  too  low  for  practical  and  economical  operation 
and  it  is  necessary  to  replace  these  four  boilers.  Scales  and  meter 
equipment  is  intended  for  weighing  and  controlling  coal  consumption. 

Item  9  would  improve  the  power  plant  by  substituting  a  Una-flow 
Steam  Engine  for  two  smaller  and  obsolete  type  engines.  This  item 
would  greatly  increase  the  convenience  and  efficiency  of  the  power  plant 
and  economy  in  operation.  The  new  engine  would  operate  on  a  sav- 
ing of  steam  and  consequently  less  coal  wrould  be  used. 

Item  10  is  intended  to  provide  fire  protection  and  is  urgent  for  the 
safety  of  inmates  and  property. 

Item  11  is  for  the  replacement  of  floors  in  end  wards  of  Epileptic 
Building.  The  replacement  is  asked  in  the  nature  of  a  betterment,  the 
floor  intended  to  put  in,  being  more  suitable  to  the  purpose  of  the 
wards. 

Item  12  would  provide  ten  additional  strong  rooms  for  excited  pa- 
tients in  the  female  wards.  Presently  there  are  not  enough  such  rooms 
to  properly  care  for  excited  patients. 

Item  13.  It  is  necessary  to  renew  and  protect  the  piping  from  G 
Ward  to  the  Female  Receiving  Building.  The  pipe  tunnel  would  not 
only  accomplish  this  end,  it  would  also  provide  a  needed  passageway.

Sir: — Pursuant  to  your  request,  I  submit  herewith  the  report  for 
the  Male  Department,  covering  the  biennial  period  from  June  30th, 
1924  to  June  30th,  1926. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  in  this  department  has  been  good. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic  diseases.  Vaccination  against  typhoid  and 
smallpox  has  been  carried  out.  A  few  cases  of  psychosis  following 
encephalitis  have  been  treated  with  tryparsamide  and  a  few  cases  of 
dementia  precox  have  been  treated  by  the  production  of  an  aseptic 
meningitis  by  the  intraspinal  injection  of  sterile  horse  serum.  Sulphar- 
sphenamine,  neosalvarsan  bismuth  and  mercury  (both  intramuscularly 
and  intravenously)  have  been  employed  in  the  treatment  of  syphilis.  I 
had  hoped  during  this  biennium  to  treat  some  cases  of  paresis  with 
malaria,  but  have  experienced  difficulty  in  securing  proper  malarial 
parasites.  This  work,  however,  will  be  carried  out  during  the  coming 
biennial  period.  There  were  two  suicides  during  the  biennial  period. 
One  of  these  occurred  in  the  Main  Building  and  the  other  occurred  at  the 
Hospital  Building. 

On  April  10th,  1926,  about  1 :40  P.  M.,  fire  broke  out  in  the  roof  of 
the  Sixth  Ward  and  destroyed  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth 
and  Sixth  "Wards  and  the  northern  end  of  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and 
Tenth  Wards.  The  Eleventh  Ward  was  also  so  badly  damaged  that  it 
cannot  be  used  until  extensive  repairs  can  be  made.  The  patients  are  being 
cared  for  on  the  porches  of  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth 
Wards  and  on  the  parts  of  these  wards  not  destroyed  by  the  fire.  Some 
patients  were  transferred  to  Oaks  Colony  and  some  were  taken  home 
by  relatives. 

Even  after  the  burned  building  has  been  rebuilt,  the  Male  Depart- 
ment will  still  need  additional  buildings.  There  has  been  no  building  in 
the  Male  Department  for  housing  patients  since  the  Seventh,  Eighth, 
Ninth  and  Tenth  Wards  were  built  about  twenty  years  ago.  I  would 
make  the  following  recommendations':  A  Eeceiving  Building  with  a 
capacity  of  75  to  100  patients,  a  building  for  untidy  patients  to  care 
for  150,  and  a  building  for  inebriates  and  drug  addicts.  The  inebriates 
and  drug  addicts  are  now  cared  for  on  the  wards  with  the  insane.  Table 
One  of  the  statistical  report  will  show  that  we  have  admitted  more  male 
patients  than  females,  which  will  show  the  necessity  for  a  Receiving 
Building  for  men,  a  building  of  this  type  having  already  been  provided 
for  the  female  patients. 

On  January  1st,  1925,  the  Criminal  Insane  building  was  opened,  the 
Legislature  having  passed  an  act  that  patients  of  this  type  should  be 
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cared  for  in  this  institution  instead  of  the  State's  Prison.  The  building 
was  too  small  due  to  inadequate  appropriation  and  as  soon  as  the  pa- 
tients were  transferred  from  the  State's  Prison  the  building  was  so 
crowded  as  to  necessitate  the  placing  of  beds  in  the  halls.  During  the 
past  biennial  period  the  building  has  been  enlarged  and  its  capacity 
slightly  more  than  doubled.  For  this  building  I  would  recommend  an 
occupational  therapy  teacher  and  amusements  from  time  to  time  such 
as  moving  pictures. 

The  functions  of  a  State  Hospital  should  be : 

1.  To  receive  as  many  worthy  cases  as  possible. 

2.  To  restore  as  many  patients  as  possible  to  society. 

3.  To  accomplish  the  two  above  objects  as  economically  as  is  com- 
patible with  good  treatment. 

With  these  objects  in  view,  I  think  the  Male  Department  has  made 
a  creditable  showing.  By  referring  to  Table  One  of  the  Statistical  Re- 
port you  will  note  that  more  men  have  been  admitted  and  discharged 
than  women,  and  by  comparison  of  the  payrolls  you  will  note  that  this 
has  been  accomplished  very  economically.

Sir  : — I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Female  Receiving  Building : 
Since  the  last  biennial  report  three  strong  rooms  have  been  added  to 
the  Female  Receiving  Building  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,800.  This  is  the 
only  expenditure  that  has  been  made  to  this  building  since  its  construc- 
tion. The  three  additional  rooms  have  increased  the  efficiency  of  the 
service  but  the  present  capacity  is  not  sufficient  and  three  strong  rooms 
would  materially  increase  our  comfort.  These  rooms  could  be  extended 
from  the  three  rooms  constructed  two  years  ago  and  on  the  roof  of 
these  three  rooms,  and  the  three  rooms  previously  mentioned,  we  should 
have  a  sun  porch.  This  would  give  the  patients  at  the  Female  Receiving 
Building  the  advantages  of  sunshine  and  fresh  air  which  they  do  not  at 
present  enjoy  in  bad  weather  and  winter,  and  which  is  a  privilege 
granted  to  nearly  all  of  the  other  patients.  The  expense  of  this  addition 
should  not  exceed  $6,000. 

During  the  past  biennial  period  we  have  been  free  from  a  great  deal 
of  sickness,  but  there  was  one  epidemic  of  erysipelas  which  affected  an 
attendant  and  four  or  five  patients,  all  of  whom  recovered.  There  were 
no  suicides  during  this  period  and  twelve  deaths.  Most  of  these  deaths 
occurred  shortly  after  admission  of  the  patients.  Two  of  them  dying 
one  day  after  admission,  another  within  four  days  and  the  longest  period 
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that  any  of  these  patients  who  died  had  been  in  the  hospital  was  fifty- 
one  days.  There  was  also  one  death  which  occurred  the  day  after  the 
patient  left  the  hospital  after  having  been  in  our  service  for  twelve  days. 

There  has  been  a  decided  decrease  in  drug  addiction  patients.  For  the 
periods  of  1924-1925,  we  admitted  thirty  patients;  1925-1926  seventeen 
patients  who  were  drug  addicts.  On  July  1st,  1924,  there  were  in  this 
service  four  patients  diagnosed  drug  addiction;  July  1st,  1926,  only  one 
patient  of  this  class. 

We  are  continuing  to  make  a  mental  and  physical  examination  of  all 
patients  as  soon  as  possible  after  admission ;  and  we  are  also  vaccinating 
all  patients  against  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever. 

The  continuous  baths  and  hot  packs  are  being  continued  with  benefit.

Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Female  Department,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Receiving  Building.  There  were  533  patients  at 
the  end  of  the  biennial  period. 

Illness  : 

All  cases  of  physical  illness  were  sent  to  the  Hospital  Building  except 
during  the  influenza  epidemic  when  it  would  not  take  care  of  all.  The 
general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good  except  for  influenza  during 
January  and  February,  1926.  There  were  about  150  cases  of  influenza 
on  this  service  during  that  time.  Most  of  the  cases  had  a  high  elevation 
of  temperature  and  quite  a  number  had  complications.  The  most  fre- 
quent complications  were  pneumonia  and  otitis  media.  Very  few  cases 
were  fatal.  We  have  had  no  cases  of  contagious  disease.  There  has 
been  no  sudden  deaths  and  no  suicides.  ISTo  serious  accident  has  hap- 
pened. 

Treatment  : 

The  warm  continuous  baths  have  been  used  for  excited  and  noisy  pa- 
tients with  good  results.  Isfeutral  wet  packs  have  been  used  very  ex- 
tensively for  noisy  and  excited  patients  with  benefit  to  the  patient. 

Progressive  ISTotes  : 

All  patients  on  this  service  have  had  a  complete  physical  examination 
during  this  period  and  a  record  of  the  abnormalities  found  put  in  their 
folder.  All  patients  have  also  had  notes  made  of  their  mental  condition 
and  a  record  of  it  made  in  their  folder. 
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Repairs  : 

During  the  past  biennial  period  G-ward,  K-ward,  and  Female  dining 
room  have  been  painted.  No  other  repairs  have  been  made  except  ones 
necessary  in  an  institution  of  this  kind. 

New  Building  : 

There  has  been  one  ward  built  on  this  service.  It  has  ten  rooms  and  is 
for  violent  and  excited  patients.  Two  continuous  bath  tubs  were  in- 
stalled on  this  ward. 

Recommendations  : 

We  are  in  need  of  a  building  for  noisy  and  untidy  patients.  At  the 
present  time  G-ward,  which  accommodates  100,  is  being  used  for  same 
but  its  location  is  bad  for  this  type  of  patients.  It  is  on  the  main  drive 
of  hospital  grounds  and  all  visitors  can  see  these  untidy  patients  on  the 
porch  and  hear  their  profane  and  obscene  language.  My  suggestion  is  to 
build  a  building  for  100  untidy  and  noisy  patients,  in  the  pines  across 
from  E.  B.,  away  from  the  road  and  use  G-ward  for  higher  type  of 
patients. 

The  Ternale  tubercular  building  needs  a  floor  and  some  additional 
rooms.  It  stays  full  all  the  time  and  some  tubercular  patients  have  to 
be  kept  on  wards  with  other  patients.  My  suggestion  would  be  to  change 
the  room  being  used  for  a  dining  room,  and  not  suitable  for  such,  into 
single  rooms  and  build  a  dining  room.

All  patients  have  been  immunized  against  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever. 
There  have  been  no  contagions  or  epidemics.  The  one  death  reported  was 
due  to  heart  disease.   Examinations  of  and  histories  written  for  these  re- 
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ceived  not  already  so  treated.  Notations  of  condition  of  patients  have 
been  recorded  and  filed  from  time  to  time. 

On  account  of  the  sudden  influx  of  patients  from  Main  Building  fol- 
lowing fire,  Oaks  Colony  was,  and  is  now,  very  much  congested,  and  the 
number  of  idle  patients,  due  either  to  feebleness  or  too  mentally  dis- 
turbed to  send  out,  have  added  considerably  to  the  problem  of  oversight, 
yet  these  conditions  have  been  met  by  only  an  addition  of  one  caretaker 
to  usual  force  of  attendants. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  the  population  at  Oaks  Colony 
is  employed  upon  the  farm,  opportunities  for  escape  are  multiplied.  It 
is  very  gratifying  to  record,  however,  that  the  number  of  escapes  during 
this  biennium  have  been  decreased  above  40%  over  what  occurred  during 
previous  two-year  period. 

At  Oaks  Colony  an  increased  number  of  properly  heated  and  ventilated 
strong  rooms  are  needed  to  meet  the  needs  of  present  population.  There 
should  also  be  an  increased  number  of  single  rooms  wherein  a  noisy 
patient  might  be  kept  over  night,  otherwise  a  dormitory  of  thirty  or  more 
patients  will  be  broken  of  their  rest  at  times  for  a  whole  night. 

Recommendations  : 

All  strong  rooms,  bath  and  toilet  rooms  should  be  screened  against 
flies.  Dining-room  floor  should  be  repaired.  Bath-room  floors  should 
be  of  cement  and  arranged  to  drain  properly.

The  prevailing  cause  of  death  has  been  exhaustion  from  epilepsy.  One 
death  was  from  pneumonia.  Examinations,  mental  and  physical,  of  all 
new  patients  have  been  made  and  their  histories  written.  Notations 
of  condition  have  been  made  and  recorded  from  time  to  time.  With 
more  than  double  the  population  of  the  previous  biennium  we  have  ex- 
perienced only  three  more  deaths  this  period  than  the  former  report. 
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On  first  and  third  wards  we  have  had  repairs  during  this  biennium  of 
cement  floors  and  wood  wainscote,  which  has  enabled  cleanliness  to  be 
maintained  with  less  labor.  Notwithstanding  population  has  increased 
100%  and  more,  our  caretakers  have  only  been  increased  25%  in  number. 

Needs  : 

More  properly  ventilated  and  heated  strong  rooms  and  single  bed- 
rooms are  necessary  for  carefully  handling  and  safeguarding  present 
population.

There  have  been  no  contagions.  Mild  epidemic  of  influenza  occurred 
during  the  early  months  of  1926.  No  deaths,  however,  from  this  cause. 
All  patients  have  been  immunized  against  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever. 
The  prevailing  cause  of  death  has  been  exhaustion  from  epilepsy.  Two 
patients  died  from  exhaustion  from  pellagra.  Two  patients  committed 
suicide.  With  a  population  increased  by  117%  during  the  biennium 
there  has  been  but  one  escape  against  four  during  the  previous  biennium, 
and  the  caretakers  have  only  been  increased  by  one.  Examinations  of 
all  new  patients  have  been  made  and  their  histories  written,  with  nota- 
tions of  changes  from  time  to  time  filed.  Notwithstanding  "the  popula- 
tion doubled  during  the  biennium  and  the  fact  that  there  were  two 
suicides  as  against  one  in  the  previous  biennium,  there  was  exactly  the 
same  number  of  deaths,  as  of  the  previous  period. 

Repairs  : 

On  A  and  C  wards  during  this  period  we  have  had  new  wooden 
floors  and  cement  wainscote,  which  enables  cleanliness  to  be  maintained 
with  less  labor. 

Needs  : 

More  properly  ventilated  and  heated  strong  rooms  and  single  bed- 
rooms are  necessary  for  carefully  handling  and  safeguarding  the  popu- 
lation. 
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A  Word  About  the  Epileptic  Problem  in  Our  State  : 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  report  that  as  soon  as  space  was 
available,  that  in  two  years'  time  as  many  patients  were  admitted  as 
had  been  gathered  together  during  the  fourteen  years  that  the  State 
had  undertaken  to  provide  for  that  class  of  defectives.  Of  course,  when 
there  was  no  space  there  could  be  no  admissions.  JSTow  there  is  no  space 
again;  Male  Colony  completely  full,  and  Female  Colony  with  less  than 
twenty  empty  beds. 

Among  the  new  admissions  are  a  number  of  children,  fifteen  years 
and  less  of  age.  Many  applications  for  children  have  been  rejected,  for 
the  policy  has  been  to  provide  for  the  more  urgent,  those  who  being  so 
mentally  upset  that  to  be  refused  would  mean  lying  in  jail.  The  children 
admitted  cannot  enter  public  school.  The  conclusion  is,  from  the  above 
facts,  that  if  the  State  meets  its  obligations  to  this  class  of  the  afflicted 
more  room  for  the  epileptic  is  an  absolute  necessity.  Because  a  child 
is  afflicted  with  epilepsy  it  should  not  be  denied  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities that  would  enable  him  to  enjoy  at  least  the  three  R's  in  educa- 
tional advantage.  Again,  it  is  agreed  by  all,  that  the  more  intelligent 
use  and  appreciation  of  any  organ  the  less  deterioration  there  will  be — 
the  brain  is  no  exception  to  this.

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REPORT  OF  ENGINEERS 

Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  request,  we  are  giving  you  below  a 
statement  of  the  extent  and  cost  of  mechanical  equipment  work  which 
has  been  done  at  your  institution  under  our  plans  and  supervision,  and 
completed  within  the  last  two  years ;  the  work  which  is  now  in  progress ; 
and  also  the  estimated  cost  of  future  improvements,  which  we  consider 
necessary  to  complete  your  central  plant  steam-heating  system,  provide 
adequate  electric  generating  equipment,  domestic  hot  water  distributing 
mains,  and  to  safeguard  your  city  water  supply  system  and  provide  bet- 
ter fire  protection. 

The  estimates  for  new  work  include  cost  of  heating  equipment  for 
the  contemplated  new  buildings  and  other  minor  items,  all  of  which 
are  discussed  under  the  various  headings. 

Mechanical  Equipment  Work  Completed  During  the  Last 

Two  Years 

The  mechanical  equipment  work  completed  under  our  plans  and  su- 
pervision during  the  last  two  years  is  as  follows : 

1924 — Extension  of  hot  water  heating  mains  to  the  Male  Tubercular 
Building,  which  was  moved  to  a  new  location.  Cost  of  this 
work    $935.00 

1924 — Installation  of  new  8-in.  exhaust  steam  supply  main  from  power 
house  to  center  of  main  building,  to  utilize  the  exhaust  or  waste 
steam  in  the  heating  system.     Cost  of  this  work $3,314.61 

1924 — Installation  of  high-pressure  steam  connections  to  new  cooking 
equipment  in  three  kitchens  at  the  Colony  Buildings.  Cost  of

1924 — Installation  of  heating  equipment  in  Superintendent's  residence, 
together  with  connecting  mains  from  central  heating  plant.

Mechanical  Equipment  Work  Now  in  Progress 

The  mechanical  equipment  work  now  in  progress  under  our  plans  and 
supervision  is  as  follows : 

Installation  of  two  new  350  h.  p.  water  tube  boilers  with  pipe  connec- 
tions, forced  draft  equipment  and  necessary  auxiliaries.  Cost 
of  this   work , $41,597.60 
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These  boilers  are  being  installed  to  take  the  place  of  three  old  boilers 
and  provide  additional  boiler  capacity,  sufficient  to  supply  steam 
to  the  Colony  Group  of  the  buildings,  when  connecting  mains 
can  be  installed  for  this  purpose. 

Heating,  ventilating  and  domestic  hot  water  supply  equipment  for 
new  West  Wing,  North  and  Rear  Dormitories,  recently  de- 
stroyed by  fire.     Cost  of  this  work $31,710.80 

New  underground  hot  water  heating  mains  extending  from  power 
house  to  Male  Tubercular  Building  and  Seventh  Ward,  on  one 
side,  and  from  power  house  to  Female  Tubercular  Building 
and  Erwin  Building  on  the  other  side,  also  domestic  hot  water 
mains  leading  along  the  same  lines,  all  of  which  are  to  take 
the  place  of  present  mains  which  have  rusted  out  and  have  to 
be  renewed.  This  work  is  being  done  by  your  own  repair  de- 
partment as  renewals,  and  the  estimated  cost  is $11,000.00

REPORT   OF   ARCHITECT 

Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — In  the  past  two  years,  ending  with  June,  1925,  we  have  made 
provision  for  caring  for  fifty  additional  inmates  in  the  Criminal  Insane 
department  and  that  building  will  now  accommodate  one  hundred  in- 
mates. A  wing  was  added  to  the  original  building  and  some  changes 
made  in  the  original  building,  thus  giving  us  the  space  for  the  fifty 
additional  beds  and  also  providing  a  new  dining  room  and  serving  room 
to  care  for  the  one  hundred  inmates,  the  former  smaller  dining  room 
having  been  used  for  bedrooms  by  building  partitions  in  same.  The 
required  number  of  shower  baths  and  other  toilet  facilities  were  also 
added  and  two  additional  rooms  for  attendants  in  charge  of  this  wing  of 
the  building. 

We  were  successful  in  getting  this  project  completed  within  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation,  and  the  plan  is  a  very  satisfactory  one, 
having  been  arranged  so  that  this  wing  may  be  extended  in  the  future 
without  destroying  any  part  of  the  present  building. 

We  took  advantage  of  the  ground  floor  space  of  the  covered  way 
leading  from  the  Erwin  Building  to  the  dining  room,  and  built  into  this 
space  a  strong-room  wing  for  women,  and  provided  ten  additional 
strong  rooms,  well  ventilated,  lighted  and  heated;  also  an  attendants' 
room  and  double  continuous  bathroom ;  the  necessary  toilet  rooms,  store- 
rooms, etc.,  were  also  provided  and  this  piece  of  work  is  considered  one 
of  the  best  pieces  of  construction  that  we  have.  The  utilization  of  the 
space  under  the  covered  way  saved  us  about  three  thousand  dollars,  and 
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this  wing  is  entirely  above  the  ground.     This  wing,  also  the  Criminal 
Insane  wing,  are  both  of  fireproof  construction. 

The  old  wooden  floors  of  the  Seventh  Ward  were  entirely  removed 
and  replaced  with  re-enforced  concrete.  Concrete  floors  were  also  placed 
in  certain  parts  of  the  Epileptic  Colony  building  for  men  where  the  old 
wooden  floors  had  decayed.  New  tile  floors  were  laid  in  the  serving 
rooms  adjacent  to  the  dining  rooms  for  women  and  men. 

We  awarded  contracts  July  15th  for  the  rebuilding  of  that  portion  of 
the  building  that  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  10th  day  of  April.  The 
building  is  now  in  course  of  construction,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Gov- 
ernor McLean,  who  deemed  it  wise  to  take  advantage  of  the  overhead 
expense  in  connection  with  building  operations,  we  enlarged  the  build- 
ing and  instead  of  rebuilding  for  two  hundred  seventy-five,  which  was 
the  number  of  inmates  in  the  burnt  portions,  we  have  provided  for  one 
hundred  additional,  or  three  hundred  seventy-five.  Our  contract  pro- 
vides that  this  entire  project  must  be  completed  not  later  than  the  15th 
day  of  May,  1927,  and  that  part  designated  as  the  rear  dormitory, 
which  is  a  part  of  this  project,  will  be  completed  by  the  15th  of  October, 
this  year.  This  project  is  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  the  State.  The  build- 
ing will  be  fireproof,  and  the  plans  were  given  most  careful  considera- 
tion, and  I  conferred  with  several  of  the  Nation's  competent  authorities 
in  reference  to  the  building  before  preparing  the  working  plans. 

After  consulting  with  the  Superintendent  as  to  the  urgent  needs 
of  the  Hospital,  I  have  advised  as  follows:  (See  letter  of  transmittal 
to  Budget  Bureau.)

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REPORT  OF  ENGINEER 

Miss  Maey  S.  "White,  Stewardess,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Madam  : — I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Engineer- 
ing Department  for  two  years,  ending  June  30th,  1926 : 

We  have,  besides  keeping  up  the  regular  repairs,  made  the  following 
improvements : 

Connected  four  cottages  with  the  lighting  system  and  water  and  con- 
nected same  to  the  city  sewer,  and  run  a  storm  sewer  to  the  branch. 

Have  run  a  telephone  line  under  ground  from  the  Superintendent's 
residence  to  the  gate-keeper's  cottage. 

We  have  installed  two  closets  in  courtyard  at  Male  Epileptic  Colony, 
using  300  feet  of  l1/^  in.  galvanized  pipe  and  500  feet  of  4-in.  terracotta. 

We  have  made  a  new  connection  to  the  water  main,  taking  out  the 
old  2-in.  connection  and  putting  in  a  4-in.  connection.  This  will  give 
a  good  supply  of  water  to  all  fixtures. 

We  have  repaired  electric  and  telephone  lines  to  colonies,  and  put  up 
new  poles  at  railroad  crossing,  raising  the  wires  thirty-eight  feet  above 
the  rails. 

We  have  installed  new  drinking  cups  in  the  dairy  and  have  had  new 
tubes  put  in  boiler  at  same. 

We  have  taken  out  the  old  Jones  stokers  from  boilers  ~Nos.  1,  2  and 
3  and  rebuilt  the  firebox  for  hand-firing;  and  have  dismantled  boilers 
JNTos.  4,  5  and  6,  and  taken  them  out  and  cut  them  up  for  junk.  Have 
cleared  out  the  old  foundation  ready  for  new  work. 

We  have  changed  the  steam  connection  on  No.  3  boiler  from  high 
pressure  to  the  40-pound  line  and  have  put  in  the  heating  system  until 
the  new  boilers  are  ready.  This  old  boiler  was  loaned  by  Dillon  Supply 
Company. 

We  have  remodeled  the  heating  system  in  the  greenhouse  and  installed 
a  cellar  drain  in  the  pit  to  keep  out  the  water. 

We  have  moved  the  water  main  and  telephone  line  poles  out  of  the 
way  of  the  annex  to  the  Criminal  Insane  Building  and  have  run  a  storm 
sewer  under  the  railroad  to  take  the  water  away  from  this  building. 
We  have  had  to  change  the  electric  line  also  for  this  building. 

Two  new  boilers  have  been  installed  in  the  boiler  room,  250  h.  p.  each. 
These  boilers  were  fired  up  and  put  in  use  December  25th,  1925.  Every- 
thing was  working  fine  until  I  got  oil  in  the  new  boilers  and  burned 
out  twelve  tubes  in  No.  3,  No.  4  and  No.  5  boilers;  this  was  caused  by 
too  much  oil  being  fed  to  the  cylinders  of  the  engine.  These  tubes  were 
replaced  and  I  have  kept  them  clean  ever  since. 
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We  have  installed  a  pair  of  scales  for  weighing  coal  and  ashes  in 
boiler  room ;  also  a  cellar  drain  to  keep  the  water  out  of  the  scale  pit. 

We  have  installed  a  new  mill  of  the  hammer  type  for  grinding  our 
grain. 

We  have  installed  a  transformer  of  5  K.  W.  in  a  pit  back  of  the  Super- 
intendent's residence,  and  run  a  cable  from  the  Hospital  Building  to 
this  transformer.     This  was  to  get  better  service  for  electric  range. 

We  have  made  eccentric  rod  for  ISTo.  2  power  engine  and  new  piston 
rings  for  boiler  feed  pumps. 

We  have  installed  in  laundry  a  humatic  extractor  and  a  copper  starch 
cooker. 

We  have  installed  in  pump  room,  on  receiving  tank,  a  copper  regu- 
lating valve.     This  lets  in  city  water  when  it  is  needed  only. 

We  have  put  up  a  new  electric  line  feeding  D,  E,  and  F  wards,  the 
old  line  being  torn  down. 

On  April  10th,  1926,  we  had  a  fire  which  destroyed  six  wards  of  the 
Main  Building  and  four  wards  that  were  built  during  Dr.  Kirby's  ad- 
ministration, and  stopped  at  a  wall  of  the  Underwood  Building  built 
during  Dr.  Jas.  McKee's  administration.  On  the  back  side  of  the  old 
building,  the  dormitory  and  old  dining  hall  and  toilets  for  six  wards 
were  destroyed.  This  was  built  by  Underwood  and  was  built  during 
Dr.  McKee's  administration. 

After  the  fire,  which  put  all  of  our  steam,  hot  and  cold  water  lines 
out  of  Use  on  the  male  side,  we  made  a  temporary  steam  connection, 
using  400  feet  of  2-in.  black  pipe  and  200  feet  l^-in.  black  pipe.  We 
then  connected  our  hot  water  heating  system  to  domestic  hot  water  sys- 
tem, but  it  did  not  last  long  and  had  to  be  changed. 

We  have  put  new  water  end  on  No.  2  boiler  feed  pump  and  new  piston 
rods  on  same. 

We  have  unloaded  245  cars  of  coal. 

We  have  made  and  given  out  1,022,000  pounds  of  ice. 

Made  and  put  up  railing  at  Steward's  residence. 

We  have  repaired  brine  line  in  refrigerating  plant.

Laid  maple  floors  in  First  and  Fourth  Ward.  Laid  and  varnished 
floor  in  First  Ward.  Painted  interior  of  Receiving  Building.  Shoeing 
horses  and  mules  during  year  of  1925.  Completed  finishing  work  at 
Superintendent's  residence.  Painted  Colony  and  Doctor's  residence  two 
coats.    Converted  back  porch  at  Gate  Keeper's  cottage  into  room. 
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Laid  cement  walk,  built  brick  wall  and  partition  around  pump. 
Laid  cement  floor  in  basement  at  Twelfth  Ward.  Laid  concrete  run- 
way at  Laundry.  Built  partition  for  two  bathrooms.  Laid  oak  floor 
in  room  and  two  bathrooms  in  second  floor  in  Center  Building. 

Erected  500  feet  shelving  in  clothes  rooms  and  painted  eight  rooms 
at  Female  Colony.  Built  cement  steps  and  walk  at  Colony  and  Doctor's 
residence.     Built  forms  for  wall  and  poured  same  at  Boylan  Bridge. 

Assisted  with  cyclone  fence  at  G-Ward,  Male  and  Female  Colony. 
Cut  opening  and  hung  door  in  Bakery.  Laid  concrete  walk  in  front  of 
Female  Colony.  Built  shelters  in  Male  and  Female  Epileptic  court- 
yard 24x50.  Covered  same  with  rubber  roofing.  Built  120  feet  lattice 
fence  at  G-Ward  courtyard.  Erected  2,000  feet  shelving  in  storeroom.

Made  concrete  forms  and  poured  cement  foundation  walls  at  Steward's 
residence.   Patients  dug  out  basement. 

Built  rim  and  wired  inside  corn  crib.  Laid  concrete  walk  and  gutter  at 
west  end  of  Kurses's  Home.  Ceiled  strong  room  at  Female  Colony.  Built 
two  huts  for  female  patients  eight  feet  square.  Assisted  with  erection 
of  cyclone  fence  between  bridge  and  Nurses'  Home.  Put  up  beaver  board 
in  room  of  kitchen  employees.  Varnished  cork  floor  in  Female  Dining 
Room.   Painted  interior  of  Nurses'  Home.    Sanded  and  varnished  floors.

Hung  double  doors 
on  porch  and  also  made  two  screen  doors  for  Nurses'  Home.  Repairs  to 
wagons.  Locks  repaired ;  glass  on  wards ;  chairs  repaired ;  mattresses 
sterilized  and  made.    The  chair  and  mattress  work  is  done  by  patients.

REPORT   ON   AUDIT 


FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDED  JUNE  30,  1926 


Honorable  Baxter  Durham,  State  Auditor,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Dear  Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  an  audit  has  been 
made  of  the  records  of 

The  State  Hospital  at  Raleigh,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina 

for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30th,  1926,  and  the  results  are  disclosed  in 
the  various  Exhibits  and  Schedules  listed  in  the  Contents  and  in  the 
following 

Comments 
Operation  : 

The  operations  of  the  Hospital  were  carried  on  during  the  year  with 
the  Permanent  Improvement  appropriation  provided  under  Chapter 
192  of  1925,  stated  in  Exhibit  "B" ;  and  with  the  revenue  for  Main- 
tenance provided  by  appropriation  under  Chapter  275  of  1925,  a  reserve 
for  outstanding  accounts  payable  at  June  30th,  1925,  and  institutional 
receipts  stated  in  Exhibit  "C." 

Condition  : 

The  condition  of  the  funds  is  reflected  in  Exhibit  "A,"  Balance  Sheet, 
showing,  with  respect  to  each  fund,  the  assets  and  liabilities  and  sur- 
plus or  revenue  balance  which  agrees  with  the  balances  shown  in  the 
respective  operating  statements. 

Reconcilement  of  Cash  is  shown  in  Schedule  A-l.  A  balance  of 
$493.10  remains  in  the  Permanent  Improvement  account  which  is  ex- 
plained in  the  schedule  as,  under  the  present  method  of  remitting  funds 
by  the  State  Treasurer.    Cash  should  balance. 

Permanent  Improvement  : 

Chapter  192  of  1925  provided  appropriations  of  $73,000.00  for  gen- 
eral improvements  and  $50,000.00  for  additions  and  alterations  to  the 
Criminal  Insane  building.  The  fund  proceeds  to  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $32,801.96.  An  item  of  $22.00  included  in  the  expenditures  should 
have  properly  been  charged  to  Maintenance.  This  item  is  credited  back 
to  Permanent  Improvement,  showing  a  balance  of  $32,823.96.  Encum- 
brances of  uncompleted  contracts  amounting  to  $25,525.46  reduce  the 
balance  to  $7,298.50,  which  is  available  for  further  contracting  or  proj- 
ects. 

Maintenance  : 

Appropriations  of  $444,000.00  for  general  maintenance  and  $27,300.00 
for  the  support  of  the  Criminal  Insane  patients  provided  under  Chapter 
275  of  1925,  a  reserve  of  $647.53  for  accounts  payable  outstanding  at 
the  beginning  of  the  period  withheld  from  the  unexpended  balance  re- 
verted to  the  State  General  Fund  at  June  30,  1925,  and  institutional 
receipts  constitute  the  revenue.  The  fund  proceeds  to  a  balance  of  $95,- 
004.90,  which  is  increased  by  a  reimbursement  to  be  made  by  the  State 
Insurance  Department  for  replacement  expenditures  of  $29,582.30  for 
losses  sustained  when  fire  destroyed  one  wing  of  the  main   building. 
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Maintenance  Fund  owes  Permanent  Improvement  Fund  $22.00  for  a 
maintenance  expenditure  charged  against  the  latter.  The  balance,  or 
excess  of  revenue  for  the  period  is  then  $124,565.20. 

Schedule  C-l,  Analysis  of  Institutional  Receipts,  shows  a  classifica- 
tion of  receipts  for  the  period  by  functions  and  in  detail,  and  also  in- 
cludes the  unexpended  balance  of  the  Sundry  Receipts  Fund  at  June 
30th,  1925 ;  this  fund  having  been  abolished  by  the  "Daily  Deposit  Act," 
Chapter  128  of  1925,  and  the  balance  credited  to  Maintenance  account 
during  the  period  under  review. 

Schedule  C-2  shows  a  detailed  analysis  of  all  expenditures  stating 
separately,  the  operating  expenditures,  fire  replacement  expenditures 
and  expenditures  for  building  contsruction.  The  latter  covered  the 
completion  of  a  building  program  begun  during  the  preceding  period 
with  funds  available  in  the  old  Sundry  Receipts  Fund. 

Expenditures  by  months  are  stated  in  Schedule  C-3,  and  Schedule  C-4 
states  expenditures    (operating)    by  objects. 

Per  Capita  Cost  : 

Per  capita  cost  was  substantially  decreased  from  year  1924-1925, 
and  is  shown  in  Schedule  C-5. 

In  stating  the  cost,  the  amount  of  the  reserve  withheld  at  June  30th, 
1925,  for  outstanding  accounts  payable  was  prorated  and  deducted  from 
the  operating  expenditures.  Expenditures  to  this  amount  were  ap- 
plicable to  the  preceding  period  but  it  was  impossible  to  identify  them, 
the  reserve  being  largely  estimated. 

Comparison  of  the  two  years,  1924-25  and  1925-26,  is  stated  as  follows 
with  the  above  mentioned  reserve  considered  in  the  figures  of  the  year

For  the  Biennium  1927-29 
To  the  Director  of  the  Budget: 

There  are  transmitted  herewith  Statements  IV  and  V,  Request  for  Permanent  Improvement 
Appropriation  (By  Projects)  and  Expenditures  for  Permanent  Improvements. 

As  the  space  provided  in  Statement  IV  for  explanation  seems  to  be  inadequate  to  fully  explain  the 
necessity  and  purposes  of  our  contemplated  projects  we  will  attempt  to  describe  them  as  briefly  as 
possible  herein. 

PROJECT:    I.  (a)— I.  (b) 

In  order  to  administer  the  necessary  medical  and  surgical  treatment  to  our  physically 
ill  and  afflicted  patients  we  are  requesting  a  modern  hospital  building  and  modern 
medical  and  surgical  equipment  for  the  same.  We  are  now  using  a  building  designed 
for  a  receiving  building  for  men  for  hospital  purposes  and  as  soon  as  we  can  build  a 
hospital  building  we  expect  to  use  the  building  that  we  are  now  occupying  for  our 
male  receiving  building  as  was  origionally  intended.  This  General  Hospital  built 
of  fire  proof  construction  and  with  the  necessary  room  sin  addition  to  those  used  as 
wards  and  individual  rooms  will  cost,  according  to  the  cost  of  our  recently  constructed 
buildings,  approximately $  160, 000 

The  Medical  and  Surgical  Equipment  necessary  for  such  a  building  will  cost  approx- 
imately   25,000 

The  Heating  System  and  Connecting  Mains  will  cost  approximately 10,000 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  building  and  furnishings  (100  bed  capacity)  is  estimated 

to  be $  195,000 

PROJECTS:    II.— III.  and  II.— Ill.-(a) 

The  Epileptic  Colonies,  both  Male  and  Female  must  be  enlarged  at  once  as  both  of 
them  are  now  filled  to  the  capacity.  We  need  a  building  for  fifty  women  and  another 
building  for  one  hundred  men  in  these  colonies.  These  buildings  to  be  built  near 
the  present  buildings  and  of  fire  proof  construction  and  connected  with  the  present 
buildings  with  covered  ways.     The  estimated  cost  of  the  building  for  one  hundred 

men,  with  dining  room  will  be $  145,000 

And  the  estimated  cost  for  the  Female  Building  with  dining  room  for  fifty  women  will  be  70,000 

The  cost  of  Heating  Equipment  for  the  two  proposed  colonies  will  be  approximately.--  15,000 


Making  a  total  cost  of - %  230,000 

PROJECT:     IV.  and  IV.-(a) 

Our  statistical  report  of  October  12th  shows  that  we  only  have  room  for  about  20  addi- 
tional female  patients  of  the  unruly  and  senile  type,  and  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  we  expect  to  be  filled  to  the  utmost  capacity.  This,  of  course,  necessitates  pro- 
viding additional  space  before  more  patients  of  that  type  can  be  admitted  after  our 
capacity  is  filled.  As  it  is  the  desire  of  the  management  of  the  institution  to  so  class- 
ify the  patients  as  to  be  most  beneficial  to  their  comfort  and  treatment,  the  physician 
in  charge  of  the  female  side  recommends  that  we  provide  a  separate  building  for  the 
class  of  patients  above  mentioned  instead  of  enlarging  the  present  building.  A  great 
number  of  this  class  of  patients  are  too  feeble  to  go  to  the  congregated  dining  room 
for  their  meals  and  those  that  are  physically  able  are  so  unruly  that  they  add  greatly 
to  the  discomfort  of  the  associated  patients.  Hence  the  recommendation  for  a  separate 
building  with  dining  room.  Such  a  building,  modern  and  of  fire  proof  construction 
will  cost  approximately $  160, 000 

The  cost  of  Heating  Equipment  will  be  approximately 10,000 


Making  a  total  cost  of $  170,000 

PROJECT:    V. 

The  Receiving  Building  for  Women  requires  three  additional  strong  rooms  and  a  second 
story  porch  and  connections  for  said  porch  to  Main  Building.  The  additional  rooms 
are  needed  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  building  and  the  porch  is  necessary  in  order 
to  give  the  patients  the  proper  amount  of  fresh  air  and  sunshine  in  seasons  when  they 
cannot  be  admitted  to  the  court  yards.    This  small  addition  will  cost  approximately  $  6,000 
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project:  vi. 

As  the  institution  is  growing  fast  and  our  requirements  for  more  help  is  greater  it  will 
be  necessary  to  provide  additional  living  quarters  for  our  employees,  as  it  has  been 
a  time-long  custom  for  the  institution  to  furnish  the  employees  who  have  families 
with  cottages  or  other  living  quarters.  This,  of  course,  ,has  a  two-fold  purpose. 
First,  the  institution  finds  it  more  economical  to  include  this  in  the  employees  com- 
pensation as  the  cost  is  not  as  great  to  the  State  as  it  would  be  to  the  individual. 
And  second,  years  of  experience  has  taught  us  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  our 
employees  reside  within  the  institution.  We  are  in  need  of  six  additional  cottages 
for  the  purpose  above  stated.    The  cost  will  be  approximately %  30,000 

As  this  is  the  first  request  of  this  nature  for  an  appropriation  we  might  say  for  informa- 
tion that  in  the  past  the  institution  has  provided  for  expenditures  of  this  nature  from 
their  Local  Cash  Receipts  which  were  abolished  by  the  Daily  Deposit  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  1925. 

PROJECT:    VII. 

The  floors  of  the  East  Wing  of  the  Center  Building  (female  side)  are  badly  worn  and 
if  not  protected  will  soon  have  to  be  replaced.  We  feel  that  we  will  be  affecting 
economies  to  cover  them  with  linoleum  and  which  will  also  be  more  sanitary.  This 
will  cost  appr oxi mately $  12, 000 

PROJECT:    VIII. 

In  our  estimates  for  new  buildings  and  additions  we  have  provided  for  775  additional 
patients.  We  estimate  room  furnishings  for  these  patients  at  $50.00  each,  making 
a  total  of $    ■  38,750 

PROJECT:     IX. 

We  have  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with  soot  from  the  main  power  house  which  is  located 
very  near  our  group  of  buildings,  which  soot  falls  on  the  window  sills  and  other  lodg- 
ing places,  and  is  frequently  blown  into  the  rooms.  The  soot  has  made  it  hard  to 
keep  the  place  clean  and  is  especially  objectionable  at  the  laundry,  which  is  located 
very  near  the  power  house.  Most  of  the  soot  falls  while  blowing  and  cleaning  the 
tubes  of  the  steam  boilers  in  the  power  house  with  steam  soot  blowers,  a  method 
which  is  necessary  for  efficient  operation  of  the  boilers,  but  which  stirs  up  the  soot 
and  sends  it  up  the  power  house  chimney  during  the  soot  cleaning  periods.  In  order 
to  minimize  this  trouble  to  the  greatest  extent,  or  to  practically  do  away  with  it 
altogether,  our  consulting  engineers  recommend  the  installation  of  suction  type  soot 
collectors,  which  have  large  pipe  connections  extending  into  the  soot  chambers  of 
the  boilers,  and  which  remove  by  suction  the  air  and  entrained  soot  during  the  soot 
blowing  operation  and  send  it  through  underground  pipes  into  a  soot  collecting 
chamber  located  at  the  rear  of  the  power  house.  Water  sprays  are  employed  to  moisten 
the  soot  as  it  is  handled  in  this  way,  and  altogether  we  consider  this  the  most  satis- 
factory solution  of  the  problem.  It  also  effects  some  economy  in  the  matter  of  labor 
for  removing  soot  from  the  rear  of  the  boilers  by  hand.  Such  a  soot  collecting  system 
is  estimated  to  cost  approximately $  3,500 

It  is  impossible  to  state  here  how  urgent  the  necessity  is  for  mini  mizing  the  soot  accumu- 
lation or  eliminating  it  altogether  if  possible. 

PROJECT:     X. 

The  extension  of  a  high-pressure  Steam  Heating  Main  underground  from  power  house 
to  the  first  colony  building,  a  distance  of  2,750  feet,  at  a  cost  of $  25,700 

The  three  groups  of  Colony  Buildings  and  Superintendent's  residence  are  now  heated 
through  a  very  complete  and  practically  new  underground  system  of  mains  extend- 
ing from  the  first  Colony  Building  nearest  the  Power  Plant,  in  which  we  now  have  a 
boiler  plant  for  this  purpose. 

The  last  two  new  boilers  now  being  installed  in  the  main  power  plant  include  sufficient 
capacity  for  the  Colony  Group,  and  when  the  above  mains  are  installed  we  will  be 
able  to  dispense  with  the  hauling  of  fuel  to  the  separate  plant  and  the  services  of  two 
men  who  are  required  to  fire  and  attend  it. 
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The  Main  Power  Plant  boilers  are  much  more  economical  in  fuel  consumption  than  the 
smaller  separate  plant  boilers  and  will  provide  a  more  reliable  and  satisfactory  service, 
as  the  generation  of  steam  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  Chief  Engineer, 
with  coal  delivered  at  a  railway  siding,  instead  of  by  an  isolated  plant  under  the  care 
of  more  or  less  indifferent  help. 

New  Hot  Water  Distributing  Mains  to  replace  present  Hot  Water  Supply  pipes  extend- 
ing from  the  center  of  the  main  building,  through  the  east  wing  and  eastern  group 
of  buildings.  A  number  of  these  pipes  have  rusted  out  and  frequent  repairs  are  being 
required.  The  present  pipes  are  too  small  to  give  adequate  water  pressure  in  the 
eastern  group  of  buildings  and  the  supply  is  very  unsatisfactory  on  the  east  side. 

Practically  all  of  the  hot  water  supply  pipes  have  and  are  being  renewed  and  enlarged 
for  the  western  group  of  buildings,  and  when  the  mains  of  the  eastern  group  of 
buildings  have  been  renewed,  the  entire  domestic  hot  water  distributing  system  will 
be  complete  and  adequate  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  new  mains  for  the  eastern  group  above  requested  will  cost  approximately $  2,000 


Making  a  total  cost  of  this  project $  27,700 

PROJECT:     XI. 

One  new  140  kilowatt  electric  generating  unit,  a  duplicate  of  a  steam  engine  driven 

generating  unit  of  modern  type,  which  was  installed  in  1922,  and  which  should  take 

the  place  of  two  small  old  fashioned  units,  which  are  worn  out  and  no  longer  suitable 

for  reliable  service.     This  addition  will  give  us  two  good,  reliable  units  of  the  most 

economical  type,  and  of  proper  capacity  to  take  care  of  our  present  load,  and  to  meet 

the  demands  for  any  reasonable  increase  up  to  50%  or  more,  and  will  complete  our 

permanent  electrical  generating  equipment. 
According  to  estimates  submitted  by  our  Consulting  Engineers  this  engine  and  gene- 
rator, together  with  switchboard  equipment,  steam  piping  and  electrical  connections 

will  cost  appr oxi mately $  15, 200 

The  new  generating  unit  can  be  installed  in  the  present  engine  room  in  the  space  now 

occupied  by  the  two  smaller  units  and  there  will  be  no  additional  cost  for  power 

house  space. 

PROJECT:     XII. 

The  city  water  pressure  at  the  institution  is  very  unsatisfactory,  in  that  it  fluctuates 

continuously  from  20  to  60  lbs.,  which  variation  in  pressure  is  very  unsatisfactory  for 

the  plumbing  fixtures  and  make  it  almost  impossible  to  operate  certain  hydraulic 

regulating  equipment  which  has  been  installed  in  the  power  house.     The  fluctuation 

results  from  some  condition  in  the  city  mains  outside  of  the  hospital  grounds,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  we  have  an  8  in.  main  coming  into  the  institution.  , 
The  fluctuation,  of  course,  makes  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition  for  fire  protection, 

as  was  demonstrated  in  the  recent  fire  which  destroyed  the  west  wing  of  the  Center 

Building.     The  water  supply  has  been  cut  off  by  the  City  Water  Department  at  short 

intervals  twice  within  ten  days  time.     Our  Consulting  Engineers  strongly  recommend 

the  installation  of  a  100,000-gallon  elevated  tank,  mounted  on  steel  tower  approx- 
imately 90  feet  high.    This  tower  to  be  located  in  the  edge  of  the  woods  east  of  the 

main  buildings  and  so  connected  with  the  incoming  city  main  that  the  water  will 

flow  into  the  tank  and  fill  it  up  when  the  pressure  is  sufficiently  high,  and  then  will 

flow  from  the  tank  to  the  hospital  buildings  at  sufficient  pressure  during  intervals 

of  low  city  pressure  or  when  the  city  pressure  is  cut  entirely  off.    Our  Engineers  further 

recommend  the  installation  of  electric  driven  booster  pumps  to  pump  the  water  from 

the  city  main  to  the  elevated  tank,  if  periods  of  low  city  pressure  should  continue 

long  enough  to  demand  pumping.     Such  a  water  tank  would  insure  a  uniform,  ade- 
quate water  pressure  for  the  hospital  at  all  times,  and  would  provide  sufficient  capacity 

to  carry  the  hospital  for  a  period  of  five  or  six  hours  of  maximum  demand,  with  the 

city  supply  cut  off  entirely. 
Such  a  water  tank,  together  with  the  booster  pumps  and  necessary  pipe  connections 

with  present  mains  would  cost  approximately---!-- $  18,000 
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PROJECT:     XIII. 

We  think  it  advisable  to  fully  protect  the  Main  Center  Building  of  the  Hospital  from 
fire  to  install  a  Sprinkler  System.  We  have  requested  our  Engineers  to  make  an  esti- 
mate of  this  cost.  They  find  to  protect  this  Building  with  sprinklers  on  all  floors, 
including  basement  and  attic,  would  cost  approximately 


The  total  appropriation  requested  herein  is $ 


14,000 


760,150 


This  does  not  include  all  of  the  needs  of  the  institution  at  this  time,  but  as  has  already  been  stated 
in  the  foregoing  of  this  request,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  management  to  administer  the  greatest  possible 
care  for  the  patients'  comfort  and  welfare.  Yet  it  is  desired  to  do  this  as  economically  as  possible 
and  without  burden  to  the  State.  While  we  have  not  requested  all  that  has  been  recommended  for 
the  betterment  of  the  institution,  we  conscientiously  believe  that  the  requests  made  herein  are  to  the 
best  advantage  of  the  public  welfare.  And  we  have  endeavored  to  set  out  the  absolute  necessities 
of  our  proposed  projects  with  as  little  brevity  as  possible  to  portray  a  true  conception  of  our  needs.

All  medical  work  covers  four  departments  for  two  years  as  follows : 
the  insane,  epileptic,  inebriate  and  criminal  insane. 

Receiving  Building  (Female  Department),  Hospital  Building  and 
Dix  Hill  Training  School  have  been  under  the  medical  service  of  Dr. 
J.  W.  Ashby. 

Receiving  Building  : 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
period.  Of  this  number,  193  were  probated,  143  were  transferred  to 
other  departments,  22  died,  two  committed  suicide  and  4  eloped.  68 
patients  were  on  hand  July  1st,  1928. 

The  two  suicides  were  the  first  that  have  occurred  in  this  department. 
A-ward  has  been  set  aside  for  the  dangerous  cases  and  a  nurse  is  in 
charge  all  night  and  every  effort  is  made  to  safeguard  those  who  are 
suspected  of  having  suicidal  tendencies. 
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Since  the  last  biennial  report,  three  rooms  have  been  added  to  the 
building.  The  facilities,  however,  are  inadequate  to  take  care  of  the  in- 
creasing demands  for  the  admission  of  women  patients.  At  this  time 
we  have  18  applications  on  file  which  were  received  during  the  month 
of  June  and  we  could  not  accept  as  there  are  not  any  vacancies.  The 
Receiving  Building  has  a  capacity  of  66  and  transfers  to  the  chronic 
department  are  necessary  to  relieve  the  congestion  and  to  make  space 
for  new  cases,  but  the  chronic  department  has  accepted  very  few  trans- 
fers in  recent  months.  We  need  additional  space  on  the  female  depart- 
ment and  in  my  opinion  we  should  have  an  additional  Receiving  Build- 
ing in  which  noisy  and  disturbed  patients  can  be  kept  and  thus  offer 
a  more  agreeable  surrounding  for  those  who  have  improved  and  those 
who  are  milder  types  of  mental  disease. 

Hospital  Building  : 

This  building  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Curses  and  is  for  the  care  of  medical  and  surgical  cases  of  patients 
and  employees.  Each  physician  of  the  staff  has  direct  responsibility 
of  the  patients  from  his  department.  During  the  two-year  period,  there 
were  25  major  operations  and  27  tonsillectomies.  The  number  is  less 
than  usual. 

The  Dix  Hill  Tkaining  School  : 

A  training  school  for  nurses  is  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners.  There 
were  eight  graduates  at  the  commencement  on  May  18th,  1928.  The 
pupil  nurses  are  required  to  be  eighteen  years  of  age  and  to  be  high- 
school  graduates.  One  year  affiliation  with  a  general  hospital  is  re- 
quired. 

The  course  of  lectures  for  the  school  is  given  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital,  the  staff  members  and  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses, 
and  last  year  we  were  assisted  by  the  firm  of  Drs.  Wright,  Hicks  & 
Wilkins  on  Eye,  Ear  and  Nose  Nursing ;  Dr.  Hugh  Thompson  on  Ortho- 
pedic Nursing,  and  Miss  Welch  of  Meredith  College  on  Dietetics.  This 
valuable  assistance  made  it  possible  for  the  school  to  comply  with  the 
curriculum  of  the  requirements  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Nurse 
Examiners. 

The  Chronic  Female  Department  has  been  under  the  medical  service 
of  Dr.  R.  K.  Adams  since  Dr.  H.  B.  Brackin  left  our  service  for  enter- 
ing the  service  of  the  Central  State  Hospital,  Nashville,  Term. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  in  this  department  has  been  good. 
There  have  been  no  epidemics  and  no  suicides  during  the  biennium 
and  no  fatal  accidents.  There  has  probably  been  more  fractures  among 
the  low-grade  and  aged  patients  due  possibly  to  the  fact  that  the  wards 
are   more   congested   than   formerly.     All   operations   and   major   treat- 
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ments  have  been  given  at  the  Hospital  Building.  Intravenous  and  intra- 
muscular treatments  have  been  given  in  the  Emergency  Room  on  C-ward 
which  is  well  fitted  for  this  type  of  work. 

Repairs  : 

T-ward,  which  was  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  has  been  overhauled. 
The  old  partitions  have  been  removed,  and  new  ones,  of  more  substantial 
type,  have  been  built. 

A  new  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  T.  B.  Ward  and  the  second  and  third 
floors  of  the  Main  Building  repainted.  The  Head  Nurse's  office  has 
been  repainted  and  the  floor  laid  with  linoleum.  The  porch  on  K-ward 
has  been  screened.  Minor  repairs,  incident  to  the  usual  wear  in  a 
building  of  this  kind,  have  been  made.  ~No  new  buildings  have  been 
built  for  this  department  during  this  period,  although  a  building  for 
low-grade  and  noisy  patients  was  requested  in  1926. 

New  Buildings  : 

This  department  is  full  to  capacity  and  is  probably  too  crowded  on 
some  wards.  It  is,  therefore,  absolutely  necessary  that  additional  room 
be  provided  within  the  near  future.  A  new  building  to  accommodate 
100  low-grade  and  noisy  patients  is  badly  needed.  Low-grade  patients 
accumulate  in  mental  hospitals  due  to  the  fact  that  their  mental  condi- 
tion prevents  them  from  being  taken  home  by  relatives,  and  also  to 
the  fact  that  mental  deterioration  is  a  process  that  occurs  in  most  of 
the  psychoses,  especially  in  dementia  praecox,  which  psychosis  alone 
probably  constitutes  from  20  per  cent  to  30  per  cent  of  our  total  ad- 
missions. 

The  T.  B.  Ward  with  a  capacity  of  18  beds  is  now  filled.  This  build- 
ing, which  is  a  frame  structure,  does  not  have  a  sitting  room  and  the 
patients  now  either  stay  on  the  ward  with  the  patients  who  are  in  bed, 
or  else  spend  the  time  during  the  day  in  the  small  dining  hall.  It  would 
be  wise  to  build  another  ward,  just  like  the  present  one,  to  the  south  of 
the  present  dining  hall.  The  dining  hall,  which  would  then  be  between 
the  two  wards  could  be  coin  erted  into  a  sun  parlor  and  a  better  dining 
room  constructed  on  the  western  side  of  the  building.  This  building 
does  not  have  sufficient  porches  and  additional  space  of  this  kind 
should  be  provided. 

The  Male  Department  for  the  mentally  sick,  both  acute  and  chronic, 
the  Criminal  Insane  and  the  Oaks  Colony  have  been  under  the  medical 
service  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Owen. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  of  the  Male  Department  has  been 
good  excepting  for  a  minor  epidemic  of  mumps  and  measles,  which 
occurred  during  the  months  of  February  and  March,  1928.  These 
diseases  affected  a  considerable  number  of  our  attendants,  as  well  as  a 
small  number  of  patients.    The  source  of  this  epidemic,  as  far  as  the 
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measles  was  concerned,  was  traced  to  a  newly  admitted  patient,  who 
showed  signs  of  this  disorder  after  a  period  longer  than  the  usual  incu- 
bation time.  The  mumps  was  thought  to  have  been  brought  in  by  an 
employee.  Fortunately  there  were  no  complications  from  these  diseases, 
and  every  one  attacked  recovered  uneventfully. 

Vaccination  against  typhoid  fever  and  smallpox  has  been  carried  out 
not  only  in  all  new  admissions,  but  in  cases  of  old  patients  who  having 
been  previously  vaccinated,  the  immunity  was  thought  to  be  sufficiently 
lessened  as  to  make  the  patients  liable  to  contract  the  above  diseases. 
It  is  the  custom,  of  course,  to  vaccinate  against  these  disorders  in  cases 
where  patients  have  been  here  for  many  years,  whenever  it  is  thought 
necessary. 

Hydrotherapy  in  the  form  of  continuous  baths  has  been  employed  to 
a  certain  extent,  but  we  are  sorely  in  need  of  a  trained  hydrotherapist. 
J^ot  only  is  this  method  of  treatment  dangerous  in  untrained  hands, 
but  if  not  given  properly,  lessens  the  benefit  to  be  derived. 

The  new  building  for  housing  the  male  patients,  erected  after  the  fire, 
was  opened  May  31,  1928,  and  at  the  present  time  there  remain  very 
few  vacancies.  There  is  urgent  need  for  a  Receiving  Building  for  the 
Male  Department  similar  to  the  one  now  in  use  by  the  Female  Depart- 
ment. This  would  relieve  to  a  certain  extent  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  hospital,  and  would  facilitate  the  handling  and  caring  for  newly 
admitted  patients.  Although,  this  is  not  absolutely  necessary  at  the 
present  time,  it  is  felt  that  before  the  end  of  the  next  biennial  period 
that  additional  room  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  criminal  in- 
sane patients.  Owing  to  the  laws  governing  the  Criminal  Insane  De- 
partment, the  population  remains  quite  stationary,  and  the  present 
quarters  will  eventually  become  inadequate.  There  has  been  a  gradual 
increase  in  the  criminal  insane  patients,  so  at  the  present  time  there 
are  on  the  rolls  82  male  patients  and  4  female  patients.  During  the 
last  biennial  period  only  28  patients  were  discharged. 

From  June  30,  1926,  to  June  30,  1928,  164  male  patients,  who  were 
addicted  to  the  use  of  drugs  or  alcohol,  were  admitted.  The  majority 
of  these  cases  were  probated  after  a  period  of  84  days  of  treatment, 
and  a  great  number  of  them  were  returned  from  probation  and  treated 
under  the  same  commitment.  It  may  be  seen  from  a  perusal  of  the 
statistical  report  that  there  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number 
of  these  patients  treated  within  the  past  two  years. 

During  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  Mr.  Patrick  H. 
Winston,  a  third-year  medical  student  in  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia, helped  with  the  work  among  the  male  patients  and  did  a  distinct 
service. 

The  Male  and  Female  Epileptic  colonies  have  been  under  the  medical 
service  of  Dr.  T.  M.  Jordan.

There  have  been  no  epidemics.  With  one  case  of  pneumonia  and  one 
of  Bright's  disease,  the  prevailing  cause  of  death  was  epilepsy.  All 
patients  immunized  against  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever.  Mental  and 
physical  examinations  of  all  new  patients  have  been  reported  and  re- 
corded, and  notations  from  time  to  time  entered  for  all  patients. 

In  this  department,  during  part  of  his  vacation  period,  Medical 
Student,  T.  M.  Goodwin,  observed  patients  with  epilepsy  with  the 
physician  in  charge,  and  made  himself  quite  agreeable  and  helpful 
and  rendered  efficient  and  valuable  service  frequently.  It  is  with 
pleasure  I  mention  this  fact,  and  commend  his  service. 

The  physical  equipment  of  the  department  is  in  good  condition,  and 
for  the  population  now  on  hand  is  sufficient,  except  for  single  rooms  for 
excited  patients,  and  for  which  rooms  heat  and  guards  should  be  pro- 
vided. And  in  connection  with  this,  would  advise  heightening  of  the 
smoke  stack  at  Male  Epileptic  Colony  to  prevent  the  presence  of  soot 
that  so  much  hinders  the  cleanliness  of  the  dining  room  and  attendants' 
quarters  over  the  dining  room  and  renders  each  so  undesirable.

There  have  been  no  contagions.  All  patients  immunized  against 
smallpox  and  typhoid  fever.  One  case  of  pellagra  recorded,  all  other 
cause  of  death  epilepsy.  All  new  patients  examined  for  mental  and 
physical  disorders  and  reports  recorded.  Notations  of  all  patients  re- 
corded now  and  then. 

The  physical  equipment  is  good,  but  there  is  still  needed  single  rooms 
with  heat  for  the  restraint  of  excited  patients.  The  following  observa- 
tion is  offered.  A  study  of  the  last  two  years  furnishes  us  ivith  the  fol- 
lowing deductions : 

Beginning  the  last  biennium  there  were  only  twenty  vacant  beds  and 
these  in  the  Female  Epileptic  Department.    These  were  soon  occupied. 
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Since  then  it  has  been  possible  to  admit  an  applicant  only  upon  death 
or  discharge  of  a  patient  in  either  department.  This  has  enabled 
the  institution  to  provide  only  for  the  violent  insane  and  court  cases  in 
part.  Numbers  of  them,  even  at  that,  remaining  in  jail.  During  the  last 
biennium  more  than  fifty  applicants  have  of  necessity  been  denied  ad- 
mission. Therefore,  to  provide  for  this  annual  overflow,  even  of  the 
class  of  patients  the  State  is  now  able  to  deal  with,  two  hundred  beds 
and  accommodations  should  be  early  provided  for.  Then  there  will  re- 
main that  large  number  of  children  and  young  people  in  our  State, 
incipient  epileptics,  now  insane,  and  which  are  treated  in  schools  for 
epileptics,  in  other  states,  and  for  which  our  State  is  yet  to  be  awakened 
to  the  need  of. 

Dr.  T.  L.  Young,  our  Dentist,  submits  the  following  report : 

All  new  patients  are  seen  soon  after  they  are  admitted.  All  old 
patients  are  gone  over  and  all  focal  infection  removed  and  teeth  re- 
paired. 

The  office  is  equipped  with  the  Hitter  Outfit  and  Wappler  X-ray 
Machine.

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REPORT  OF  ARCHITECT 

Dr.  Albert  Anderson,  Superintendent,  State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Sir: — In  the  two  years  ending  with  June,  1928,  that  portion  of  the 
Hospital  known  as  the  West  Wing  was  rebuilt  and  enlarged  to  replace 
the  portion  destroyed  by  fire. 

In  rebuilding  an  enlargement  was  made  and  increased  to  space 
allotted  to  men  to  care  for  one  hundred  more  inmates  than  before  the 
fire,  but  no  increase  was  made  for  the  space  allotted  to  women. 

The  West  Wing  was  completed  on  time  as  required  by  the  contract 
and  within  the  contract  amount.  The  project  is  considered  by  many 
to  be  one  of  the  best  pieces  of  construction  work  belonging  to  the  State. 

Aside  from  the  rebuilding  of  the  West  Wing,  I  have  no  construction 
work  to  report,  but  your  records  will  show  that  some  repairs  and 
alterations  were  made  in  some  of  the  existing  structures. 

From  observation,  I  am  convinced  that  the  Institution  is  in  need  of 
an  isolated  colony  for  100  women,  also  an  enlargement  of  the  Epileptic 
colonies  for  both  women  and  men,  increasing  the  capacity  for  100  of 
each  sex,  and  also  the  building  of  a  general  hospital  which  should  be  a 
part  of  every  State  institution  of  this  character.

Sir  : — I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  record  of  work  done  in  the  Car- 
penter and  Paint  Department  from  June  30,  1926,  to  June  30,  1928 : 

Put  down  pine  floor  in  entrance  hall,  sanded  and  varnished  same  at 
Receiving  Building.  Built  fence  in  open  shed  at  dairy  barn.  Sanded 
and  varnished  third  floor  of  Central  Building.    Screened  Cannery. 

Ceiled  strong  room  and  made  two  window  guards  at  Female  Epiletic 
Colony. 
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Laid  concrete  road  between  12th  Ward  and  Male  court  yard.  Laid 
cement  walk  at  12th  Ward.  Built  open  porch  at  Laundry  Dormitory  and 
painted  same.  Converted  barn  on  Boylan  Drive  into  three  garages. 
Painted  porch  deck,  also  tin  roofs  at  Nurses'  Home.  Covered  roof  of 
tool  house  with  composition  shingles. 

Eemodeled  T-ward,  built  brick  walls  in  hall-way.  Made  window 
guards  and  reinforced  doors,  laid  cement  floor  in  rooms  and  painted 
ward.

Laid  rift  pine  flooring  at  Female  Tuber- 
cular Ward.  Side  walls  of  Male  Tubercular  Ward  plastered;  wood 
laths  were  taken  off,  replaced  same  with  metal  lath.  Made  cement 
trough  for  calf  pasture.  Made  76  window  screens  for  Male  and 
Female  T.  B.  wards.  14  screens  for  A-ward;  screens  made  for  Central 
Building.
